‘Government Film

We could not begin this report on NFB activities for 
1978-79 without making a special mention of the fact 
that 1979 marks the celebration of our fortieth birthday. 


For forty years now, we have been capturing the 
Canadian nation on film, depicting the events that have 
shapedits history and showing the diversity of Canadian 
concerns, interests and achievements. Our films have 
been viewed by audiences throughout Canada and on 
every continent with one basic aim in mind: to give 
people a greater understanding and appreciation of 
Canada. 


Over 3000 films have been produced since 1939. To 
quote NFB founder John Grierson, we have tried to be 
the eyes of Canada. Have we succeeded in bringing this 
country alive to itself and the rest of the world? The 
continued generous support of the Canadian and 
foreign people for the NFB is, | believe, a strong 
testimonial to the responsible manner in which we have 
fulfilled our mandate. Another tangible indication is 
excellent and sustained credibility for our films at home 
and abroad. 


Here at the Film Board, we take pride in the favorable 
comments we receive from our various audiences. 
Those of us who have witnessed the evolution of the 
NFB through many years are especially proud that ithas 
withstood the test of time. This encourages us to 
continue to channel all our energy into its service to 
ensure it a long and productive future. 


Austerity measures imposed on the entire federal public 
service for the next two years, and the subsequent 
reduction of our parliamentary appropriations for the 
current year by $600,000 have had a considerable 
impact on the general operations at the Film Board this 
past year. This development has affected all our 
activities. The necessary adjustments were made all the 
more difficult as they had to be implemented after the 
beginning of the fiscal year. 


In 1978-79, atotal of 381 new films were released by the 
NFB. Of these, 278 were made at the NFB, 103 were 
produced under contract in the private sector through 
the Sponsor Program. 


French Production ended the year with 61 new films to 
its credit — 14 more than last year. Of this, 31 films were 
made under Headquarters Programs, 8 under the 
Regionalisation Program, 13 under the Sponsored 
Program and 9 were co-productions. 


English Production completed 152 new films. Fifty-five 
of these belong to the “Vignette” category — short films 


with a running time of between one and four minutes. 
While these productions represent significant 
film-making activity, they should perhaps be accounted 
for differently as they are so short. If we were to exclude 
the vignettes, the English production nevertheless 
completed 21 more films than last year, a remarkable 
achievement under any circumstances. 


Over the years, the Film Board has developed an 
increasingly close relationship with the private sector of 
the Canadian film industry. This was formally confirmed 
in arecent agreement concerning films requested from 
the Film Board by government departments. The 
agreement stipulates that the Film Board will contract 
out to the private sector 50% of the first $4 million worth 
of sponsored films (in constant 1977 dollars) and 75% of 
the sponsored film work over and above this $4 million. 
In accordance with the agreement 56% of the total 
budget, or $2.97 million, was allocated to the private 
sector. 


Since all government departments have been affected 
by the austerity measures, the Sponsored Program 
Division has received fewer requests for audio-visual 
material. However, this policy of sharing government 
sponsored films equally with the private sector will be 
maintained. Moreover, it must be kept in mind that the 
Film Board provides substantial support to craftsmen 
and technicians in the film industry and to production 
and other audio-visual companies through its regional 
production offices. During 1978-79, 305 contracts were 
awarded to individuals and another 61 to commercial 
companies. In addition, Headquarters negotiated 1,519 
contracts with free-lancers and temporary employees 
from the film community, for a total of 12,109 
person-weeks. 


Besides the Sponsor Program Division, our Ottawa 
Services Branch also includes the Canadian 
Government Photo Center and the Photothéque. 


This year we were pleased to report that the Photo 
Center closed the year with a small operating surplus. 
We have been making every effort to improve the 
Center’s productivity. Work is now in progress to 
re-equip and modernize the laboratories, and the 
Center's capacity for handling certain operations will be 
expanded through increased automation. We are 
confident that the next few years will be even more 
productive. 


The Photothéque also had an excellent year, achieving 
a 50% increase in revenue from non-government 
customers following a major promotion campaign. The 
revenues for all its operations were 33.5% higher than 
during the previous year. 


Despite the inconvenience caused by a major structural 
reorganization of the Distribution Branch there were 
about the same number of bookings of 16 mm prints as 
last year. This has traditionally been the busiest sector 
of our distribution operations. A total of 503,805 
bookings were made during the year through our 
Canadian libraries, while our international service 
recorded 207,742 print loans through Canadian 
diplomatic post libraries abroad. 


In Canada, the number of 16 mm prints sold showed a 
slight 1% decrease. On the other hand, video-cassette 
sales were up 37% compared with last year's figure 
Most of these sales were to Canadian educational 
institutions. For all other products (filmstrips, slide sets

8mm prints and multi-media kits), sales were down from 
those of last year. This drop can be explained by two 
factors. Firstly, our operating budgets were reduced. 
Secondly, we changed distributors. As a result, sales 
dropped during the time we spent negotiating new 
agreements. The NFB now provides printing materials 
and camera-ready artwork to our distributors who are 
responsible for producing the various multi-media 
products and support material. This new method of 
operation involves the private sector to a much greater 
extent. 


There is also a decrease in theater bookings as, here 
again, we signed an agreement with a new company 
with regard to the distribution of all our 35 mm films to 
Canadian theaters. A more selective marketing 
approach was also implemented. 


Our 16 mm sales abroad showed a 13% increase over 

the preceding year. However, revenue from our other 
marketing activities in this sector was lower than during 
the previous year. This was not un-expected, as last 

year we had feature-length popular successes such as 
Games of the XX/ Olympiad, One Man, andJ.A. Martin, 

Photographer. 


Finally, for the first time in our history, the world-wide 
cumulative audience for NFB productions exceeded the 
“magic mark” of one billion viewers, according to ou 
year-end statistics for 1978-79. About one-quarter of 
this cumulative audience was Canadian. The remaining 
three-quarters comprise audiences in some 80 
countries around the world. 


Speaking last September at Canada ’78, a special 
tribute to the NFB by the Fourth Biennial Internatione 
Film Festival in San Antonio, Texas, His Excellence 
Peter M. Towe, Canadian Ambassador to the U.S.A. 
paid a warm tribute to the producers, directors, 
animators, cameramen and all others who have earne 
the Canadian cinema such international acclaim. He 
added: 
The National Film Board is, in itself, living testimony 
to Canada’s bilingual, multicultural heritage; it 
recognizes our determination to bridge the gaps — 
some large, some small — between peoples and 
communities and regions in Canada. That NFB film 
also help us as Canadians to say something 
worthwhile to others is really an added bonus. 


English Production completed 152 films and 114 
Multi Media projects in 1978-79 including 95 English 
and French titles in the 2-year Canada Vignette 
program. Many of the Vignettes are shown regularly on 
the CBC network and acomprehensive distribution plan 
is underway to ensure optimum use. Under the National 
Unity program, English Production has completed two in 
a series of films on the French and English cultures: 
Mother Tongue by Derek May and Bob Fortier’s 
Harmonium. 


The Education Support and Multicultural programs 
continued with earmarked funding. Canadian School 
Telecasts, Multi Media’s Government of Canada series, 
Children of Canada series and a West Coast film 
entitled Beluga Baby were produced under the 
Education Support program. Films on minority groups 


include James Bay Fiddlers, and a Prairie region 
production, Wood Mountain Poems. 


Seven sponsored films were completed in keeping A 
the NFB mandate to advise government department 
on film production and other audio-visual programs. Th 
highlight was the official film of the Xl Commonweali 
Games. Titled Going the Distance, it was written 
directed by Paul Cowan, and produced for the Ministe! 
of State for Fitness and Amateur Sport. 


Coproduction with organizations having goals similart 
the NFB continue to be a priority. Several productions 
were initiated during the year in cooperation with 
provincial governments, the CBC, ATEC, PBS and 
various foundations. 


The Political Process series produced Peter Raymont’s 
film The Art of the Possible, a behind the scenes look at 
Ontario provincial politics under the aegis of Premier 


William Davis. Reflections on a Leadership Convention, 


a sequel to Flora, evaluated the effectiveness of a party 
leadership convention in this country. Another addition 
to the series was Tigers and Teddy Bears, completing 
the pair of films emerging from the last provincial 
election campaign in Montreal's Westmount riding — 
the first of the pair being / Hate to Lose. Don Brittain’s 
eagerly awaited study of bureaucracy around the world 
began production. Work also began on Arthur 
Hammond’s documentary on the influence of Labor 
organisations on the political life of the country. 


Michael Rubbo’s Solzhenitsyn's Children are making a 
lot of noise in Paris investigated the ups and downs of 
Eurocommunism, a major political force in the world 
today. Also the first of a series of films resulting from an 
exchange agreement between the NFB and the film 
department of the Chinese government was completed. 
North China Commune deals with life on an average 
agricultural commune during the harvest of the wheat 
crop. It shows how the same land in the same season is 
used to grow both rice and cotton crops. 


The Human Settlement series is a group of films 
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compiled from the fifty films made by different countre 
for the Habitat Conference in 1976, and incorpora 
original Film Board footage. These films sponsored 
CIDA, tackle the many probiems besetting populati 
trying to survive and live a decent life in today’s world 
The problem of water and its scarcity, exploding ci 
urban renewal, rural development, and the effects 
multinational agribusiness on the world food market art 
among the themes dealt with in these films. 


It Wasn't Easy, directed by Nico Crama, is a | 
co-production with Dutch National Television on the 
history of Dutch immigration to Canada. Pierre La 
Healing is a careful study of faith healing, and its 
implications. Song of the Paddle is the last in Bill 
Mason's successful series on canoeing, while Bow ant 
Arrow, a theatrical short by William Pettigrew, looksé

Harmonium is a documentary on Québec’s most 
Prominent rock group, while Bookmaker's Progress 
deals with the world of Québec publishing.

Johnson family, long involved in Québec politics is now 
In progress, as is a documentary on the Lac St. Jean 
region of Québec. 


The Adventures in History series continued to provide 
the backbone for English Production drama 
programming. Three films were completed in 1978-79: 
The War Is Over, set during World War I, Gilles Carle’s 
L'Age de la machine which dealt with rural Québec in 
the ‘30s, and a drama about ethnic conflicts on the 
Prairies, Teach Me to Dance. Production began on 
Revolution’s Orphans, a film on the aftermath of the 
Hungarian Revolution, Gopher Broke, set during the 


Great Depression, and Bravery in the Field, which 
focuses on the generation gap between a much 
decorated veteran and the young people with whom he 
comes in contact. 


The Drama Development series came to a close, 


eae two new films, Breakdown and So Long to 
un. 


Special Delivery, a seven-minute humorous short by 
John Weldon and Eunice Macaulay, was awarded an 
Oscar this spring in Hollywood — and this was only one 
example of the Film Board’s achievements in animation 
for the past year. Other highlights included Every Child 
by Eugene Fedorenko, a film made at the invitation of 
UNICEF to celebrate the Year of the Child, Continuum, 
a 40-minute film combining live action and animation, 
made on the occasion of Einstein's centennial year, and 
Afterlife, a meditation on life after death by award- 
winning animator Ishu Patel. Why Me? deals with the 
difficult subject of a person accepting the reality of a 
terminal illness, while This is your Museum Speaking, 
made in collaboration with the National Museums of 
Canada is a 12-minute film designed to interest young 
people in using their museums. 


The Board’s continued commitment to experimentation, 
both technical and conceptual, is exemplified in 

Interview, which pools the talents and the styles of two 
gifted animators, Caroline Leaf and Veronica Soul. Also 


important is Donald Winkler's Travel Log. A haunting 
mood piece created from still photographs and an 
evocative text, it was awarded the Silver Dragon at this 
year’s Cracow Short Film Festival. 


The Animation Studio made a substantial contribution to 
the Board’s sponsored production during the year. 
Completed films include What the Hell's Going On Up 
There, a 30-minute presentation for the Department of 
External Affairs for release in the United States. A series 
of television film clips was produced for Fire Prevention 
Canada. Another series of clips on nutrition was 
produced for Health and Welfare Canada. Also, The 
Hottest Show on Earth, a film on energy and home 
insulation won the best 30-minute Canadian 
documentary award at the 1978 Canadian Film Awards. 


In production are two major half-hour films: This is 

an Emergency, on the subject of energy inindustry, and 
Canada Show (working title), a film sponsored by the 
Canadian Unity Information Office for television release. 


The board's Multi Media Studio completed 114 
productions this past year, including 75 new titles. The 
Multi Media program has always been strongly oriented 
towards serving the interests of young Canadians, and 
in the Year of the Child this continued to be a priority. 


Sounds from Our People, aseries of films for children on 
native traditions in Canada by Alanis Obomsawin, was 
produced for distribution on Canadian School 
Telecasts. Filmstrip productions included: a Multi Media 
kit chronicling the construction of the CPR; additions to 
the series of sound film-strips on Creative Canadians 
with Karen Kain and Joyce Wieland; additions also to 


the series equivalent in French Les Créateurs de chez 
nous with film-strips on Marc Favreau and Raoul 
Duguay; a new series conceived by Jocelyn Rehder to 
introduce young children to the history of Canada; and 
Colette Blanchard’s series of tales Sion se racontatt. . . 
was completed this year. 


Sons of Haji Omar, a film about the nomad herdsmen of 
Afghanistan was directed by David Newman and 
produced in collaboration with the Smithsonian institute. 
Multi Media also participated in the Canada Vignette 
program producing ten vignettes in 1978-79. 


Woman filmmakers at the Board continue to produce 
outstanding work which provides a long overdue 
alternative to traditional masculine interpretations of 
society. 


The past year’s most notable productions include 
Benoit, the eighth in Beverly Shaffer's stunningly 
successful Children of Canada series; Bonnie Sherr 
Klein's Patricia's Moving Picture, about a wife and 
mother who reassesses her life in terms of her . 
personal goals as a woman, and Margaret Wescott's 


Eve Lambart, focusing on the semi-retirement of a 
self-sufficient and creative woman. Diane 
Beaudry-Cowling’s An Unremarkable Birth looks at 
obstetric care and the experience of giving birth in light 
of the rights and obligations of both society and the 
parents themselves. 


Film Board films played a major part in two important 
Women’s Film Festivals — in Montreal at the 
Powerhouse Gallery and in Vancouver at the Women's 
Video and Film Festival. 


During the past ten years, more than 150 films and video 
productions have been produced as part of the a 
Challenge for Change / Société Nouvelle program. Ine

In 1978-79, the program was greatly reduced in size as 
more than half of the government departments resigned 
for financial reasons. Representatives from these 
departments, together with the NFB, comprise the 
Inter-Departmental Committee, the policy-making and 
financing body of the program. 


Although film and video production were curtailed, 
regional representatives in the Maritimes, Ontario, 
Quebec, the Prairies, British Columbia, and the 
Northwest Territories continued to distribute film and 
video productions to target audiences in both cities and 
towns. 


Films completed during 1978-79 include: The Wages of

movement; The Nearest Point to Everywhere about 

under-development in Cape Breton and some of the 
strategies being employed to ameliorate the situation. A 
series of six films on child abuse — considered the bes 
available from all North American sources — has been 
assembled and is being distributed by the program. 


During the past year, the Pacific Regional Production 
Studio greatly expanded its regional audience, through 
the television program Cinema B.C., carried on PBS in 

Seattle, and throughout the province via cable systems. 

NFB Vancouver provides a large portion of the program 

material, and opens the way for the inclusion, as well, of 

the best work from independent producers. Many of the 
recent productions of the studio have been premiered 
on television on Cinema B.C. 


Highlights from the past year include Bill Reid, a 
half-hour documentary portrait of the west coast Haida 


Carver; Beluga Baby, a twelve minute account of the 
birth (and death) of a Beluga Whale at the Vancouver 
Aquarium; Post Partum Depression, a half hour _ 

examination of a serious and wide-spread emotional 
problem; and Dorothy Hénaut’s Horse-Drawn Magic, ¢ 
fascinating, high-spirited look at a unique travelling 

theatrical company. , 


Visits to regions within the region were inaugurated, wit 
public screenings in local theaters followed by 

discussion sessions which provided valuable feedback, 
and new ideas for future film subjects. / 


1978-79 was a year in which the Prairie Production 
Studio came of age. Both the volume and the quality of 
its production provided ample proof that the regional 
concept is one which is both valid and necessary. 


The Edmonton Office of the Studio became a separate 
cost centre this past year, and is moving closer to 
becoming a studio in its own right. The two offices have 
continued to develop closer relationships with 
educational and production institutions in the region. 
The Alberta Department of Education is involved in a 
major co-production project, a film portrait of Chester 
Ronning called China Mission; ACCESS is involved in 
the area of Drama; and the CBC is both co-producing 
with the NFB and presenting a television series 
highlighting local filmmakers called “Made in 
Manitoba”. 


The filming of the Commonwealth Games in Edmonton 
was the event of the year in the region. Four of the eight 
film crews involved in this enormous undertaking came 
from the Prairies, and production co-ordination was 
handled by Edmonton filmmaker Dale Phillips. It was a 
difficult job, extremely well done. 


Vladimir Valenta, the NFB’s dramaturge, joined the 


The past year’s production in the Ontario Region 
strongly reflects the multicultural character of the 
region’s population. 


The feature release for 1978-79 was a one-hour 
docudrama, Fields of Endless Day, which chronicles the 
400-year-history of Canadian Blacks. The film was 
directed and produced by Terrance McCartney-Filgate 
with music by Oscar Peterson. It is the first in a series of

Some of the most outstanding productions completed 
this year include Priory, the Only Home I've Got; Wood 
Mountain Poems; and Blowhard, an animated film or 
the energy crisis which was released in 35mm and 
nominated for a Canadian Film Award. Three highly 
successful and entertaining vignettes recounting 
various anecdotes from Manitoba history, were 
produced by the Credo Group of Winnipeg. 


The Studio successfully completed its first fully 
sponsored film for the Solicitor General's Office of the 
Federal Government. The film The System: Out of 
Sight, Out of Mind, was produced for their regional 

office in Saskatoon. | 


Films now in production include two short dramas and 
an animated film dealing with economics and the firs 
use of paper money.

Regional filmmaking was encouraged through aid to film 
co-ops and through the Video Theatre, co-funded by the 
Atlantic Studio and the Canada Council 


The unit has enjoyed a successful sponsored program 
in the past year, with the greatest input coming from the 
Department of National Defence. A short film called 
Gros Morne — A Matter of Time was completed for 
Parks Canada, and a long-term project was initiated to 
document the restoration of the Halifax Citadel. 


Bill Gough, of Newfoundland, directed a coproduction 
with CBC titled A Figgy Duff Christmas. and shooting 
has been completed on a film portrait of the New 
Denmark community in New Brunswick. This last 
project may mark the beginning of a promising new 
relationship with the Statens Filmcentral of Denmark 
which co-produced the film. 


In 1978-79, French production completed 61 films and 
produced 50 versions. This is significant, in both 
quantitative and, more importantly, qualitative terms. 
Attention focused particularly on three major themes: 
education, public information and nuclear energy. 


French Production also laid the foundations for an 

extremely interesting kind of cooperation between the 
NFB and Radio-Canada by working out a co-financing 
agreement for making the film Cordélia, which was shot 


_ in fall. This fiction feature produced by Jean Beaudin 


also gave a good number of technicians the chance to 
work on a large-scale Canadian production, a situation 
which at present is quite a rarity in our film industry. Also 
in the area of NFB/ Radio-Canada relations, a new 
agreement was negotiated for the production of the film 
series Le Temps passé, making it possible to continue 
the Artisans québécois program. 


The films completed under the French Production 
Documentary and Fiction Program reflect the 
filmmakers’ artistic development, while others are a 
continuation of productions undertaken in previous 
years. 


Thus, the two films that were started using footage shot 
during the XXI Olympiad were completed over the 
course of this year. The first, edited by Alain Sauvé, is 
entitled 26 fois de suite and deals with the marathon. 
The second, entitled Nelli Kim, was edited by Pierre 
Bernier and is a detailed portrait of this gymnast during 
her stay in Montreal for the 1976 Olympic Games. 


Jacques Godbout'’s Feu /'objectivite is to some extent a 
continuation of the work he did last year on the theme of 
information in Derriére ‘image. |n this new film he spent 


a week with the English reporters in the press gallery in 


Québec City. 


La Fiction nucléaire by Jean Chabot takes a stand on 
the nuclear energy debate. Produced from the point of 
view of a country which is the world’s leading producer 
of hydro-electric power, this film takes a fresh look at the 
energy, economic, industrial, political and historical 
situation of Québec. Here, as elsewhere, the energy 
question is more than a simple problem of applied 
science. 


For the past ten years, the school system has been inan 
almost perpetual state of reform. Les Enfants des 
normes by Georges Dufaux is a series of eight one-hour 
films that try to penetrate the day-to-day reality of 
education as experienced in Québec’s comprehensive 
high schools. 


André Melancon’s Les Vrais Perdants asks parents a 
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series of questions about the real purpose of the 
education and training we give our children and the spirit 
in which we try to help them prepare for the future. In 
addition, three complementary films were produced 
from sequences shot in the studio during role-playing 
experiments involving a group of a dozen children. The 
results were entitled Observation 1: Comme une balle 
de ping-pong; Observation 2: La Fiévre de la bataille: 
and Observation 3: Ah! Les filles! 


Anne-Claire Poirier sees rape as a political crime of 
domination. In her feature-length film, Mourir a tue-téte, 
she goes beyond the act of rape itself. 


Travel is an ideal form of escape, but when it is 
organized and sold at low cost by specialists who leave 
nothing to chance, does it really change your life and 
help you break away from a too well-ordered daily 
routine? Claude Grenier asks this question in Terre 
d'occasion, which was made in Québec and Mexico 
with a group of travellers from Thetford Mines and the 
Beauce region. 


Similar in theme, Samedi soir, by Francois Labonté 
answers the question: what do you do on the weekend 
when you live far away from large urban centers? This 
film takes us into the Beauce region, where we are 
caught up with musicians and their fans in a pulsating 
haze of sound, smoke and alcohol. 


Kouchibougouac was made by Guy Borremans and a 
group of Acadians. The film describes what happened 
after a number of old New Brunswick villages were 
eliminated to make way for a National Park along the 
province's southeastern coastline. 


In St-John’s de Terre-Neuve, Léonard Forest 
introduces us to the residents of Newfoundland’s 
capital, a former seaport and meeting place for 
fishermen and adventurers of every nationality. The 
city’s origins are still reflected in the way its people live 
today. 


While often hidden, illiteracy is still with us. This 
problem, which affects many thousands of Quebecers, 
is dealt with in the filmu’a/ pas mes /unettes, directed by 


Robert Verge. 


In Le Pilier de cristal, we follow a team of climbers as 
they attempt to scale one of the ice cliffs that form in 
winter at the edge of Montmorency Falls near Quebec 
City. This outstanding, spectacular documentary was 
directed by Marc Hébert. 


In making Le Grand héron, Jean-Louis Frund revives 
and renews the tradition of the nature film by drawing

our attention to one of the most beautiful birds in the 
Québec ecosystem. 


Each summer, a few thousand Québecers find work in 
the United States cutting peat in bogs owned by 
Americans. Fernand Bélanger tells us about this in his 
film De la tourbe et du restant. 


InL’Anse a Valleau, un jour by Michel Gauthier, we meet 
a Gaspé family who earn their living by fishing. Through 
them we learn how aregion is built up and about the life 
led by its people.

The shooting of the 31 half-hour films of the 
Santé-Afrique project, which began in 1977, was 
finished in June 1978. The editing process is now under- 
way and the entire series will be completed by June 
1980. The Santé-Afrique project was developed and set 
up by the Film Board and is officially supported by the 
World Health Organization and financed by the 


Canadian International Development Agency. 


Teams are now at work in the Francophone Africal 
countries involved in the project, paving the way fort 
introduction of these films as a teaching aid in 
paramedical training centers. 


Besides the film Les Vrais Perdants, five other 
documentaries were completed this year under the 
“Société Nouvelle” program: Le Menteur; Les 
Borges; Fuir; and De Grace et d’Embarras. Robert 
Séguin’s Le Menteur was made in two parts, and 
deals with both the social and individual aspects of 
alcoholism. The first partis called La Maladie and the 
second, La Thérapie. They are embarassing at times 
as he insists on laying bare the innermost feelings of 
the people being questioned. However the film is 
outstanding for the accuracy, quantity and quality of 
the information it contains. 


The day-to-day life of immigrants in our society, or

In filming De Grace et d’Embarras, Marcel Carriere!

Under the Sponsored Film Program, Gilles Blais made

Finally, Gilles Gascon made Les Armes a feu au 
Canada and Les Armes a feu et /a sécurité for a Special 
Commission within the Solicitor General's Ministry. 
These films deal with the handling of guns and the 
legislation pertaining to their use. 


In addition, as partofa training program financed by the 
Canadian International Development Corporation, five 
film-makers from Mali produced two films: Une journée 
a Nankorola and Carnet de voyage. These films deal 
with the realities of African and Canadian life as 


perceived by these film-makers during the training 
program. 


Four animation films were completed this year. These 
included Il’'Age de chaise by Jean Bédard, Légendes et 
réalités Inuit, by Richard Robesco, La Plage, by 
Suzanne Gervais, and Cogne dur by Estelle Level, 
Rachel St-Pierre and Mitsu Daudelin. L’Age de chaise 
involves the viewer as both witness and catalyst in a 
society engulfed by its own development. InLa Plage, a 


man relives a tew happy, sometimes absurd moments 
of his life in a series of flashbacks. We are left to wonder 
whether they will culminate in an image of hope or of 
destruction. Cogne dur is based ona story that is part of 
Quebec's oral tradition; it concerns the pooling of 
individual talents. Finally, Legendes et realités Inuit is a 
title that speaks for itself. 


This year the version's service completed 30 
French-language versions including 18 films in the 


Canada Vignette program, 17 English-language 
versions and 3 foreign-language versions. 


The Production Center in Moncton, N.B. completed two 


films this year. Les Gossipeuses, directed by Phil 
Comeau, tells the humorous story of how three village 
gossips end up at the receiving end of their favourite 
pastime. Au boutte du quai is Robert Haché’s first 
fictional work. The film shows how an Acadian woman, 
the wife of a fisherman and mother of four children, 
discovers a sense of belonging to her people as she sits 
at the end of the wharf renewing her ties with the past 
and reflecting upon the experiences of her ancestors. 


The Ontario Production Center in Toronto completed a 
documentary that analyses the problems resulting from 
the lack of cultural, social and political leadership from 
which the Franco-Ontarians are currently suffering. The 


film is titled J'ai besoin d'un nom and was directed by 
Paul Lapointe. 


In the West, three films were completed by the Winnipeg 
Production Center. Au pays des couchers de soleil, 
directed by W. J. lllerburn, is an animation film about a 
retired English-speaking gardener and the trouble he 
has trying to get rid of astubborn, unwanted fleur-de-lys. 
Magie blanche, a fiction film by Thierry LeBrun, is an 
allegory based on colonization and the process of 
liberation. Finally, Mur de verre, a documentary by 
Aubin Raunet, investigates the development of a 
couple's relationship when one of them becomes bound 
by conventions while the other remains free.

The Public Relations Bureau is responsible for the 
coordination at the institutional level of activities such as 
relations with our diverse publics, liaison with the media, 
participation in film festivals, preparation of prestige 
screenings, organization of special events and hosting 
visitors at NFB headquarters. 


During 1978-79, the NFB took part in a variety of film 
events, seminars and workshops in Canada and 
abroad. For example, 386 of our films were entered in 79 
national and international festivals. NFB productions 
gained recognition from such wide exposure. Highlights 
include two Oscars from the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences in Hollywood for Sand Castle (best 
animated short film) and /’// Find a Way (best 
documentary short film). In May 1978 L’Affaire 
Bronswik was selected for official competition in the 
short film category at the International Cannes Film 
Festival. Also in May, the American Film Festival, an 
annual event held in New York and sponsored by the 
Educational Film Library Association, nominated 20 
NFB films. 


In August, NFB animation films made a strong showing 
at “Ottawa 78”, the International Animation Film 
Festival, where 10 recent productions were selected by 
the jury members. In September, six NFB productions 
garnered a total of 16 Etrogs at the Canadian Film 
Awards, in Toronto. 


In summary, 47 of our films received 106 awards and 
honors in 15 countries, making this the second 
consecutive record year in NFB history. 


The following is a selection of the special film events in 
which we participated during the year: 


In September, the NFB was honored by a special tribute 
from the San Antonio Film Festival. The Government 


Film Commissioner received the “Psyche Award,” top 


prize of the festival. This was given in recognition of the 
Board's role in interpreting Canada to other nations, 
particularly to the U.S.A. His Excellency Peter Towe, 
Canadian Ambassador to Washington, and His 
Excellency Tom Enders, U.S. Ambassador to Ottawa, 
praised the international achievements of the NFB. 


In October, using our animation films, we organised a 
two-day workshop for some 50 members of F.L.I.C. 
(Film Library Information Council). This council 


represents audio-visual specialists from various parts of 
the U.S.A. 


Shortly after, we sponsored a seminar to provide 
information on the role of the Film Board to 35 members 
of l'Office des Communications Sociales, representing 
ali parts of French Canada. 


In November, Center Screen, a film program offered by 
Carpenter Center for the Visual Arts, Harvard 
University, Cambridge, offered two week-ends of 
screenings dedicated to John Grierson and the NFB. 
The Commissioner made a presentation entitled “In 
Grierson’s Footsteps.” 


In December, the NFB was invited to a Conference on 
“Films for Children” sponsored by the Canadian 
Embassy in Rome. Three of our filmmakers presented 
papers on the NFB’s interest and contribution in that 
sector of filmmaking. 


In February, NFB films were well represented at the 
Journées cinématographiques de Poitiers, France, an 
event entirely devoted to Québec cinema this year. 


For the twelve-month-period ending March 31, 1979, 
the Public Relations Bureau hosted 2,264 visitors to 
NFB Headquarters plus 138 film specialists and 
dignitaries seeking a closer look at our film operations.

The Technical and Production Services Branch 
provides an extensive range of services for the NFB’s 
two production units and its distribution group. The 
Research and Development Section tests and analyses 
new equipment for professional filmmaking, and is also 
involved in improving certain existing equipment. This 
work enables the Film Board to keep up with the latest 
technological innovations and helps maintain the quality 
of our technical and production services. The Research 
and Development Section also ensures that the entire 
Canadian film industry benefits from their experience in 
making use of new technology. 


Under the Educational Technology Test Program, 18 
new reports were produced and distributed. These 
reports boast numerous subscribers in Canada and 
around the world. 


A microcomputer system was acquired on a 
lease-purchase arrangement to provide computer 
control of a third animation camera stand. The system 
will also help simplify a number of routine animation 
operations.

The Branch worked in very close co-operation wit 
Public Archives this year, particularly with regard t 
preserving and salvaging irreplaceable archival filn 


This year, new techniques were developed for 
intercutting film and video. This extremely interestij 
process could well simplify certain steps in film 
production. By transferring the work print and mixe 
sound to videocassettes we can save valuable timea 
money at the approval stage. 


The Film Board has always been concerned with 
ensuring that the knowledge acquired by one 
generation of researchers and experts is passed o 
intact to the next. With this in mind, the Film Board he 
set up a program for the development of film enginee 
and four junior engineers were hired recently. Throt 
intensive training programs they will learn the technic 
aspects of film production and ultimately replace 
technical staff members who are approaching 
retirement age.

During 1978-79, the Distribution Branch decided to 
reorganize its operating methods from top to bottom. 


The objectives of this reorganization were to incorporate 


the marketing concept into the management 

of routine distribution activities, and to foster a 

more effective co-ordination of efforts. This was 
accomplished by dividing responsibilities on the basis of 
operational rather than administrative requirements. 


New working groups now take into consideration the 
distinctive cultural features of English and French 
Canada. Language barriers are eliminated facilitating 
close relationships with the production units. Also, the 
management and execution of projects have been 
facilitated since operations involving regular contacts 
with sponsors and the community have been grouped 
together. 


Two films on nuclear energy created quite a stir among 
the Canadian public. No Act of God, made by English 
Production, was criticized by the industrial sectors 

referred to in the film. The film warns the public against 
the proliferation of nuclear stations and of the lack of 


appropriate technology for the safe disposal of nuclear 


waste. After careful consideration, however, the NFB 
decided to keep the film in distribution. 


In Montreal, 450 films were presented to more than half 
a million people at NFB screenings held during July and 

August at Man and His World, Lafontaine Park and on 
Bonsecours Street in Old Montreal. 


During the three weeks of the Canadian National 
Exhibition in Toronto, more than 200,000 people visited 
the NFB exhibit and film theater. 


Another film on the same subject, La Fiction nucléaire, NFB post-broadcast distribution of CBC 16mm 


made in French Production, questions the urgency and 
the necessity for converting to nuclear energy, 
particularly in Québec where large amounts of electricity 
are produced. It was featured in a ten-day blitz across 
Québec.There were 18 screenings in 14 cities, and itis 
still being widely distributed. 


During the summer, the NFB moved its film activities 
outdoors to various recreation areas. For Canada 
Week, specially selected films were presented in 45 
locations across the country. The main event took place 
in Ottawa, where continuous screenings held over a 
nine-day periodina geodesic dome attracted more than 
23,000 people. 


productions completed its third successful year. This 

year, 62 new titles were added to the collection, bringing 
the total to 235 titles, for which 30,000 bookings were 
recorded in 12 months. Print sales were also excellent. 


Private filmmakers are indirectly assisted by NFB 
purchases of prints of some of their films. These prints 
are distributed through the Film Board’s 28 film libraries 
across the country. A budget of $275,000 was allocated 
to the program this year, making it possible among other 
activities to acquire the works of 50 filmmakers. 
Inquiries received by the NFB for additional prints are 
passed on directly to the distributor. 


It is estimated that 65% of our audience is reached by 
television. One of the year’s most successful films was 
the feature J.A. Martin Photographer, which attracted 
more than a million and a half viewers when televised by 
Radio-Canada and another half million when it was 
shown on the CBC English network. 


The Dionne Quintuplets, an NFB-CBC co-production 


was well received by television audiences. Fields of 
Endless Day, a feature on the history of Canada’s Black 
community produced by the NFB studios in Toronto, 
also enjoyed a highly successful telecast. Les Enfants 
des normes, a series of eight films on various aspects 
of education in Quebec, attracted a large audience when 
it was televised by Radio-Québec. 


From now on the sale of multi-media products in 
Canada will be handled by two companies specializing 
in this field. McIntyre Educational Media is responsible 
for marketing and promoting English-language 
products, while Secas-Adimec has exclusive sales 
rights for NFB French-language teaching aids. 


As a pilot project, Queen’s University in Kingston is 
offering a credit course in political science which 


comprises 25 hours of NFB documentaries (one hour 
per week for 25 weeks). The films are presented on a 
local cable TV channel. 


The NFB has published a 200-page film guide entitled 
Seeing Ourselves as an aid to teachers and students 
involved in Canadian Studies. The guide includes 
descriptions of 130 films grouped under eleven themes, 
along with suggested topics for discussion. 


Astral Films has received a contract to handle all 
distribution of NFB 35mm releases to theaters in 
Canada. The NFB will distribute 16mm versions of 


theatrical shorts directly to the semi-commercial market 
which includes film societies and a growing number of 


repertory theaters. 


International distribution of NFB films accounted for 
76.5% of the Board’s cumulative audience in 1978-79. 
The task of reaching this audience was coordinated by a 
newly formed division in Montreal. 


Television was the most significant medium reaching 
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just over three quarters of the total audience. 


The sale of 16mm prints for non-theatrical use was the 
main producer of revenue abroad (68%), followed by 
television (17%). Among the films which were 
particularly successful in international markets were 


Fees paid 


J.A. Martin Photographer, which registered sales in 16 
countries, and Sand Castle, which was sold in 38 
countries. Also, prints of Games of the XX/ Olympiad 
have now been sold in 71 countries, following a very 
successful launching at the Marché International des 
Programmes de Télévision in Cannes in 1977. 


Developing relationships with the China Film Corpora- 
tion resulted in the sale of Forest Watchers for theatrical 
distribution in China. In addition, six 16mm films have 
been sold to the People’s Republic of China. 


A major sale of films to the Government of France’s 
Ministry of Agriculture more than tripled the total sales of 
non-theatrical 16mm prints in 1978-79 as compared to 
the previous year. 


Inthe United Kingdom, traditionally an active market for 


the NFB, a British quota for television programminghe 
caused a reduction in sales. As a Commonwealth © 
country our films were previously included as Britist 
programming. Now they are considered foreign 
programming, with the result that we find ourselves 
competing with the rest of the world’s producers for th 
small amount of time allowed on British television fc 
foreign programs. 


International activity was curtailed by the closing of 
offices in Tokyo and San Francisco due to financial 
restraints during the fiscal year. Offices remain in 
Sydney, London, Paris, New York and Chicago. 


During this fiscal year new contracts were signed wit 
distributors in the Middle East. It is hoped that area: 
such as the Middle East, Africa and South America wi 
begin to use more NFB films in the near future. 


During the year, the NFB paid a total of $10,067.63 in 
commissions to agents for the distribution of its products 


in Canada and abroad.

The Ottawa Services Branch comprises the Sponsored 
Program Division, the Still Photography Division, the 
Canadian Government Photo Centre and the 
Phototheque; the Educational Certification Program is 
managed as part of general administration. 


Three announcements made by the Secretary of State 
when he appeared before the Parliamentary Committee 
on Broadcasting, Films and Assistance to the Arts on 
April 11th, 1978, directly affected the Sponsored 
Program Division. The first directive from the Minister 
concerned the allocation of production contracts to the 
private sector of the film industry. Details concerning 
allocation of contracts is included in the Commissioner's 
report. 


The second directive from the Minister resulted in the 
establishment of a Sponsored Program Review Board 
to monitor the performance of the Board’s Sponsored 
Program Division. Two meetings were held during the 
year including National Film Board personnel as well as 
representatives of the private sector of the film industry 
in Canada. Further, at the Minister's request, a detailed 
study was undertaken with a view to streamlining the 
Board’s tendering and contracting processes. The 
private sector was consulted extensively at several 
meetings and as a result a revised system of tendering 
and contracting is to be implemented in 1979-80. 


Among many significant projects undertaken during the 
year, “Discovery Train” for the National Museums of 
Canada was particularly demanding. In record-breaking 
time, private companies collaborated with Sponsored 
Program Division officers to produce programs that 
were seen by thousands of Canadians as the “Train” 
crossed the country. 


Several films produced for government departments 
and agencies were granted awards at film festivals 
during the year. Included in this group were Seaway to 
the. Heartland (Fred Gorman Films, Smiths Falls, 
Ontario, producer) which received a Bronze Medal at 
the International Festival of Marine Films, in Szczecin, 
Poland, and the French version Jusqu’au coeur d’un 
continent, received a “Golden ‘A’ Award” at the Modern 
Languages Film Festival in Washington, D.C. The 
Hottest Show on Earth won an “Etrog” at the Canadian 
Film Awards for the best documentary film under 60 
minutes; Give and Take made for the Department of 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs by Westminster Films 
Limited was awarded a Creative Excellence Award at 
the U.S. Industrial Film Festival in Chicago and /’l/ Go 
Again produced by the National Film Board for the 
Department of Fitness and Amateur Sport, received two 
awards for ‘best sports film’ and ‘best editing’ at the 
Yorkton Film Festival. 


To stimulate public interest and awareness of the 
photographic medium, the Still Photography Division 
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arranged many exhibitions of photographs during the 
fiscal year. Four new exhibits were shown at the Board’; 
Gallery at 150 Kent Street in Ottawa and 123 additiong 
exhibition bookings were arranged across Canada. The 
shows in Ottawa included a Group Show, presenting th 
works of Gutsche, Heath, Hlynsky, Lisitza and Milek: 
another Group Show comprised photographs by 
Astman, Clark, Desvergnes, Dickson, Gaboury, Porter 
Saharuni, Schreier and Walker. The Michel Lambeth 
Retrospective, and a show of Prairie photographers 
entitled “Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta” were 
also presented. The latter show opened at the 
Edmonton Art Gallery and toured in Banff, Saskatoor 
and Winnipeg before being presented at the NFB Photo 
Gallery in Ottawa. 


Travelling exhibitions continue to be popular. The 
Robert Frank exhibition shown in the Ottawa gallery ir 
1978-79 travelled to the Fogg Museum at Harvard 
University and to the Alberta College of Art. It was also 
scheduled to appear at the Vancouver Art Gallery, the 
Dalhousie Art Gallery in Victoria and at the University of 
California in Santa Cruz. The Canadian Cultural Cente; 
in Paris has actively participated in the extension 
service, exhibiting several shows. The Division 
conceived and prepared three exhibitions for the 
Department of External Affairs for distribution abroad: 


Trees, Structures, and Perceptions of Childhood. 


The Photothéque is a commercially-oriented 

photograhic library open to the general public as wellas 
to government departments. Increased promotion ofits 
service was undertaken during the year, with the result 
that non-government sales showed a 50% increase in 
revenue. The number of assignments undertaken for 
government departments amounted to 129 in 1978-79. 
Total Photothéque revenue showed an increase of % 
per cent over the previous year. 


Present size of the collection is approximately 250,000 
pictures. The continuing popularity of the library is 
indicated by the fact that in the past year more than 
12,000 negatives and positives were pulled for prints or 
duplicates. 1,700 new acquisitions were added to the 
collection in the past year. 


The Government of Canada has signed a UNESCO 
Agreement, commonly referred to as the Beirut 
Agreement which is designed to facilitate the 
international circulation of audio-visual materials of 
educational, scientific or cultural character. On behalfof 
Canada, the National Film Board has been given 
responsibility for issuing appropriate certificates to 
Canadian-made audio-visual materials deemed eligible 
for the international privileges conferred by that treaty. 
The number of items submitted for certification in the 
1978-79 fiscal year included 434 films, 74 filmstrips, 
and 37 slide presentations.

During the 1978-79 fiscal year, negotiations were held 
with Le Syndicat général du cinéma et de la télévision 
(SGCT), which now represents more than 600 NFB 
employees in the technical, administrative, support and 
operational categories. Bargaining took place and an 
agreement was signed on September 28, 1978. Another 
agreement affecting the technical and operational 
categories was signed on March 27, 1979. Negotiations 
with the Professional Institute of the Public Service of 
Canada, which represents employees in the 
administrative and foreign service category, culminated 
in the signing of an agreement on September 25, 1978. 
Since that time, the two parties have had occasion to 
renegotiate this contract, and an agreement in principle 
was signed on February 23, 1979. 


In January 1979, the Film Board received the decision of 
the Public Service Staff Relations Board (PSSRB) 
concerning the employment status of freelancers hired 
under personal service contracts. This decision will 
necessarily result in major changes in the Film Board’s 
recruiting methods. At the end of the year, 
representatives of the Film Board and the SGCT met to 
discuss procedures for implementing the Staff Relations 
Board’s decision. 


Analysis of the Filmmaker’s Compensation Plan has 

been completed, and the plan will be implemented in the 
coming year, after consultation with the SGCT. A new 
compensation plan for the operational category is being 
studied and will be submitted to management and to the 
SGCT for approval. Meanwhile, the proposed changes 
inthe Technical and Secretary Compensation Plans are 


also under study. 


Most of the recommendations made in the study on 
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equal opportunity at the NFB have already been or are 
about to be implemented. The percentage of women 
appointed to other than clerical positions rose from 33% 
in 1976 to 37% in 1977 and to 40% in 1978, while the 
percentage of women enrolled in training courses 

increased from 45% to 61% during the past year alone. 


A comprehensive report was prepared on the status of 
the two official languages at the Film Board and made 
available to other government departments and to the 

press. According to the findings the Film Board is in an 

excellent position regarding representation of the two 
language groups. 


During the 1978-79 fiscal year about 150 employees 
took training courses outside the Film Board; these 
included courses given by the Public Service Com- 
mission. Supervisors had the opportunity to attend 
in-house courses in supervisory training and per- 
formance evaluation, as well as information sessions 
designed to increase their awareness of discriminatory 
attitudes and practices. 


The Film Board has developed its own performance 
evaluation program, which is intended to be more 
comprehensive than previously used methods. It will be 
used for all categories of NFB employees. 


In addition to the above-mentioned activities, the 
Personnel Branch worked in close co-operation with 
other branches on settling day-to-day problems in the 
areas of staff relations, classification, pay, fringe 
benefits, organization, staffing and training. During the 
year, 63 new employees were hired, 94 resigned or 
retired, and 76 changed from one job to another within 
the Film Board.

The Board is established to initiate and promote the 
production and distribution of films in the national 
interest and in particular: 


— to produce and distribute and to promote the 
production and distribution of films designed to 


interpret Canada to Canadians and to other nations; 


— to engage in research in film activity and to make 


available the results thereof to persons engaged in 


the production of films. 


(a) Production of films 


The costs of films produced for the Board and prints not 
held for resale are expensed as incurred. 


Where the Board participates with a co-sponsor in the 
production of a film: 


i) the co-sponsor’s contribution is generally applied first 
against costs incurred; 


ii) the portion of costs which pertains to the Board is 
charged to Board program costs as incurred. 


Where the Board produces afilm for a sponsor, the profit 
or loss is recorded on completion of the film. 


The unbilled portion of the costs of films pertaining to 
sponsors and co-sponsors is recorded as work in 
progress. 


(b) Inventories 


Work in progress is carried at the lower of cost and the 
related amount recoverable from sponsors and 
co-sponsors. 


Materials and supplies are carried at the lower of cost or 
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replacement cost. 


Prints from films produced by the Board and held for 
resale are carried at the average direct cost of 


production of the prints. 


(c) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets are carried at cost and depreciation is 
calculated on a straight line basis over the estimated 
useful life of the assets, generally five to ten years. 


(d) Services provided free of charge 


The Board includes as expense in the statement of 
operations, services provided free of charge by 
government departments. A corresponding amount is 
credited in the Statement of Equity of Canada. 


(e) Employee termination benefits 


Employees are entitled to specified benefits on 
termination as provided for under labour contracts and 
conditions of employment. The liability for these benefits 
is recorded in the account as the benefits accrue to the 
employees. No pension liabilities are reflected in the 
statement as the employees contribute to the pension 


plan of the Government of Canada.

The purpose of the Fund is to provide photographic 
printing and processing services to government 
departments and agencies on a cost recovery basis. 


Under authority of Secretary of State Vote L76d, 


Appropriation Act. No. 1, 1977, 1976-77, c.7, the 
maximum amount which may be drawn from the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund as advances for workir 
capital was established at $750,000. 


(a) Accounting basis 


The accounts of the Fund were maintained on a 
accrual basis. 


(b) Inventory 


Inventory is valued at the lower of cost on a first-in, 


first-out basis, and net realizable value. 
(c) Fixed assets 
Fixed assets are recorded at cost. Depreciation 


provided on a straight line basis at the rate of 10° 
per annum. 


Loans authorized by Parliament on an annual basis are 
for the acquisition of fixed assets. These loans bear 
interest at rates varying from 7'/s% to 10'/s% and are 


repayable in annual instalments over a period of ter 
years under the terms approved by the Governor in 
Council. 


As aresult of 1) collection of accounts receivable during 
1978-79 that had previously been considered 
uncollectible and charged to expenditure, and 2) 
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adjustments made in accrued expenditures, the defic 
balance at March 31, 1979, has been reduced by al 
amount of $16,801.

I have the honor to present to you in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 20(1) of the National Film Act, 1950, 
the forty-first Annual Report of the work of the National 
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A.G.S. Griffin 
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James de B. Domville 
It was.a very special year. 


In Los Angeles that most widely known and highly 
respected fraternity of motion picture professionals, 
the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences, 
paid special tribute to the National Film Board of 
Canada. In one of their rare testimonial evenings, 
members of the Academy saluted the NFB’s “artistic 
excellence and pioneering role in the development of 
documentary filmmaking.” Later they would give 
concrete expression to these sentiments by nominat- 
ing for final balloung an unprecedented four NFB 
films for their highest award: the coveted “Oscar.” 


Across the Atlantic, the British Academy of Film and 
Television Arts held an NFB anniversary retrospec- 
tive at which leading figures of the British film scene 
acknowledged the NFB’s contribution to the art of 
cinema. 


And in the cultural centers of Paris — Le Palais de 
Chaillot and Le Centre Georges Pompidou — 
France’s La Cinématheque Frangaise saluted the Na- 
tional Film Board of Canada with special screenings 
of our outstanding French-language films. 


The NFB had turned forty and, throughout the 
world, the international filmmaking community took 
time out to honor one of its own. 


Meanwhile, at home, the NFB staged its own celebra- 
tions in the most visible and appropriate way 
possible: showing its films. In regional offices across 
the country NFB representatives pored over hun- 
dreds of titles, selecting from forty years of produc- 
tion those films of special significance and richest 
meaning for audiences served in each of their com- 
munities. And at its Montreal headquarters the NFB 
simply threw its doors open for anyone to come in 
and have a look around. In five short days over fif- 
teen thousand visitors streamed through the exhibits, 
displays, presentations and film showings to see for 
themselves what makes us tick. 


But if forty is a time to look back on past achievement 
it is also a time to examine the present and think 
ahead to the future. 


In the fortieth year, fiscal 1979-80, the NFB re- 
mained alive, well and vigorous. Budgetary con- 
straints severely limited its scope and capacity to un- 
dertake anything like the ambitious programs of the 
past. No thought whatever could be given to 
expansion; in fact many operations had to be some- 
what curtailed so that priority activities could con- 
tinue undiminished. Nonetheless, the year was mod- 
erately successful. International film festivals con- 
tinued to give us a disproportionately large number 
of awards, including an Oscar, and at the awards pre- 
sentation of the newly formed Academy of Canadian 
Cinema the NFB vir tually swept the non-feature film 
section with a total of sixteen prizes. 


The principal functions of Production and Distribu- 
tion remained steady. Some 533 new films were re- 
leased — a slight increase over last year — of which 
385 were produced at the Board and 148 were com- 
missioned by the Board to private film producers. On 
the distribution side, 470,747 16mm film bookings 
were recorded in Canada while Canadian diplomatic 
posts abroad reported a print loan total of 224,574. 


But what of the future? As well as crossing forty we 
are beginning a new decade. The NFB has been an 
important part of the Canadian cultural scene 
through the forties, fifties, sixties and seventies. What 
new challenges, opportunities and responsibilities 
await us in the eighties? In this our anniversary year 
we have addressed these questions by re-examining 
the very foundation of our existence, the first princi- 
ples that established the architecture of our growth. 
Some conclusions. 


Now as ever before, the NFB has one over-riding 
objective, one to which all others must be sub- 
ordinate: public service. Naturally we are proud of 
the awards we win, the recognition, the acclaim; but 
when divorced from the concept of service to the 
people of Canada they become hollow and meaning- 
less. The fundamental purpose of making films of 
sufficient quality that their excellence can be recog- 
nized, and of maintaining a special and unique dis- 
tribution network, is to provide the individual Cana- 
dian with a sense of his or her own cultural identity. 


And that challenge is greater than ever. The cultural 
environment has changed and is changing radically. 
We are experiencing a veritable explosion in the cul- 
tural industries with almost exponential growth | in the 
number and impact of new communications tech- 
nologies. The danger is that communications growth 
and technical innovation become ends in themselves, 
divorced from the content they are meant to provide. 
The NFB, as Canada’s largest non-broadcast pro- 
gram producer, must keep pace and, most important, 
be ready to adapt to the changing demands that are 
made on the imagination of its filmmakers and the 
resourcefulness of its distribution people. 


In this context, the NFB has chosen to re-examine in 
detail the two most important parts of its activity: 
choosing the content of the films that will best reflect 
the new Canadian reality, and making that content 
accessible to ordinary Canadians using the new tech- 
nologies now becoming available to them. 


or 
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In the past, we have observed what is often referred 
to as the fragmentation of the audience: the “mass” 
audience, the “general” audience. These terms no 
longer have the significance they once had. Years ago 
the NFB not only led but was almost alone in the 
service of specialized audiences. While mass radio 
and mass movies sought a mass audience the NFB 
invented the idea of the itinerant projectionist who 
would take special films to special audiences for 
which the NFB produced special content. Later, in 
the sixties, the NFB led in the development of film in 
an even more specialized use: direct communications 
between people and government, between people 
and people. That program, Challenge for Change, 
has run its course but the ideas that inspired it and 
the results it achieved became the foundation of yet 
another plan to reach and serve special audiences: 
regionalization. The challenge of the eighties is sim- 
ply this: to discover new ways of reflecting the cul- 
tural maturity of our country using the new com- 
munication technologies so that the Board may con- 
tinue to render a service to the nation as a whole by its 
traditional means of serving, separately and specially, 
the individual parts. 

Service to Canada is the NFB’s single purpose. But 
Canada itself is part of a community of nations which 
more and more are inter-related and mutually de- 
pendent. Canada plays an international role; so, too, 
does the NFB. 


It is a source of pride to many Canadians that in at 
least one area of cultural activity, documentary film- 
making, C anada not only meets the highest standards 
of artistic excellence, but in many ways it sets them. 
This tradition of the pursuit of excellence in filmmak- 
ing must be maintained. Many would argue that it is 
our greatest public service. 


No one would demand, nor are we so unrealistic as to 
expect, that all or even most of our films shall outrank 
everything else; not all our films have been artistic 
successes. Some have failed and there will be failures 
in the future. That is the nature of the filmmaking 
art. But that capacity to continue to accomplish what 
is the best needs to be protected. Creative leadership 
demands innovation and experimentation. The 
threat to excellence comes not from failure but from 
a willingness to settle for mediocrity. 


That is why we must continue to experiment with new 
styles, forms, techniques and, yes, uses. 


Boldness and innovation in the strengthening of our 
technical processes and distribution methods are as 
much a part of film creation as imaginative content. 
One thing is certain: film, both as an art form and as 


a communications medium, will continue to evolve. If 


the Board is to continue its role as a world center for 
innovative filmmaking it should not merely keep up, 
it must lead in the renewed discovery and refinement 
of the very language of film and the development of 
technical processes that will give it expression. This 
means research: the Bee bs of art and industry, 
form and purpose. But such high purposes can never 
be realized in isolation. Art, like science, thrives on 
the cross-breeding of ideas. 


Among many initiatives to be pursued the Board in- 
tends to establish a coherent training program, in col- 
laboration with the private sector, res would 
include exchange of skilled personnel with private 
industry at the highest level of expertise as well as 
rotating chairs for ‘internationally disunguished film- 
makers. 

Our international role, as well as providing an image 
of Canada abroad, has another dimension. In the best 
Pearsonian tradition we are international public ser- 
vants working to help Third World countries to de- 
velop audio- eel skills so that the world information 
order is no longer only the industrial world speaking 
and the rest of humanity listening. 


One final conclusion. In the performance of its public 
ee mandate, whether serving Canadians at home 

Canada abroad, the National Film Board has 
ae important role, often not recognized because 
it is not all that visible: advising the government of 
the day on all matters related to film activities in the 
country. This role is performed by those nine men 
and women who constitute the formal National Film 
Board, speaking through their Chairman, the Goy- 
ernment Film Commissioner. The Board itself was 
established as much to promote the production and 
distribution of films in the national interest as it was 
to produce and distribute such films. Not only are 
these responsibilities not in conflict, the legislators 
apparently intended to give them equal a oears As 
the inter-relauonships between public and _ private 
filmmaking grow more and more complex, the Board 
will have to handle even weightier questions of na- 
tional interest and priority through the evolution of 
the eighties. Close collaboration with the private sec- 
tor will be mandatory to ensure a growing partner- 
ship in the pursuit of Canada’s cultural goals. 


Forty years of public service filmmaking. An enviable 
record, a proud achievement. Our record of accom- 
plishment for fiscal 1979-80 will be found in the body 
of this annual report. For the future we set ourselves 
no less a goal than this: that the NFB shall evolve into 
the best and most innovative center of filmmaking in 
the. world, dedicated to the concept of “public service 
on which it was built.

English Production 
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Despite an atmosphere of austerity, English Produc- 
tion completed 117 films and 99 multi-media produc- 
tions this fiscal year. 


Animation 


Animation was in the Oscar limelight for the third 
year running. After last year’s Academy Award win 
there came the 1979 Oscar for Special Delivery, a 
highly amusing tale of love and death, sex and 
suicide...and the post office, directed by John 
Weldon and Eunice Macaulay. Then, Every Child, by 
Eugene Fedorenko, produced at the invitation of the 
United Nations Organization to celebrate the Inter- 
national Year of the Child was nominated for the 
1980 Academy Awards. 


Other animation highlights include John Law and the 
Mississippi Bubble, a Prairie Region production di- 
rected by Richard Condie, John Weldon’s Log Driver's 
Waltz, which won a prize at the Annecy animation 
festival and What the Hell 1s Going On Up There, by 
Derek Lamb, a partly satirical, partly serious film that 
sets oul to package Canada for American consump- 
tion. 


Eight lively TV commercials delivering fitness mes- 
sages to children were produced for the Department 
of Health and Welfare. Directed by Janet Perlman, 
the animated series Man of Might has been getting 
excellent reviews as it began broadcast on both na- 
tional networks. 


Documentary 


A filmmaker exchange was arranged with the 

People’s Republic of China. The NFB was host to 
visiting Chinese filmmakers while an NFB film crew 
headed by Tony lanzelo and Boyce Richardson spent 
several months in China, shooting two films. 


North China Commune, an eloquent documentary 
about life on an agricultural commune, was com- 
pleted this fiscal year. In progress 1s North China 
Factory, about the workers of a cotton mill in the 
Chinese industrial city of Shijiazhuang. 


Celebrating the NFB’s 40th anniversary, The Image 
Makers by ‘Albert Kish, a pictorial look at the NFB’s 
collective images of Canada throughout the years, 
was completed and telecast nationally. 


Other highlights in original productions include 
Doug Jackson's documentary examining rape from 


the rapist’s viewpoint, Why Men Rape. The Last Days of 


Living, directed by Malca Gillson, a sensitive look at 
people with terminal illness, received excellent public 
response. And a documentary examining current 
childbirth practices, An Unremarkable Birth, directed 
by Diane Beaudry, was produced by Studio D, the 
feminist filmmaking unit at the NFB. 


In this year’s ight-money situation, there was an in- 
creased emphasis on co-productions. Leading the list 
was Atmos, directed by Colin Low and produced in 
co-operation with the Alfa Cultural Centre, the San 


Diego Science Centre and the Science Museum of 


Minnesota. The film is an “experience” of weather, 
done in the omnimax format, in which the NFB has 
considerable experience. 


The NFB-CBC co-production Paperland, Donald 
Brittain’s acerbic look at bureaucrats and bureau- 
cracies around the world, swept the year’s Canadian 
Film awards, winning four Genies. 


Going the Distance, profiling athletes at the Edmonton 
Commonwealth Games, co-produced with the Minis- 
ter of State, Fitness and Amateur Sport and the XIth 
Commonwealth Games Foundation, received an 
Academy nomination for the 1980 Oscars. 


Another innovation this year was co-production 
agreements with foreign TV networks, producing 
New Denmark (with Danish TV) about the Danes who 
settled in the north-western corner of New Bruns- 
wick and /t Wasn't Easy (with Dutch TV), a profile of 
Dutch Canadians and their contribution to Canada’s 
culture and society. 


Special funding was received to produce films about 
the “other culture.” English Production completed 
three films during the year: Bookmaker’s Progress, Don 
Winkler’s profile of the Quebec publishing scene; 
Harmonium in California, by Robert Fortier, which 
looks at Quebec’s number one music group and its 
tour to California with Premier René Lévesque; and 
My Floating World — Miyuki Tanobe, directed by Ian 

Rankin and Stephan Steinhouse, about the 
Japanese-born Quebec painter and her art. Work 
began on three more films in this program, for com- 
pletion in the next fiscal year. 


A new regional production center in Edmonton is in 
the works and will become fully operational next year, 
joining the four other centers in Halifax, Toronto, 
Winnipeg, and Vancouver. The regionalization pro- 
gram began in the early 70s as part of an effort to 
open the filmmaking process to wider constituencies 
and to develop new talent and creative occupations in 
the various regions of the country. A number of top 
quality films came out of the regional studios this 
year. Nails, directed by Philip Borsos, produced by 
Mercury Pictures, Inc. for the NFB Pacific Regional 
Production Centre, received a 1980 Oscar nomina- 
tion. 


Highlights from Prairie Region productions include 
Petroleum’s Progress, by Tom Fletcher, a short and en- 
tertaining history of oil and oil products. From On- 
tario comes Doctor Woman, an excellent account of the 
life and times of Dr. Elizabeth Bagshaw, and Jack 
Bush, a profile of this Canadian artist. From the At- 
lantic Region, Dories records the step-by-step building 
of a traditional dory. 


Work began on two projects this year which involve 
all the Regional Studios. One is the production of two 
one-hour films on continental energy. The other is 
the “Confederation Project,’ where each studio will 
produce a film exploring the concept of confedera- 
tion from a perspective unique to that region. The 
Atlantic Region has completed its film, Empty Harbors, 
Empty Dreams directed by Kent Martin. 


Drama 


Because fiction film production is expensive, the 
drama program was curtailed during this year of re- 
straint. Still the two dramas which we completed 
achieved considerable success. Bravery in the Field, 
directed by Giles Walker, about a WWII veteran 
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English Production 


struggling to get along on his pension, received an 
Academy Award nomination and won two Genies at 
the Canadian Film Awards. Revolution’s Orphans, a 
half-hour drama directed by John Smith, about a 
family who fled to Canada after the Hungarian 
revolution, also won a Genie award for the per- 
formance of its leading actor Rudy Lipp. 


Multi-Media 


The National Film Board’s multi-media studio is the 
leading producer of Canadian audio-visual material 
for schools. Production highlights this year included 
four new utles in the sound filmstrip series of “Crea- 
tive Canadians.” A co-operative venture of the NFB, 
the National Museum of Man and National Museums 


of Canada produced the sound filmstrip series of 


“Immigration Experience” and “Childhood 
Memories of a Japanese Canadian,’ as well as 10 addi- 
uonal volumes (32-41) in the slide set series “Canada’s 
Visual History.” 


Canada Vignettes 

The Canada Vignette series was completed this year. 
There are now 125 films, from one to five minutes in 
length, in documentary, fiction, live-action and ani-

mation styles, depicting Canada’s past and present, 
her people and legends. The films have been com- 
piled on seven 30-minute reels, according to subject 
matter, to facilitate community and commercial dis- 
tribution. The Vignettes have also been broadcast on 
national television networks. 


Challenge for Change 


After more than a decade of innovative filmmaking, 

putting the tools of the medium into the hands of 
various community and minority groups, the “Chal- 
lenge for Change” program was phased out this year. 
Created in the 1960s, its films and video mirrored 
most of the major issues and movements of that tur- 
bulent decade — poverty, direct democracy, native 
land claims, women’s liberation. Highlights among 
the final films completed are Pierre Lasry’s documen- 
tary Unemployment: Voices from the Line and the 12-part 
Occupational Health series about industrial health and 
safety, directed by Boyce Richardson. It was felt that 
now was the time to rename, restructure and redirect 
the Challenge for Change program in order to ex- 
plore and examine on film the new social, political 
and economic environment of the emerging decade. 
We look forward to beginning a new program next 
year called “Perspectives.”

French Production 


Even in a ght money situation, there was an increase 
in film completions this year — 58 compared to the 
previous year’s 55. The increase was due to two 
factors: co-productions quadrupled and several films 
begun in the previous fiscal year were completed in 
the present one. 


Documentaries 


Several significant social and political documents 
highlighted this year’s productions. Three films show 
from a francophone viewpoint how English Quebec- 
ers see French-speaking Quebec society. The trilogy 
consists of Jacques Godbout’s documentary Feu 
Vobjectivité about political journalism and in particular, 


how the English press reports the proceedings of 


Quebec’s National Assembly; Gilles Blais’ Le Journal 
de Madame Wollock, profiling the editor of an 
English — audience-oriented weekly newspaper in 
Quebec; Jacques Bensimon’s Le Jour du Référendum 
dans la vie de Richard Rohmer, focusing on Ontario 


lawyer and novelist Richard Rohmer and his view of 


Quebec. 


Les Accidents, by Yves Dion, consists of three dramas 


designed to underscore the dire consequences of 


carelessness. De la tourbe et du restant, by Fernand 
Belanger, profiles the peat workers of the lower St. 
Lawrence region and Michel Bouchard’s La Loi de la 
ville explores the repercussions of capitalism on the 
urban poor. Pierre Perrault in Gens d’Abitibi looks at a 
Parti Québécois candidate during the 1973 election 
campaign. 


Two films were completed in the realm of arts — La 
Toile d'araignée, a global essay on art by Jacques Giral- 
deau and Deux episodes dans la vie 7 Hubert Aquin, look- 
ing at the life, work and tragic death of the Quebec 
author. 


The field of science is represented by the documen- 
tary Le Grand Heron, detailing the life cycle of this 
migratory bird, directed by Jean-Louis Frund, which 
won a prize at the 1979 Yorkton International Film 
Festival. As well, André Melangon completed the last 
film in the “Observations” series which is designed for 
use by educators. 


On an international level, Maurice Bulbulian made a 
documentary in Mexico about adolescents and drugs, 
and from China, Michel Regnier brought back a re- 
port of daily life in a steel works operation, Un mois a 
Woukang. 


Regnier also completed the last 24 half-hour films in 
the 30-part series Santé-Afrique. The project was in- 
itiated by the NFB, financed by the Canadian Inter- 
national Development Agency (CIDA) and supported 
by the World Health Organization. The series is de- 
signed for the training of health care personnel in 
French-speaking Africa and was produced in close 
collaboration with these people. 


A co-production agreement between the NFB and 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion produced two documentaries, both directed by 
Guy L. Cété, in the area of agriculture and nutrition: 
Azzel, about the nomads in Niger and Dominga, about 
Bolivian peasants. 


‘Three films were co-produced in the series « La Belle 
Ouvrage » with the French CBC network: La Laine du 
pays, La Toile de lin, both by Leo Plamondon and Les 
Statues de monsieur Basile by Diane Letourneau. And 
under the Canada-Mexico project, the NFB and the 
Mexican Centro de produccion de Cortometi: aje pro- 
duced a documentary about the subsistence life of 
landless peasants in Mexico’s industrial not th, Terra y 
Libertad, by Maurice Bulbulian. 


Features 


This year saw the completion and theatrical launch- 
ing of Cordelia, a turn-of-the-century drama about 
one woman’s fate at the hands of justice, directed by 
Jean Beaudin. 


Animation 


Highlights among the eight films completed in 
French animation this year are Lage de chaise which 
won the special jury prize at the Annecy International 
Animation Festival as well as the Golden Hugo for 
best animation at the Chicago Film Festival. This 
highly innovative film by Jean-Thomas Bedard is an 
allegory of contemporary society. 


Mot je pense by Ron Tunis is a combination of anima- 
tion and live action looking at the thoughts and fan- 
tasies of children, and Cogne-Dure is a collective work 
by Mitsu Daudelin, Estelle Lebel and Rachel Saint- 
Pierre inspired by a popular folk tune. 


Entre chiens et loup, by Pierre Hébert, shows the adyen- 
tures of an out-of-work young man travelling from 
Quebec to Montreal in search of a job. Caninabis, by 

Kaj Pindal is a humorous warning about drug addic- 
tion. Bertrand Langlois made three public service 
messages for Revenue Canada, Customs and Excise: 
“Douanes” (Enregistrement; Déclaration; Quarantaine). 


Research continued this year in ae ee 
animation and a second phase of development, fi- 
nanced by the National Research Council, is in prog- 
ress 1n this new genre of animation. 


Regionalization 


Believing that the French regionalization program 
responds to a real need of the francophone com- 
munities, the Board this year lifted the three-year 
limit imposed on this program in March 1979. The 
program is to be integrated into the on-going ac- 
tivities of the NFB, ant will be subject, as in the case 
of all other programs, to regular evaluations. 


Six films were produced in the regions during the 
year: From Ontario, Cano, notes sur une experience col- 
lective, by Jacques Ménard, a profile of the singers and 
musicians of the group called Cano; from the Aca- 
dian regional studio, Le frolic cé pour ayder, by Laurent 
Cane Suzanne Dussault and Marc Paulin, about 
the events of Frolic 1977 and Les Gossipeuses, a fiction 
film by Phil Comeau; and from the Prairie studio, Du 
mauvais coté de la cloture, by Lorraine Cadotte, on the 
French language and culture in Manitoba, Mur de 
verre, by Aubin Raunet, the story of the wife of a 
Quebec man held in a B.C. prison and Si on faisait des 
faces by Claudine Viallon, a theat ical improvisation.

[he «aide artisanale» program which was started to 
help young filmmakers complete works in progress, 
was curtailed this year because many colleges, univer- 
sities and other agencies now provide this assistance. 


Versions 


Restructured under French Production this year, the 
versions team translated 116 films and contracted out 
for translation another 76. In total, 33 versions were 
completed in foreign languages — Spanish, Japanese, 
German, Swedish, Danish, Finnish, Chinese, Italian, 


Norwegian and Portuguese. A further 159 films in- 
cluding 40 vignettes and 35 clips were versioned into 
one or the other of the official languages. 


Among the films translated into French were two 
French Production originals, made in Spanish by 
Mexican filmmakers Paul Leduc and Eduardo Mal- 
donado under the Canada-Mexico co-production 
agreement with Cine-Diffusion S.E.P: Ethnocid 
(Ethnocidio) and Jornaleros. 


Carnet de Voyage, a co-production with the Canadian 
International Development Agency (CIDA) and the 
Mali government, was done originally in one of the 
country’s native dialects. This film, which gives the 
impressions of five students from Mali visiting 
Montreal, was also translated into French. 


Two Academy Award winning English original films 
I'll Find a Way (Je trowverai un moyen) and Special Deliv- 
ery (Livraison spéciale) were translated into French, as 
was Going the Distance (Edmonton et comment s’y rendre). 
For English audiences versions were completed for Le 
Grand Héron (The Great Blue Heron), Mourir a tue-téte (A 
Scream from Silence), Mov je pense (This is Me), Nelli Kim, 
Azzel and Dominga.

Technical and Production Services 
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The Technical and Production Services Branch pro- 
vides an extensive range of services for the NFB’s two 
production units and its distribution group. The Re- 
search and Development Section tests and analyzes 
new equipment for professional filmmaking, and is 
also involved in improving certain existing equip- 
ment. [his work enables the Film Board to keep up 
with the latest technological innovations and helps 
maintain the quality of our technical and production 
services. The Research and Development Section also 
makes available the benefits of experience in the new 
technology to the entire Canadian film industry. 


Under the Educational Technology Test Program, 18 
new reports were produced and distributed to 
numerous subscribers in Canada and around the 
world. 


All release print production previously contracted 
out to private laboratories was done in-house this 
fiscal year. This meant processing an extra 7.5 million 
feet of film in our laboratories. However, better 
scheduling, extended working hours and increased 
productivity made it possible to handle the increased 
workload with a minimal cost increase. 


Technical and Production Services Summary 


A computer-generated animation system developed 
by the National Research Council was taken over by 
the NFB this year. Technical Services was responsible 
for “de-bugging” both the hardware and software as- 
pects of it. Some promising experimental footage was 
shot and prospects for the system’s use in animation 
are encouraging. 


‘Towards the end of the year, the Technical Services 
Branch began work in collaboration with English 
Production on a fiction film with the working ttle of 
“Vibrations.” This is a full-scale production using 
“blue screen” matte — a special visual effects tech- 
nique for combining foreground and background 
scenes shot at different times and in different ways. 
The technique is not new, but has rarely been used 
in Canadian film production. 


A major program of renewing and improving the 
mixing and screening theater facilities is under way 
and the bulk of the equipment for Phase One was 
received by year-end. Work on this project will con- 
tinue over the next fiscal year.

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Distribution 
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The Distribution Branch completed its first full year 
of operation under a new structure which reorga- 
nized the Branch into three divisions; Canadian Dis- 
tribution, International Distribution and Distribu- 
tion Services. 


Canadian Distribution 

The marketing responsibilities in the Canadian divi- 
sion have been divided in the following way: the 
marketing sections (one responsible for the French- 
speaking market, the other for the English) conceive 
and plan, in collaboration with distribution represen- 
tatives in the regions, the activities relating to the na- 
tional launch of a film. Field representatives are re- 
sponsible for implementing the marketing plans to 
meet audience needs in their territory. Distribution 
officers also organize launchings and plan marketing 
strategies for films produced in their regions. 


Despite budget limitations, there was considerable ac- 
tivity on the national scene. The quality of field rep- 
resentatives’ work, careful pre-planning of major 
marketing activities, improved identification of target 
audiences, and better co-ordination between head- 
quarters and regional offices produced excellent re- 
sults. 


There was an extremely successful telecast of Marga- 
ret Laurence, First Lady of Manawaka, the first in a pro- 
posed series of films about Canadian authors. The 
promotion campaign, organized in collaboration with 
Bantam Books (publishers of the novelist’s works in 
soft-cover) and the CBC, included cross-country press 
conferences and radio and television interviews. Pub- 
lic screenings were also organized in major Canadian 
cities and attracted large audiences. 


Why Men Rape was carefully packaged for television 
with an introduction by Patrick Watson and a follow- 
up panel discussion. As a result, it attracted an ex- 
traordinarily large viewing audience of 1.6 million. 
The publicity campaign, the packaging, and the cali- 
bre of guests who took part in the panel discussion 
combined to make this a highly successful project. 


A new film about China, North China Commune had 
aroused considerable public interest even before it 
was finished. Distribution capitalized on this interest 
and arranged numerous public screenings across the 
country, inviting the film’s directors to meet audi- 
ences. Special promotional material was also created 
to reach the public, the press, and special interest 
groups. 


The marketing strategy for Going the Distance was 
carefully planned to unfold in two stages. During the 
first phase, Distribution showed the film to the press, 
held prestige screenings and organized an intensive 
promotion campaign aimed at sports writers, athletic 
groups and the general public. The film attracted 
large and enthusiastic audiences during the public 
screenings held across the country, and as a result 
there was an unusually high number of film book- 
ings. The second promotion phase preceded the na- 
tional telecast in August, 1979. 


Specialized marketing strategies were successful on 
the commercial side as well. A vigorous promotion 
campaign to schools, theatres and business groups re- 
sulted in record sales of more than 1000 prints of the 
“O Canada” clip in Ontario alone, during a one- 
month period. 


For the fourth year, the NFB achieved considerable 
success with the post-broadcast distribution of CBC 
films. During the year there were 46,000 bookings for 
the films and 30 English and 54 French titles were 
added to the collection. 


Independent Canadian filmmakers receive indirect 
support from the NFB under the private sector pro- 
gram designed to purchase and promote their films, 
which are distributed through the 28 NFB offices 
across the country. The program had a budget of 
$275,000 this year and 55 new private sector produc- 
tions were acquired. 


A well-orchestrated information campaign had au- 
diences eagerly awaiting the release of two French- 
language feature films, Mourir a tue-téte and Cordeélia. 
The technical aspects of publicity and distribution of 
prints were delegated to a private distributor, Les 
Films Mutuels, which worked according to a mar- 
keting strategy conceived by the French marketing 
section. French marketing prepared the information 
and promotion package and the marketing plan 
which allowed the film to reach the French-speaking 
audience with maximum impact. These efforts made 
the two films the Quebec box-office hits of the season. 


The three French-language films about French- 


English relations in Quebec — Feu Vobjectivité, Le 
Journal de Madame Wollock and Le Jour du Référendum 
dans la vie de Richard Rohmer — were launched semi- 


commercially in 15 Quebec communities and in sev- 
eral cities in the rest of Canada, receiving notable 
press attention in Winnipeg, Toronto, Ottawa, 
Montreal, Sherbrooke and Quebec. French Market- 
ing produced a short film to introduce the trilogy to 
audiences and organized a publicity campaign which 
involved distributing pamphlets and information 
brochures both by direct mail and in the theatres be- 
fore screenings. 


Vidéotron cable television, which offers pay TV on 
demand in their homes to thousands of subscribers in 
the Montreal area, has had more than 500 NFB films 
available through agreements already in effect. The 
contract was renewed this year for a two-year period, 
giving Vidéotron access to all NFB productions not 
under television contract, increasing significantly the 
number of film titles available to subscribers. 


French Marketing this year published a number of 
teachers’ guides, written by leading educators and 
audio-visual specialists in the Quebec school system. 
Among these were documents for users of the film La 
Toile d'araignée and the series Les Enfants des normes. 
The support material is designed to help the teacher 
better incorporate NFB films into the cur riculum. 


Distribution 
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International Distribution 

The 1979-80 fiscal year was a particularly active and 
successful one which saw an increase in film bookings 
made through the four NFB offices abroad and the 
90 Diplomatic Post libraries. Commercially, there 
were significant increases in print sales revenues in 
almost all territories. 


The New York office concluded several major 
contracts including the sale of Games of the XXIst Olym- 
piad for use on pay cable television, the sale of Cree 
Hunters of Mistassin and Yes or No, Jean-Guy Moreau to 
PBS, as well as the sale of Mowrir a twe-téte (A Scream 
from Silence) to Nu-Image Distributors for theatrical 
exhibition in the U.S. 


In Europe, French, Italian and Portuguese television 
networks bought some 40 films. West German televi- 
sion and the BBC bought Sons of Haji Omar for tele- 
cast to millions of viewers and the feature film Mourr 
a tue-téte (A Scream from Silence) opened to excellent 
reviews and large audiences in several European capi- 
tals, including Berlin. The Swiss Société intercon- 
tinentale also successfully distributed several NFB 
documentaries. 


Sales to Japan and India doubled over the previous 
fiscal year. More than a quarter of all the feature- 
length films shown on Malaysian television during 
1979 were NFB productions. Australia and New Zea- 
land bought 43 35 mm prints of The Story of Christmas 
and Little Big Top. 


A steady flow of orders and requests has been coming 
from countries in the Middle East this year where 
there had been virtually no sales during the previous 
year. New distributors have been appointed in several 
African countries and International Distribution 
negotiated its first sale of films to Uganda. 


International Distribution is by no means limited to 
commercial activities alone. This year, for example, 
International representatives advised and assisted 
Venezuela in setting up some 20 provincial film li- 
braries. Together with Distribution Services, the Divi- 
sion also began a special project collecting all the films 
produced by Norman McLaren. Distribution rights 
for these films were cleared and a prestige brochure 
is being printed cohtaining many unpublished docu- 
ments of the internationally acclaimed filmmaker. 


During the year, 1,800 prints of 200 films were added 
to the 50,000 prints already available through Cana- 
dian diplomatic post libraries abroad. These libraries 
contain both NFB films and Canadian private sector 
productions, selected to disseminate information 
about Canada and Canadians. Two new libraries were 
opened in Libya and Gambia during the year. The 
selection committee, made up of representatives from 
External Affairs and the NFB, also arranges prestige 
screenings in Canadian embassies, responds to special 
requests, and assures a Canadian presence at cultural 
events abroad. 
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Distribution Services 

Distribution Services is responsible for support func- 
tions that affect both Canadian and International Di- 
visions. The services include the Photothéque, the 
Videotheque, computer information services for 
gathering, analyzing and reporting statistical data, 
customer services for print ordering, inventory con- 
trol and rights and residual records, and the Creative 
Services section which includes the Graphic Studio 
and Editing Services responsible for designing and 
producing publications, and promotion and publicity 
material. 


During the 1979-80 fiscal year, the development of a 
National Computerized Information System was a 
top priority. It uses PRECIS, a sophisticated, fully 
bilingual indexing system, to create a computerized 
catalogue which eventually will include all available 
Canadian-produced audio-visual material including 
both films and multi-media products. All NFB pro- 
ductions will be entered into the system by next fiscal 
year and then work will begin on entering non-NFB 
Canadian films. 


The computer support service for the system will be 
provided by the University of Toronto Library auto- 
mation system which already has 150 users including 
federal and provincial departments, educational in- 
stitutions and public libraries. Any of these users will 
be able to have access to the NFB National Computer- 
ized Information System, which will also be available 
from NFB libraries across the country. The system 
complements the NFB computerized film booking 
system which is being extended to the remaining of- 
fices in Canada. 


The graphic and editorial services section was ex- 
panded and reorganized to serve all NFB branches 
rather than just Distribution. During the year, the 
section produced two catalogues (one in English, the 
other in French) listing all the films distributed by the 
NFB which include not only NFB productions but 
also many CBC films, independent films acquired 
through the private sector program, as well as films 
from the Travel Film Library. The team of artists in 
the Graphic Studio also produced several promotion 
pieces designed to promote a more coherent NFB 
public image. 


Distribution Services also initiated a new billing sys- 
tem which will give sponsoring government depart- 
ments up-to-date information on the sales and loans 
of their films. 


Fees Paid 


During the year, the NFB paid a total of $2,780.50 in 
commissions to agents for the distribution of its prod- 
ucts in Canada and abroad.

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Ottawa Services 
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The Still Photography Division, the Sponsor Program 
Division, the Canadian Government Photo Center 
and the Photothéque make up the Ottawa Services 
Branch. 


The Still Photography Division, which buys and ex- 
hibits the works of Canadian photographers, 
launched five major exhibits this year. After opening 
at the Photo Gallery on Kent Street, Ottawa, the ex- 
hibits, each consisting of 80 to 100 prints are dis- 
played across the country in appropriate exhibit 
areas. 

Separate from the World, photographs profiling Douk- 
hobor Canadians in British Columbia, created by 
Robert Minden, travelled to the Kootenay Douk- 
hobor Historical Society in Castlegar, B.C. after its 
Ottawa launch and will go on to the Western De- 
velopment Museum in Saskatoon, then make an ap- 
pearance at the Vancouver Art Gallery. A tape of 
traditional songs and music of the Doukhobors 
accompanies the show. The exhibit’s catalogue won 
the American Institute of Graphic Arts’ Certificate of 
Excellence. 


The other exhibits were Vécu/I Have Lived presenting 
the work of seven Quebec photographers, 33 
Cameras-Vancouver, a co-operative creation of 13 Van- 
couver artists from different disciplines who worked 
together for two years to produce a book and an ex- 
hibition; Bourdeau/Grégoire/Gutsche/Holownia/ 
Spring, exhibiting the work of these artists; and Czba- 
chrome, 77 works exploring the potential of this new 
medium. 


To keep in closer touch with the photographic 
community, the Division changed the format of its 
exhibition announcements, producing instead an in- 
formation package, with news, updates of division ac- 
tivities and a listing of locations for various travelling 
exhibitions. Shows travelled to Paris, California and 
Indiana this year, giving Canadian photographers in- 
ternational exposure. The Division recorded 121 
bookings in 90 centres for various exhibits across the 
country. 


The Canadian Government Photo Centre is a $1.8 
million business, filling some 20,000 orders a year for 
more than 500 chents which include government de- 
partments, crown corporations and agencies. 


A modernization program begun two years ago was 
completed this year, transforming the GPC into one 
of the most complete and modern photo labs in the 
country. The Centre’s work ranges from processing 
and printing photos, to creating huge panels for 
museum display backdrops, to providing photo- 
graphic services for archeological digs. The Centre 
produced several hundred prints this year for use 
around the world to decorate Canadian embassies 
and government offices. It also organized technical 
workshops for federal and provincial departments, 
conducting 55 sessions across the country this year. 


The Phototheque, a national photo library of Cana? 
diana with more than a quarter-million photographs 
and slides, offers its services to both the government 
and the public. Its chents from around the world used 
more than 10,000 pictures this year for publications 
as diverse as Charlie Brown’s Fourth Super Book of Ques- 
tions and Answers, and the Canada Handbook, published 
by Statistics Canada. 


The Phototheque made available four new catalogues 
of photographs to NFB offices, to various libraries 
across the country and to Canadian Embassies 
abroad, from which clients can select material. 


Revenues for the Phototheque were up by 28.6 per- 
cent this year and there was a 25.7 percent increase in 
non-government clients. 


The Sponsor Program Division of the National Film 
Board in Ottawa is the link between the audio-visual 
production resources of both the NFB and private 
industry, and government departments. The Divi- 
sion’s responsibility is to act as the procurement au- 
thority for films and other audio-visual materials 
produced for government departments. 


The Sponsor Program Review Board, comprising 
representatives of the private film sector and the 
NFB, established last fiscal year to monitor the ten- 
dering and contracting of films to private industry, 
held further meetings with members of private sector 
associations. 

Progress was made this year in developing a more 
efficient system for tendering, bid selection and 
contracting. This revised procedure will be put into 
full operation after further consultation with the pri- 
vate sector. 


Highlights in sponsored films this year include This Is 
an Emergency, sponsored by the Department of 
Energy, Mines and Resources, in which Dr. David Su- 
zuki teams up with NFB animators to produce an 
unforgettable “save energy” message. From the pri- 
vate sector came the beautifully shot documentary 
Atlantic Salmon sponsored by Fisheries and Oceans 
detailing the life cycle of this magnificent fish. 


For the Unity Canada Office, the NFB produced an 
84-second clip set to a grand music version of Ca- 
nada’s national anthem. Played across the country 
and used as the sign-off film for several TV networks, 
the O Canada clip has drawn cheers, tears and ap- 
plause and prints are selling as fast as the lab can turn 
them out. 


The National Film Board, through the Ottawa Ser- 
vices Branch also administers an educational cerufi- 
cation program under an international agreement 
intended to facilitate the free flow of qualified 
audio-visual material between nations. 


Public and Media Relations; Film Festivals 
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Public Relations activities began at a brisk pace right 
at the opening of this fiscal year with the media cover- 
age and special events following the April 1979 
Oscar win for Special Delivery. 


Within a few days came the official launch of the 
National Film Board’s 40th anniversary celebrations 
in the nation’s capital with prestige screenings at the 
National Arts Centre, April 18 and 19, and with a 
special dinner hosted by the Governor-General at 
Rideau Hall for former Government Film Commis- 
sioners and for 40 NFB employees. 


Ten days later in London, England, the Honorable 
Paul Martin, the Canadian High Commissioner, of- 
ficiated at a premiere which opened a series of NFB 
film screenings organized by the British Federation 
of Film Societies.

Meanwhile in France, Canada’s Ambassador, 


cellency Gérard Pelletier, opened a retrospective of 


NFB films in Paris, held under the auspices of the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Mr. Jean-Frangois Poncet 
and the Minister of Culture and Communications Mr. 
Jean-Phillippe Lecat. 


In Montreal in May, the Cinématheque Québécoise 
launched a retrospective of more than 150 NFB films 
that went on until the end of June. The film showings 
included opportunities for audiences to meet with 
various film directors and see exhibits of posters and 
archival photographs. 


In Edinburgh in August, internationally known film- 
maker Tom Daly represented the National Film 
Board when it was honored during the city’s presti- 
gious film festival. 


In September, NFB Headquarters in Montreal and 
the 28 offices across Canada welcomed more than 
17,000 visitors during NFB Week. At the same time, 
the French CBC network showed several NFB pro- 
ductions on its “Beaux dimanches” program and the 
Ontario Film Institute invited the Government Film 
Commissioner to attend its tribute to the NFB. Dur- 
ing the following two months the Institute presented 
40 films produced by the NFB in the first 40 years. 


Finally in October, the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences and the Motion Picture Association 
of America paid tribute to the NFB in Hollywood “in 
recognition of 40 years of superior artistry in motion 
pictures; of leading the way in the development of the 
documentary film; of guidance and inspiration to a 
generation of young filmmakers who now are among 
the world’s leading professionals, and of entertaining 
the world with cinema images of beauty, grace and 
intelligence.” 


The greetings, tributes and salutations to the NFB 
both at home and abroad were a tangible indication 
that the Board’s reputation for filmmaking excellence 
lives on. 


The events were duly recorded by the media as jour- 
nalists from London, Paris, New York, Los Angeles, 
and from all across the country covered the many 
aspects of NFB film production and distribution in 
publications such as Variety, the Toronto Star, the Globe 
and Mail, Weekend Magazine, Film News, Screen Interna- 
tional, Perspectives, Le Film frangais, Cinema Canada, 
L'Express, CineMag, and Maclean’s. 


The publicity abroad brought in a record number of 
visitors to Canadian cultural centres during a series of 
events arranged jointly by the External Affairs De- 
partment and the NFB. 


In Canada, the Public Relations department played 
host to 1,720 visitors at NFB Headquarters in Mon- 
treal, including some 300 VIPs — from the Philip- 
pines, His Excellency Narcisso Reyes, Ambassador to 
Peking, Mr. André Marin from the Institut audio- 
visuel of France and a delegation of health care pro- 
fessionals from Africa who met with French Produc- 
tion people during work on the Santé-Afrique film 
series. 


The PR department also welcomed the Chinese film- 
makers who came to Canada as part of an exchange 
arranged with the People’s Republic of China. An 
NEB film crew had spent several months in China two 
years before, shooting two documentaries. The Chi- 
nese filmmakers completed several films on our 
country. The film director Mr. Zhuang Wei expressed 
his gratitude and appreciation for the help he re- 
ceived from the NFB, pointing out that the produc- 
tions will have a potential audience of 900 million and 
certainly the largest distribution any film has ever had. 


The Festivals Office continues to assure an NFB pre- 
sence at the world’s foremost film festivals. During 
this fiscal year we participated in more than 40 inter- 
national film festivals and won 125 prizes including 
an Oscar in Hollywood, a Golden Hugo in Chicago, 
the Grand prix in animation at Annecy, 16 Genies at 
the Canadian Film Awards in Toronto and four no- 
minations for the 1980 Academy Awards. At Cannes, 
the feature film A Scream from Silence (Mourir a 
tue-téte) was presented in the “Un certain regard” sec- 
tion. Also this year the Grierson Award, honoring a 
filmmaker’s exceptional contribution to the art, was 
presented to Rex Tasker, Executive Producer of the 
NFB’s Atlantic Region Production Studio. 


Two noteworthy books were also published during 
the year. McC lelland and Stewart published The Heck- 
lers, based on a film of the same name by Ian McLa- 
ren. Editions Art Global transcribed the complete text 
of Claude Jutra’s film Mon Oncle Antoine into a 
collector’s item art book, illustrated with engravings 
by Antoine Prévost, and handbound by Pierre Ouy- 
rard. A copy of the book was presented to the Gov- 
ernment Film Commissioner in 1979.

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During this fiscal year, an agreement in principle was 
signed with the Syndicat général du cinéma et de la 
PIeVSiOn (SGCT) on the application of a decision by 
the Public Service Staff Relations Board concerning 
the employment of freelancers. 


[The Personnel Division established an employment 
policy in accordance with this agreement effective 
April 1, 1980 defining the status, rights and condi- 
tions of persons employed at the NFB. A person 
is considered a freelancer when working on one 
project, paid on a lump sum basis related to various 
stages or production, for work done and not for the 
time spent doing it. Any other person engaged for a 
limited period of time is considered a temporary 
employee of the NFB. 


During the year the NFB concluded four collective 
agreements with unions representing Film Board’s 
employees. The SGCT which is the bargaining unit 
for the operational, technical and administrative sup- 
port categories, was the party of each collective a- 
greement for these categories, while the Professional 
Institute of the Public Service of Canada concluded 
the agreement for the administrative and foreign ser- 
vice category. ; 


The collective agreements for the technical and oper- 
auonal categories included the introduction of new 
classification and compensation plans, one for all 
members of the operational category, the other for 
the filmmakers. 


In collaboration with the Association des Producteurs 
de Films du Québec the’ NFB signed, for the first 
time, an agreement with the Union des Artistes, 
marking the beginning of collaborations between the 
APFQ and the NFB in collective negotiations. 


A joint committee was formed to study various op- 
tions for a compensation plan for the secretarial 
group in order to eliminate the problem of “rug rank- 
ing” where a secretary is paid according to the 
supervising person’s rank ie than on his or her 
merit. 


‘The compensation plan for the senior management 
groups was reviewed and, effective April 1, 1980, a 
new category was created for senior technical mana- 
gers and executive producers. 

A progress report on the Board’s official languages 
program was presented for the annual report of the 


Commissioner of Official Languages, showing that 
the NFB improved its performance in this area. 
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Certain progress was made in implementing the 
Equal Opportunity Program at the NFB. 


In the area of professional development of em- 
ployees, more than 100 people took training and de- 
velopment courses outside the Board, while 12 em- 
ployees took educational leave for various periods of 
time, seven of whom received partial pay. 


Employees were offered a greater range of health 
care services this year. A health promotion week was 
held in June to focus on various topics concerned 
with health. 


Cuts in the NFB budget led to a number of lay-offs in 
April 1979. During the summer, staffing activities 
were frozen, and as of March 31, 1980, the NFB had 
945 employees. During the year, 167 employees were 
hired, 74 transferred within the Film Board and 101 
resigned or retired. 


‘The Personnel Branch continues to work in close co- 
operation with other branches to solve day-to-day 
problems in the management of human resources.

Purposes of the Board 


The Board is established to initiate and promote the 
production and distribution of films in the national 
interest and in particular: 


— to produce and distribute and to promote the pro- 
duction and distribution of films designed to in-

terpret Canada to Canadians and to other nations; 

— to engage in research in film activity and to make 
available the results thereof to persons engaged in 
the production of films. 


(a) Production of films 


The costs of films produced for the Board and prints 
not held for resale are expensed as incurred. 


Where the Board participates with a co-sponsor in the 
production of a film: 


(i) the co-sponsor’s contribution is generally applied 
first against costs incurred ; 


(ii) the portion of costs which pertains to the Board is 
charged to Board program costs as incurred. 


Where the Board produces a film for a sponsor, the 
profit or loss is recorded on completion of the film. 


The unbilled portion of the costs of films pertaining 
to sponsors and co-sponsors is recorded as work in 
progress. 


(b) Inventories 
Work in progress is carried at the actual recoverable 
cost from sponsors and co-sponsors. 


Materials and supplies are carried at the average cost. 


Prints from films produced by the Board and held for 
resale are carried at the average direct cost of produc- 
uon of the prints. 


(c) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets are carried at cost and depreciation is 
calculated on a straight line basis over the estimated 
useful life of the assets, generally five to ten years. No 
depreciation is taken during the year of acquisition. 


(d) Services provided free of charge 


The Board includes as expense in the statement of 
operations, services provided free of charge by gov- 
ernment departments. A corresponding amount 1s 
credited in the Statement of Equity of Canada. 


(e) Employee termination benefits 


Employees are entitled to specified benefits on termi- 
nation as provided for under labor contracts and 
conditions of employment. The liability for these ben- 
efits is recorded in the account as the benefits accrue 
to the employees.

The balance 
of $7,747,900 was authorized by Governor General’s 
Special Warrants. The Board spent $30,776,600 
under this authority. 


(a) A legal action in the amount of $250,000 has been 
instituted against the Board with respect to an alleged 
unjustified “dismissal by a former employee. This ac- 
tion is being contested and the ultimate outcome is 
uncertain. 


(b) A legal action has been taken against the Board by 
an employee in the amount of $50,900 for alleged

erty. The Board is confident that the final outcome 
will not result in any material payment. Any money or 
costs awarded to any person by a judgment against 
the Crown are payable out of the Consolidated Re- 
venue Fund pursuant to the statutory appropriation 
contained in section 57 (3) of the Federal Court Act. 


(a) On April 28, 1980, the House of Commons gave 
first reading to the “Adjustment of Accounts Act” 
(Bill C-22) which intends at March 31, 1981 to delete 
from the accounts the authorized advance for work- 
ing capital and replace this non-budgetary authoriza- 


tion by a budgetary revolving fund of a maximum of 
$12,000,000.

(b) The “Adjustment of Accounts Act” also intends to 
delete the Canadian Government Photo Centre Re- 
volving Fund which as per the 1980-81 Estimates has 
been integrated with the National Film Board 
budgetary revolving fund.

GOVERNMENT FILM COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 


James de B. Domville 
Government Film Commissioner, and Chairman of the 
National Film Board. 


It was a very successful year for the 
National Film Board. Despite continued 
effects of austerity on our parliamentary 
appropriation at a time when production 
costs were rising at a faster rate than 
our inflationary increase, it was a year 
in which the artistry of our output re- 
mained consistently high. Our films re- 
ceived unprecedented international = ac- 
claim, and we embarked on important ven- 
tures. It was a year in which we contin- 
ued to fulfil our mandate through an in- 
creasingly wide variety of products and 
services. It was a year in which Canada 
could continue to be proud of this insti- 
tution whose uniqueness is recognized 


around the world. 


During 1980-81, the Board's English and 
French Production Branches turned out 112 
films, of which 91 won awards at interna- 
tional festivals. 


Distribution Branch brought these films to 
television screens in many countries, as 
well as to cinemas, classrooms and librar- 
16s. Still photographs from the Board 
found their way into hundreds of publica- 
tions, as well as many exhibitions. 

We have always considered it very 
important for Canada's voice to be heard 
in the United States, and to this end the 
Board made several important contributions 
in 1980/81.

The MOMA retrospective attracted wide 
media attention in the U.S. for this 
important aspect of Canadian culture and 
led to proposals for NFB programs in other 
reputable American institutions. Although 
the Board's international function has 
always been widely recognized, it has an 
even more vital role to play at home, in 
fostering the growth and strength of Cana- 
dian cinema. 


Cinema is often considered to be _ the 
characteristic art form of the twentieth 
century, an immensely popular and potent 
form of cultural expression, and for this 
reason the Board is greatly concerned 
about the disappointing performance of the 
Canadian feature film industry in recent 
years. Although tax concessions have led 
to an enormous increase in the number of 
films produced, critics and the public 
alike agree that their quality leaves much 
to be desired; distribution has generally 
been poor and many Canadian writers, di- 
rectors and actors feel that their talents 
have been insufficiently utilized. 


In view of this, the Board has_ been 
actively involved in the search for new 
answers that will ensure the survival and 
flowering of the Canadian film industry.

The Board has also helped reduce the 
language barrier between Canadians. In 
1980-81 the NFB maintained its record of 
projecting a truly bilingual image of 
Canada in its productions and in its 
administration. The Commissioner’ of 
Official Languages commended the Board for 
this latter achievement.

As one of Canada's best known exports, NFB 
films continued in 1980-81 to attract the 
acclaim of foreign audiences. The NFB 
Retrospective at the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York was probably the high point of 
our international activities. Initiated 
by our New York office, the MOMA Program 
constituted one of the most effective 
showcases for NFB talent in years. 


Over 300 animation, documentary and fic- 
tion films were included in the 
Retrospective which ran over 8 months 
starting in January 1981. The series has 
drawn large numbers of filmgoers to the 
Museum and has received extensive interna- 
tional and Canadian press coverage. The 
opening ceremony in January was attended 
by the Secretary of State and Minister of 
Communications, Francis BOX, and the 
Government Film Commissioner and Chairman 
of the Board, James de B. Domville. A

New sound recording equipment, developed 
by NFB personnel, was tested with exciting 
results. The machine is able to resist 
extreme cold, and its compact size allows 
for easy use by crews filming in the 
Canadian north. 


NFB technicians were called to the House 
of Commons at the request of the Speaker, 
to find a means of recording the 
proceedings in 35 mm stills. A silent 
camera has been attached to the existing 
TV cameras and is being tested at this 


time. 


A most deserved honor was conferred upon 
long-time NFB engineer Chester ae 
Beachell. Mr. Beachell was awarded the 
Grierson Medal at the Society of Motion 
Picture and Television Engineers 
Conference in New York for his many 


contributions to the film industry. 


After two years of research by the French 
Production Branch, in collaboration with 
the Canadian Society for the Deaf, the NFB 
developed a program to subtitle films for 
the hard of hearing. The project had been 
commissioned by the Minister of Health and 
Welfare. The plan called for a subtitling 
CenEer. use of a new system of 
transcribing words in any language into 
universally understood signs, and _ the 
establishment of an information bank of 
audio visual material. 

Technical invention applied in the 
pre-production stage to films to be issued 
in the 1981-82 season was considerable. 
ZEA, the live-animation film produced by 
André Leduc and Jean-Jacques Leduc of the 
French Animation Studio, required the 
creation of a miniature shooting stage, 
brilliantly illuminated, but only by the 
sun, and use of a high-speed camera. 
Norman McLaren's yet to be completed film, 


Narcissus, called for new cinematic images 
he developed with members of the NFB 


camera department. 


As usual the Technical Department demon- 
strated its ability to work under pres- 
sure; at one point in the past year, tech- 
nicians were processing 15 films simulta- 
neously to supply final copy prints. 


A regular newsletter with reports from the 
NFB's Technical and Production Services 
Branch was initiated in January 1981. 


Perforations is distributed to NFB staff, 


film schools and private sector film 
companies to provide news of current 
research and other technological informa- 


tion. 


Marketing research 


Analysis of the potential market is an 
essential factor in the decision to make a 
film, and requires an active dialogue bet- 
ween the Production and Distribution Bran- 
ches. The interpretation of "What the 
public should know" has been combined with 
a more exact knowledge of "What the public 
wants." 


One of the most important market research 
projects was organized by French Marketing 
Section following the telecast of Anne 
Claire Poirier's Mourir a&@ tue-téte over 
the French network of the CBC. A sophis- 
ticated telephone survey of viewers in 
Québec and across Canada was conducted to 
get detailed reactions and the results are 
now undergoing computer analysis. 


A number of test screenings of early 
"cuts" were also held while films were 
still in production. This process allowed 
the Board to incorporate modifications and 
improvements in the final film based on 
the reaction of test audiences.

Objectives of the Board 


According to the National Film Act, "The Board is established to 
initiate and promote the production and distribution of films in the 
national interest and in particular:

Where the Board participates with a co-sponsor in the production 
of a film, the co-sponsor's contribution is generally applied 
first against costs, and the balance of costs are expensed during 
the year. 


Where the Board produces a film for a sponsor, the profit or loss 
is recorded on completion of the film.

Inventories 


Work in progress is carried at the actual recoverable cost from 
sponsors and co-sponsors. 


Materials and supplies are carried at the lower of the average 
cost or replacement value. 


Prints from films produced by the Board and held for resale are 
carried at the average direct cost of production of the prints. 


Fixed assets 


Fixed assets are carried at cost, and depreciation is calculated 
on a straight line basis over the estimated useful life of the 
assets, generally five to ten years. No depreciation is taken 
during the year of acquisition. 


Employee termination benefits 


Employees are entitled to specified benefits on termination as 
provided for under labour contracts and conditions of employment. 
The liability for these benefits is recorded in the accounts as 
the benefits accrue to the employees. 


Pension Plan 


Employees of the Board are covered by the Public Service Super- 
annuation Plan administered by the Government of Canada. Contri- 
butions to the Plan are required from both the employee and the 
Board. These contributions represent the total liability of the 
Board and are recognized in the accounts on a current basis.

During the year ended March 31, 1980, an amount of $5,766,000 for 
services provided without charge by government departments was 
included as expense in the statement of operations, and a 
corresponding amount was credited in the statement of equity of 
Canada.

Adjustment of Accounts Act (Bill C-22) 


The Adjustment of Accounts Act received royal assent on July 10, 
1980.

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This has been a year of outstanding success for the 
National Film Board. It was the year we received 
Hollywood Academy Award nominations for First 
Winter and for The Tender Tale of Cinderella Penguin; 
the year our films won eight Bijou Awards presented by 
the Academy of Canadian Cinema and the Canadian 
Film and Television Association; the year that The 
Sweater / Le Chandail garnered the top animation award 
from the British Academy; and it was the year of Nota 
Love Story: A Film about Pornography, If You Love 
This Planet and Le Confort et Il’Indifférence. These 
films, and countless others described in this report, took 
on tough subjects and generated debate across the na- 
tion. The public response to Not a Love Story: A Film 
about Pornography has been particularly gratifying. It 
has been seen in cinemas and in a variety of public and 
private screenings by an estimated 160 000 viewers. 
Despite the fact that it cannot be distributed commer- 
cially in theaters in Ontario, the largest English-language 
market in Canada, it has become one of the most com- 
mercially successful documentaries in Canadian history. 


During the past year we have continued to play a 
strong supporting role to the Canadian film industry 
both at home and abroad. The Film Canada program, 
established in collaboration with the CFDC, assists 
Canadian filmmakers outside the country and is par- 
ticularly useful to new and smaller producers. NFB of- 
fices in New York, Los Angeles, Chicago, London, 
Paris and Sydney are making a number of services 
available to both individual filmmakers and film com- 
panies in the private sector. We are providing informa- 
tion on sales markets and custom clearance, reserving 


NFB or other screening facilities, and in general re- 
sponding to the requests of independent filmmakers. 


At home, I am particularly pleased with the growing 
strength and success of our regional production offices 
which have produced some of the most exciting films of 
the season. A War Story, After the Axe, Something 
Hidden: A Portrait of Wilder Penfield, Miller Brittain, 
and Un pére Noél d’occasion are a few outstanding 
examples of the films which have brought together NFB 
personnel and facilities with the ideas and energy of in- 
dependent filmmakers. Our Moncton studio has also 
broken new ground by establishing a consultation pro- 
cess to better reflect the interests of the Acadian com- 
munity in films undertaken by the French production 
studio. 


At headquarters we have continued our policy of par- 
ticipating in major co-production projects for both 
television and for theatrical release. Empire, Inc., a six- 
part series made in cooperation with CBC, about an in- 
dustrial tycoon and the dynasty he created, is in final 
shooting. Gabrielle Roy’s novel, The Tin Flute / Bonheur 
d’occasion, is being produced with a number of partners 
assembled by the independent film company, Ciné 
St-Henri. This ambitious project is being shot in French 
and in English and is slated for theatrical and television 
release in 1983. The Wars, an NFB/ Neilsen-Ferns Inter- 
national co-production based on Timothy Findlay’s 
award-winning novel, is in the final stages of produc- 
tion. 


These new production initiatives are a significant part 
of the Film Board’s response to the dramatic economic 
and technological changes that the entire Canadian film 
community must face. Another part of our response to 
this changing environment has been a strong public 
voice during a time of momentous decisions. We have 
vigorously entered the debate on key cultural policy 
issues facing both the Applebaum-Hébert Committee 
and the CRTC, including the role of public cultural 
agencies, the structure of the domestic cultural 
marketplace, and the need for specific measures within 
the broadcasting, cable, and satellite system. We have 
also looked at the specific ways the NFB should meet the 
challenges of the future. 


While the NFB remains the largest source of Cana- 
dian programming in both official languages, it does not 
yet have assured broadcasting time on television. The 
time has come to change this fact, to renew contact with 
the Canadian public. We believe the NFB’s invaluable 
inventory of films must be widely available on home 
screens so that as many people as possible can have ac- 
cess to it. Over the coming years we expect to sell our 
films to a variety of television services, ranging from the 
existing off-air broadcasters to new cable options, such 
as the proposed CBC-2 and the new pay-TV channels. 
However, as these outlets will be able to carry only a 
small part of our available production, we are also ex- 
ploring a daily cable-satellite network service in English 
and in French, which would ‘‘repackage’”’ our films into 
programs attractive not only to Canadians, but also to 
the rich market in the U.S 
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We are also exploring a wider range of electronic and 
computer-assisted distribution systems. These include 
FORMAT, a telidon-compatible national computerized 
information system, which will ensure that complete and 
immediate information on a// Canadian films is available 
to potential film users. We have also been developing 
“‘programming-on-demand’’ with the Videotron Cable 
Company in Quebec which allows the viewer to order 
desired films; we will soon begin a home videocassette 
pilot project. These and similar projects will allow the 
NFB to reach an increasingly fragmented  tele- 
vision public in the most efficient and effective manner 
possible. 


In a world of ever-increasing economic constraints the 
NFB has continued to take risks and to produce films 
that no private film producer could consistently afford 
to make. The freedom to make these films has made us 
unique in the film producing world. The video revolu- 
tion has created an unparalleled opportunity for the 
NFB to reach the public and add significant new meaning 
to the goal of the National Film Act, ‘‘... to interpret 
Canada to Canadians and to other nations.’’ I believe 
Canadians want to be assured that they have a future on 
the film and video screens of the nation. The National 
Film Board has an exciting place in that future, a place 
that can be innovative and unique — unlike anything else 
in the electronic mirror.

A publicly funded organization such as the National Film Board must consistent- 
ly follow the social purpose for which it was created. This past year, NFB films 
have demonstrated the dedication of the filmmakers to transcend their personal 
considerations and to make films that meet the needs of the public, films that 
reveal important aspects of Canadian life and fulfill the terms of NFB mandate — 
‘‘to interpret Canada to Canadians and to other nations.”’ 


During the past year the NFB served the public interest by 


¢ producing films on the arts, on social issues, and on outstanding Canadians; 
e producing films that are innovative in approach and technique; 

e producing films about regional issues; 

¢ producing films in both official languages ; 

e sending top filmmakers and technicians to speak at colleges and universities; 
e organizing photographic exhibitions ; 

e maintaining good labour relations; 

¢ supplying still photographs for use in publications; 

e welcoming the public to visit NFB offices. 


André A. Bélanger and Louise Nantel produced On est rendus devant le monde!, a 
documentary on new theater by groups committed to regenerating dramatic art in 
Quebec. The life of Miller Brittain, one of the most important painters from the 
Maritimes, was revealed in a film entitled Miller Brittain by Kent Martin. In Earle 
Birney: Portrait of a Poet, director Donald Winkler looks at one of Canada’s most 
prolific and avant garde poets. Andy Thomson takes us into the impassioned and 
eccentric world of one of Canada’s best loved writers in his film Jn Search of 
Farley Mowat. 


For the Love of Dance, a documentary produced by the NFB and the Canada 
Council, introduces the talent and dedication of seven of Canada’s finest dance 
troupes. The film was directed by four NFB filmmakers, John N. Smith, Michael 
McKennirey, Cynthia Scott and David Wilson, Caroline Leaf has drawn a portrait 
of Quebec’s popular singing sisters, Kate and Anna McGarrigle. The film combines 
live action with Leaf’s well-established animation talent to reveal how the 
McGarrigles work, and what they do when not singing. In Off the Wall, Derek 
May reflects on the state of the Toronto art world. This film won the award for 
best cinematography at the International Festival of Films on Art (Montreal). 


One of the most important films of the year, and one that sensitized thousands of 
Canadians to the problem of sexual exploitation of women, is Bonnie Sherr Klein’s 
Not a Love Story: A Film about Pornography. The film was produced by English 
Production’s Studio D, which is devoted to making films related to women’s 
issues. 


Studio D also produced If You Love This Planet. Directed by Terri Nash, this film 
is a powerful argument in favor of nuclear disarmament. 


Les Adeptes, a film by Gilles Blais, enters the daily life of the Hare Krishna sect, 
and raises questions not only about new religious groups, but also the moral values 
of society in general. 


Laszlo Barna in The Business of Aging investigated the situation of the aged living 
in private nursing homes and questions the business that has developed around 
caring for the elderly. The film is a co-production of the NFB and the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 


Another burgeoning business is the subject of After the Axe by Sturla Gunnarsson 
and Steve Lucas. This film looks at executive firing and the business of relocating 
white-collar workers. After the Axe won the Golden Sheaf Award at the Yorkton 
Film Festival. 


Among the more than fifty productions completed by Studio G is the Canadian 
Labour Studies series of sound filmstrips illustrating the controversial history of 
Canadian workers from 1880 to 1950. The series is an NFB/ Labour Canada co- 
production.

In his film Le Confort et l’Indifférence, Denys Arcand takes an in-depth look at 
Quebec’s political character and the motives that determined the choice voters 
made in Quebec’s 1980 Referendum. His film suggests that people do not change, 
that history does in fact repeat itself, and that material comfort fosters ideological 
indifference. 


John G. Diefenbaker, Canada’s 13th Prime Minister, was the subject of William 
Canning’s half-hour film ‘‘Dief.’’ Giles Walker examined the life and vast in- 
dustrial empire of K.C. Irving in the film ‘7 Like to See Wheels Turn.’’ Bob 
Lower created an incisive portrait of the famous neurosurgeon, Wilder Penfield, 
in this film Something Hidden: A Portrait of Wilder Penfield. The film is based on 
the biography of Penfield written by his grandson, Jefferson Lewis. Lewis also 
wrote the narration for the film. Anne Wheeler directed A War Story, a poignant 
chronicle of her father, Ben Wheeler, a doctor held prisoner by the Japanese in 
World War II. This film won a number of awards at the 8th Annual Alberta Film 
and Television Awards. Finally, Robert Fortier reveals the daring stunts of the in- 
corrigible Ken Carter; The Devil at Your Heels, filled with suspense, reveals a 
world where failure cannot repeat itself. 


To produce Luna, Luna, Luna, a story of the night, Viviane Elnécavé used a new 
approach, scratching black celluloid directly under the camera. The results give 
the effect of fine engraving. Animator Ishu Patel has discovered the possibilities of 
modeling clay placed on the glass surface of a light box. He used this technique in 
Top Priority, a film pointing out that government priorities do not always corres- 
pond to.those of the people. 


La Surditude, Yves Dion’s film about the deaf, is equally innovative. Produced in 
collaboration with Health and Welfare Canada it was captioned for the 
non-hearing. For the captioning to be successful, it was necessary to create a 
special verbal structure and to use pictorial, or visual, elements to illustrate sound 
passages in the film. 


Francis Mankiewicz’s feature film, Les Beaux Souvenirs, marks the first time the 
NFB has undertaken a feature production with an independent film company 
(Lamy, Spencer & Compagnie Ltd.). With the fine screenplay by Réjean 
Ducharme, Mankiewicz probes the intense and stressful passions of a family. 


All of these films are important not only because they treat significant issues, but 
for the impact they have had on audiences and for the discussion they generate. 
The productions mentioned above are just some of the highlights of this year’s pro- 
duction and represent only a small portion of work completed in 1981-82. (For 
more details, please see pages 18 and 29.) 


The NFB has established production studios in key areas across Canada. This year 
English Regional Production produced some of its finest films. After completing a 
survey of its activities, French Regional Production launched a new effort to make 
films that will be of national interest while continuing to interpret local realities. 
Productions reflecting this new policy are already underway. 


Among those films translated into English by the versions studio, one should men- 
tion Georges Dufaux’s trilogy Gui Dao — Sur la voie (Gui Dao — On the Way); 
La Surditude (To Be Deaf) by Yves Dion; Les Adeptes (The Followers) by Gilles 
Blais and Francis Mankiewicz’s Les Beaux Souvenirs (Happy Memories). 


Among the films versioned into French were Top Priority (Priorité absolue) by 
Ishu Patel; Bonnie Klein’s Not a Love Story: A Film about Pornography (C’est 
surtout pas de l’'amour — Un film sur la pornographie); Donald Brittain’s The 
Champions (Les Champions) and Travel Log (Journal de voyage) by Donald 
Winkler. 


During 1981-82 the Board continued to work with the Tagramiut Nipingat Society 
of Saglouc, Quebec, to produce Inuit language versions of NFB films for satellite 
broadcast. 


The NFB’s commitment to make its English productions available to the French 
public, and vice versa, was publicly recognized in the Annual Report 1981 of the 
Commissioner of Official Languages: ‘‘The National Film Board has maintained 
traditionally strong performance in 1981. This is no doubt a reflection of senior

management’s positive attitude to official languages and continuing commitment to 
a programme which is re-evaluated at regular intervals and involves the active par- 
ticipation of all managers.”’ 


A number of veteran filmmakers and technicians gave lectures and directed 
workshops in several colleges and universities in both Canada and the United 
States. Through these programs, NFB personnel met with both film students and 
professors, screening productions and sharing technical expertise. 


The Still Photography Division is committed to promoting the accomplishments of 
Canada’s still photography and actively participated in and organized a number of 
exhibits. 


There have been three photography exhibits this year at the NFB Photo Gallery at 
150 Kent Street in Ottawa: ‘‘Photojournalism,’’ an overview of styles and ap- 
proaches telling a story through pictures (photographs were selected from a 
national competition) ;‘‘Elements,’’ an exhibit of abstract photographs; and 
‘‘Portraits,’’ a collection of historical photographs from the NFB’s collection. 


In celebration of Canadian history, the Still Photography Division presented an 
outdoor display facing Parliament Hill of 360 photographs. The exhibit, ‘‘Sights of 
History,’’ was opened on Canada Day by the Honourable Francis Fox. The exhibi- 
tion was seen by more than 20 000 people and was shown at the Pacific National 
Exhibition last August. Posters created for this exhibit won a certificate of merit 
from the Art Directors Club of New York. 


Several other exhibits were displayed across Canada and, by the end of the fiscal 
year, the travelling exhibition program had been booked into 171 galleries and seen 
by 626 000 people. 


As of March 31, the NFB employed a staff of 1 010 permanent employees, and 72 
who held temporary positions for more than six months. The Personnel Division 
established a new basic contract procedure for hiring freelancers, and established 
new standards that will help to eliminate ‘‘rug ranking’’ for secretaries. 


The Film Board also agreed to a seventeen-week maternity leave for all employees 
and modified arrangements for parental leave. 


In the course of the year, 21 employees retired. 


The Photothéque in Ottawa buys the work of Canadian photographers and makes 
it available to government departments, publishers and a variety of organizations. 
The number of photographs drawn from this reserve for publication purposes grew 
from 5 083 in 1981 to 7 399 this past fiscal year. 


The NFB welcomed 1 501 visitors to headquarters in Montreal this past year. Film 
critics, directors, producers, journalists as well as student groups and interested in- 
dividuals came to the Film Board to see how a film is made, from the first stages 
through to final test print approval. 


Some of the visitors included the Association of Young Presidents, who selected 
the NFB for their regular monthly visit. Filmmakers Roland Hallé (who won an 
Academy Award for best documentary in 1981), Tony Garnett (Prostitute and The 
Spongers) and Colin Higgins (Foul Play and Nine to Five) came both to see the 
NFB and to present their work to its filmmakers. 


The NFB also opened its doors to the public last April to present the work of the 
celebrated German filmmaker, Wim Wenders. This highly successful project was 
organized in cooperation with the Goethe Institute in Montreal.

As underlined in the Government Film Commissioner’s recent submission to the 
Federal Cultural Review Committee, the NFB has constantly looked for new ways 
to reconnect the NFB to the general public. It is now actively involved in research- 
ing outlets for its work through a variety of television systems. As well, staff across 
Canada has been particularly active this year 


¢ working directly with television stations; 

© organizing public screenings; 

e offering products to teachers through publications; 

e and by promoting the new information system, FORMAT. 


Millions of television viewers have seen NFB films this year. The French network 
of CBC presented two films by Jacques Godbout: Distorsions, a documentary 
looking at communications between different cultures and Deux épisodes dans la 
vie d’Hubert Aquin, on the life and death of one of Quebec’s great writers. The 
French network also telecast Jean-Louis Frund’s Le Grand Héron, a study of the 
habits of this great bird of the St. Lawrence estuary; and Cordelia, a feature film 
by Jean Beaudin starring Louise Portal. This film achieved the best ratings of any 
NFB film shown on French television. 


English television audiences were able to see a number of NFB films on CBC: 
Something Hidden: A Portrait of Wilder Penfield by Bob Lower; After the Axe by 
Sturla Gunnarsson and Steve Lucas; Giles Walker’s ‘‘T Like to See Wheels Turn’’: 
For the Love of Dance directed by John N. Smith, Michael McKennirey, Cynthia 
Scott and David Wilson; and On Guard for Thee, a three-part series on national 
security and freedom of the individual, directed by Donald Brittain and co- 
produced by the NFB and CBC. The CBC English network also presented a 
twelve-week program of NFB films in the ‘‘Projections’’ series. 


During 1981-82, Radio-Québec telecast L’Enfant fragile, a documentary by 
Thomas Vamos on autism; Mourir a tue-téte, a feature documentary by Anne- 
Claire Poirier on the tragic consequences of rape; Les Dompteurs de vent, a film 
about windmills in France and Quebec, made in collaboration with NFB/ CBC 
French network / Radio-Québec, directed by André Gladu. Quelques féministes 
ameéricaines (Some American Feminists), a film on the philosophy and experiences 
of American feminists directed by Luce Guilbeault, Nicole Brassard and Margaret 
Wescott, was also telecast on Radio-Québec. 


The contract with Telecable Vidéotron Limitée in Montreal has been renewed for 
another two years. Through this project some 800 National Film Board films are 
available on demand to Videotron’s cable subscribers on Montreal’s south shore. 
This year a number of NFB archival classics are being offered to test audience in- 
terest in these films. 


It is an on-going part of the work of distribution representatives to arrange 
screenings for special users of NFB films as well as for general audiences. Public 
screenings were held both with and without an entrance charge. Great attention 
was given to programming films to match the needs of a particular group or event. 


For example, Jn Search of Farley Mowat, directed by Andy Thomson, was shown 
in twenty-six cities as part of National Book Week. Peter Raymont’s film, Magic in 
the Sky, on the impact of television on Northern Inuit communities was premiered 
as part of the International Native Communications Conference held in Edmonton 
this past February. 


The NFB is particularly pleased this year with the commercial success of Not a 
Love Story: A Film about Pornography, by Bonnie Sherr Klein of the Women’s 
Studio. The film premiered at Toronto’s Festival of Festivals and at the time 
received harsh reviews from the critics. Since then public response and subsequent 
press reaction to this uncompromising film have been remarkably positive with in- 
creasing numbers of requests for screenings coming in from across the country. 
The French version, C’est surtout pas de l’amour — Un film sur la pornographie, 
has been equally successful. The NFB chose a mixed approach to distribution for 
Not a Love Story: A Film about Pornography. \t has been distributed commercial- 
ly in the province of Quebec and in the cities of Calgary, Winnipeg and Edmonton, 
and non-commercially elsewhere in Canada. As a result of the decision of the 
Ontario Censor Board Not a Love Story: A Film about Pornography has not been 
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to provide public access to NFB productions : 


in cultural centers 


in festivals 


by offering films to schools 


by publications about films 


and by promoting the new

distributed commercially in Ontario, but has reached thousands of viewers through 
invitational screenings. Other films that have enjoyed great success during the past 
year are Les Adeptes by Gilles Blais; La Surditude by Yves Dion; Denys Arcand’s 
Le Confort et l’Indifférence; Gui Dao — Sur la voie, a three-part series on China 
by Georges Dufaux; Fermont P.Q., a film about modern northern cities in 
America directed by Clément Perron and Monique Fortier; Jf You Love This 
Planet, directed by Terri Nash; and After the Axe, by Sturla Gunnarsson and 
Steve Lucas. Another fine example of our more elaborate approach to distribution 
can be found in the treatment given to Francis Mankiewicz’s feature film, Les 
Beaux Souvenirs, which ran for several weeks in different cities in Quebec. 


From September to December, the National Gallery of Canada in Ottawa presented 
a comprehensive bilingual program of some of the finest NFB documentaries, 
animation, and feature films. 


In the course of the year, the NFB participated in 14 film festivals in Canada and 
won 28 awards. Richard Condie’s Getting Started was presented with the Bijou 
Award for best animation film; Stephen Low earned the John Grierson Award 
presented by the Academy of Canadian Cinema and the Canadian Film and Televi- 
sion association for his documentary Challenger: An Industrial Romance. L’Im- 
possible Oubli, directed by Harvey Spak, won a special jury prize for excellence in 
the use of film as a personal essay at the Yorkton Film Festival; and finally André 
Leduc and Jean-Jacques Leduc’s spectacular Zea won the Genie Award for best 
theatrical short. 


Teachers are the greatest users of NFB audiovisual materials. This year teachers 

borrowed more films than ever before. Film sales have also increased. This is the 
result of increased NFB presence at educational markets and promotion of films 
through direct mail campaigns. 


The Multi-Media Studio completed more than 50 productions in 1981-82. Good 
Food — Good Times, a series of sound filmstrips on nutrition, is a fine example of 
the work being done by the studio. The series is an NFB/ Health and Welfare co- 
production and was directed by Claire Helman. As well, for the seventh con- 
secutive year, the Multi-Media Studio collaborated with the Council of Ministers of 
Education to adapt a series of NFB films for CBC educational television. 


The NFB published a number of brochures and pamphlets to promote films in 
special markets. For example, French marketing prepared a brochure on films deal- 
ing with literature and another on our China films; English marketing published a 
study guide to accompany If You Love This Planet and a mini-catalogue of films 
related to the north-south dialogue. This was published in cooperation with the 
Canadian International Development Agency. Also of note was the publication of 
the PRECIS Index, issued as a supplement to the /98/ 16 mm Catalogue. A 
PRECIS index was included for the first time in the Programming Guide for inter- 
national markets. The PRECIS index provides easy access to films by subject, and 
will be a regular feature of catalogues from now on. 


During the past year the NFB has taken great strides to install FORMAT, a new 
automated, bilingual information system which provides complete information on 
Canadian audiovisual products. This system is of inestimable value to film 
librarians, directors, producers, distributors and teachers. Staff from the NFB’s 
distribution division gave a number of presentations on FORMAT to organizations 
such as EMPDAC (Education Media Producers and Distributor Association of 
Canada), La Centrale des bibliothéques du Québec, and at a number of univer- 
sities. Another positive step was taken at a meeting of the Heads of Cultural Agen- 
cies in Ottawa where it was agreed that FORMAT was to be the ‘‘framework and 
the standard’’ for information on audiovisual material for these agencies.

Through its offices in New York, Los Angeles, Chicago, London, Paris, Sydney, 

the NFB has maintained both commercial and cultural relations with more than 

175 countries. The NFB international operation continues to be one of Canada’s 
most active and effective ambassadors. The activities include 


® organizing retrospectives; 

® participating in festivals, film weeks and international events: 

© participating in international marketplaces and film conferences; 
© signing of technical agreements; 

® co-productions; 

e the commercial distribution of NFB films; 

e depositing films in Canadian embassies. 


The success of the Museum of Modern Art retrospective of over 300 NFB films 
which opened in New York in January 1981 inspired a number of similar tributes. 
Examples include a retrospective of animation films presented at the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art. Ron Haver, director of the museum’s film program, 
saluted the Board saying: ‘“The NFB is a recognized leader in the development of 
animation and documentary technique as it continues to break new ground and set 
international standards of excellence.’’ Retrospectives followed in Chicago and 

St. Louis. In both cities the programs were praised by the press and attracted full 
houses. In the fall, the Canadian Embassy in Morocco presented a program of 
Jacques Bensimon’s films, and in Paris the Canadian Cultural Centre organized a 
retrospective of the works of Jacques Godbout. The Varna Film Festival presented 
three special programs of the Film Board’s animated films. These programs had 
already met with considerable success in Portugal and in Bulgaria. As well, a 
retrospective of the films of Jean-Pierre Lefebvre was held in both England and in 
Scotland at the beginning of 1982. 


During the past year the NFB participated in 85 international festivals and earned 
56 awards. Zea, by André Leduc and Jean-Jacques Leduc, won the Special Jury 
Prize at Cannes. In February two NFB films were nominated for Hollywood 
Oscars: Janet Perlman’s animated film, The Tender Tale of Cinderella Penguin, 
and John Smith’s half-hour drama, First Winter, the story of hardships experienced 
by the early Irish settlers in Canada. Premiers Jours, a posthumous film by Clorinda 
Warny completed by Suzanne Gervais and Lina Gagnon, received the special jury 
prize at the 13i¢mes Journées internationales du cinéma d’animation in Annecy. 
“F’’, a political fable by Bretislav Pojar, made in collaboration with Francine 
Desbiens, won the Otto Dibelius Award at the Berlin International Film Festival. 
In Cracow, Zina Heczko’s and Franco Battista’s Laugh Lines: A Portrait of Kaj 
Pindal won the grand CIDALC Award; and in London, Sheldon Cohen’s The 
Sweater earned the award for best animated film from the British Academy of Film 
and Television Arts. The NFB launched Jacques Godbout’s Distorsions at the 
North-South conference held in Montreal last September. Hundreds of young peo- 
ple from around the world were introduced to the work of the NFB. 


The NFB has taken part in a number of film programs around the world, notably 
the Week of Canadian Film organized by the Minister of External Affairs in Rio 
de Janeiro, Sao Paulo, and in Brasilia. Quebec films, including several NFB pro- 
ductions, were featured in a program in Los Angeles and San Francisco, and a 
number of NFB directors attended. Other film programs were held in Hong Kong 
and in Holland. As well, the office in London lent its support to a special promo- 
tion of the Canadian government in England and participated in a Month of Cana- 
dian Films in Birmingham. 


A travelling exhibit of photographs assembled by the Still Photography Division 
was presented at the Canadian Cultural Centre in Paris. The exhibit, entitled 
‘‘Paradise,’’ had already been well received at a number of galleries in Canada. Its 
welcome in France was no less enthusiastic. 


The Still Photography Division also produced a slide and tape presentation on the 
photograph collections of the National Gallery, the Public Archives, and the 
National Film Board for a prestigious international conference held in Arles, 
France.

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Representatives of the International Distribution division have attended a number 
of international film markets this year, supplying buyers with the best NFB produc- 
tions. Films were well received in Los Angeles, Cannes, Berlin and Monte Carlo, 
among others. 


A delegation of three went to London last July to attend the 50th anniversary of 
the British Kinematograph, Sound and Television Society which brought together 
over a thousand participants to discuss the problems, recent developments, and the 
future of the film industry. Another NFB delegation took part in the annual 
meeting of the Society of Motion Picture and Television Engineers in Los Angeles. 
Here, NFB technicians and engineers made contact with the major film equipment 
suppliers and visited laboratories and sound studios. 


At the end of the fiscal year, the NFB finalized a cooperative agreement with 
Embrafilme in Brazil, which specializes in educational and cultural films. The 
agreement includes, among other things, a training program at the NFB for 
Brazilian technicians and animation filmmakers and consultation from the NFB for 
Embrafilme’s new production center in Rio de Janeiro. The agreement was signed 
by James de B. Domville, Government Film Commissioner, and the minister 
responsible for Embrafilme, Celsio Luiz Nunes Amorin, in the presence of 
Secretary of State for External Affairs Canada, the Honourable Mark MacGuigan. 
The exchange program will be financed by the Canadian International Develop- 
ment Agency. 


Cries from the Deep, directed by Jacques Gagné, marks the first NFB co- 
production with the Cousteau Society. Finished in the spring of 1982, the film 
looks at the case for the conservation of whales and explores the waters around 
Newfoundland. Editing on a second film, describing in more detail the flora and 
fauna of the St. Lawrence River, is underway. 


British television has purchased 69 of Norman McLaren’s films and O.R.T.F. of 
France has bought Pierre Perrault’s Le Pays de la Terre sans arbre ou le 
Mouchou4nipi. More than 250 titles have been purchased by television companies 
in Asia and the South Seas and contracts have been negotiated with a dozen 
African television companies (Télé-Zaire has purchased 69 titles) and with Teheran 
television. 


In 1981-1982 the NFB made a number of important sales to a variety of organiza- 
tions and ministries abroad. The National Cinémathéque of Equador, the French 
Department of Agriculture, and the Department of Education in Saudi Arabia pur- 
chased a great number of films. 


The NFB translated some 30 films into 10 foreign languages. Examples are Joan 
Henson’s The Canadian Federation, a film on Canada’s political system, which was 
translated into German, Italian, Japanese, Spanish and Portuguese. For the Love 
of Dance was versioned into Italian, Spanish, Portuguese and German. Several of 
these versioned films have been ordered by the Department of External Affairs for 
distribution in Canadian embassies, consulates, and diplomatic posts abroad.

During the past fiscal year, the Technical Services Division bought a high speed 
projector and four Aadton cameras with a clear marking system. As well, the new 
Treise developing machine was tested and is now in place to develop 16 mm and 

35 mm negatives simultaneously. In Ottawa, the Canadian Government Photo Centre 
purchased new film processing equipment which greatly increased production. This 
greater capacity improved color photo sales by 34% over last year. We have 
gradually replaced the sound heads for 70 editing tables, a modification in keeping 
with the new standards adopted by the Sound Division. 


The NFB worked with an American company that makes animation stands con- 
trolled by computer. John Pley, an NFB technician, developed a special program 
for these computers. 


A team of experienced mechanics converted the model ‘‘F’’ machine to the ECP II 
process. 


This year French Production continued to explore techniques of producing animated 
films with the aid of computers. Two films using this technique will soon be com- 
pleted. This research and innovation places the NFB at the forefront of computer 
animation in Canada. 


The Distribution Branch carried out a number of research projects this year. Inten- 
sive audience research was done for the films Not a Love Story: A Film about Por- 
nography, Les Adeptes, Les Beaux Souvenirs. As well, for a number of films, test 
screenings were held to determine the best distribution approach. 


During the last year, 12 employees benefited from educational leave, 148 were 
reimbursed for courses taken during or after work, and close to 100 people par- 
ticipated in training sessions organized by the NFB. 


A seminar on optical sound and two intensive bilingual courses on the different 
properties of films were organized in collaboration with Kodak; a conference on 
optical stereo sound was given by a specialist from Dolby Labs in Los Angeles; 
two workshops were held on the operations of our new Aaton cameras for 
camerapersons and camera repair technicians. 


As well, technicians from all sections of Technical Services participated in an ex- 
change program with their colleagues from the CBC French network to share infor- 
mation on the different stages involved in the transfer from film to videotape.

During the past year, the National Film Board, carrying out its role of advising the 
government on national film policy at a number of hearings, outlined recom- 
mended production and distribution measures. The Government Film Commis- 
sioner addressed the Federal Cultural Policy Review Committee, the Standing 
Committee on Communications and Culture, the Canadian Radio-Television and 
Telecommunications Commission and the Canadian Film and Television Associa- 
tion; he stressed the urgency of supporting the production and distribution of 
authentically Canadian films. 


His recommendations were well received by independent directors and producers 
with whom the Film Board maintains close ties by 


e encouraging production; 

e providing grants; 

e hiring of freelancers and participation in co-productions ; 
© opening an office in Los Angeles; 

e launching the FORMAT information system; 

e administering the international certification program. 


In September, Government Film Commissioner James de B. Domville announced 
an important change in NFB policy on the production of government sponsored 
films. The previous policy had stipulated that the private sector would execute 50% 
of the first $4 million of commissioned works, and 75% of any volume in excess 
of $4 million. Under the new policy, with the exception of some special areas of 
production, private sector companies will be contracted to undertake the majority 
of films required by federal government departments. The Board will maintain its 
role as executive producer of all audiovisual presentations sponsored by the govern- 
ment. 


The Association des producteurs de films du Québec (APFQ) and the Canadian 
Film and Television Association (CFTA) have given their support to this new policy 
which they consider essential to the development of the Canadian film industry asa 
whole. A consultative committee including representatives of the NFB, the APFQ 
and the CFTA has been established to monitor the apportioning of government 
sponsored film projects. 


The Sponsored Program Division contracted $4 348 231.00 of production activity 
to the private sector. This work comprised film and videotape / disc production, 
soundslide and multi-media production, and a wide variety of post-production and 
research / writing services. 


Examples include: To Be a Pilot, produced by Westminster Films for Transport 
Canada, a film designed for pilots to develop awareness of air safety; Adoption: 
Children Are Waiting, produced by Westminster Films Limited for the Health and 
Welfare Canada, treats the delicate issues related to adopting a child; Just for Me, 
a film on women in sports, was produced by Lauron Productions Limited for 
Fitness and Amateur Sport. 


These examples show the variety of subjects handled by the Sponsored Film Program. 
Practical and useful, they are in great demand. Canada Today, a survey of Cana- 
dian life, will be distributed internationally by the Department of External Affairs 
and the NFB. Three hundred prints have been acquired by External Affairs. 


Produced by Atlantis Films Limited, Canada Today will soon be translated into six 
languages. At the request of federal government departments, the Sponsored Program 
Division is producing a pilot video disc that will provide detailed information of 
video disc technology. As well the Sponsored Program was heavily involved in 
work on captioning films for the deaf. 


The Film Board supported a number of festivals which show, and thus promote, 
the work of Canadian filmmakers. The International Festival of New Cinema, the 
Montreal World Film Festival, and the Grierson Seminar are some of the organiza- 
tions that received assistance in the form of equipment, services and financial 
support. 


A number of freelance directors, editors, researchers, actors and technicians were 
hired during the course of the past year, and through the regional production pro- 
gram several private companies had the opportunity to work with NFB personnel.

In Ottawa the volume of work given to framers and to private laboratories by the 
Canadian Government Photo Centre increased 61% over last year, amounting to 
$850 000 this year, and the Stills Division purchased hundreds of new works from 
independent photographers. 


Furthermore, the NFB joined in three important productions: The Wars, a film 
based on Timothy Findlay’s novel of the same title, is being co-produced by the 
NFB and Neilsen-Ferns International: Bonheur d’occasion/The Tin Flute, is a co- 
production involving the NFB and a number of partners brought together by Ciné 
St-Henri. The film, based on the classic story by Gabrielle Roy, is being shot 
simultaneously in French and in English. Claude Fournier is both director and 
cameraman. Empire, Inc., is a six-part series for TV, is being produced by the 
CBC French and English networks in cooperation with the NFB. The episodes are 
being directed by Doug Jackson of the NFB and freelance director Denys Arcand. 


During the past year, the NFB opened the Film Canada center in Los Angeles. 
This office was established to serve Canadian filmmakers in a number of ways. It 
is a meeting place where Canadian and American filmmakers can obtain specific in- 
formation about the talents, services and market possibilities in both countries. 


FORMAT, the NFB’s computer system designed to store and retrieve information 
on all Canadian audiovisual material, attracted considerable interest from the 
private sector. A number of associations representing independent producers have 
already signed, or are in the process of signing, agreements to have their produc- 
tions included in FORMAT. 


The NFB, through its Ottawa Headquarters, administers a Certification Program 
under the UNESCO ‘‘Beirut Agreement’’ designed to facilitate the free flow of 
educational audiovisual materials between countries. This year the number of ap- 
plications was equivalent to that of last year.

1. Purpose and authority 


2. Significant accounting 
policies 


The National Film Board was established in 1950 under the National Film Act to ini- 
tiate and promote the production and distribution of films in the national interest and 
in particular:

to produce and distribute, and to promote the production and distribution of, 
films designed to interpret Canada to Canadians and to other nations; 


to represent the Government of Canada in its relations with persons engaged in 
commercial motion picture film activity in connection with motion picture films 
for the Government or any department thereof; 


to engage in research in film activity and to make available the results thereof to 
persons engaged in the production of films; 


to advise the Governor in Council in connection with film activities; and 


to discharge such other duties relating to film activity as the Governor in Council 
may direct it to undertake. 


The Board, through the operation of a revolving fund having a permanent continuing 
authority from Parliament, can make payments out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund for working capital, capital acquisitions and interim financing of accumulated 
operating deficits, the total of which is not to exceed $20 000 000 ($12 000 000 in 
1981) at any one time.

Production of films and other visual material 


The cost of productions is charged to operations in the year the expenses are in- 
curred, subject to adjustments for productions in process as described below. 


Such costs are classified on the basis of the type of sponsorship as follows: 
Board’s program 


Costs of productions for the Board’s program and, for productions par- 
tially sponsored and partially for the Board’s program, the excess of 
costs over the sponsors’ contribution. 


Government of Canada and outside parties 
Costs of productions entirely for their account, and sponsored costs of 
productions partially sponsored and partially for the Board’s program. 


For productions in process which are entirely or partially sponsored, the 
cumulative excess of advances received over costs incurred is recorded as ad- 
vances on productions, and the cumulative excess of costs incurred over advances 
invoiced is recorded as work in process under inventories up to the amount of the 
sponsors’ unbilled balance. 


The cost of prints made for sale purposes is recorded as inventories. The cost of 
other prints is expensed on a current basis. 


Inventories 
Productions in process are carried at the amounts recoverable from sponsors. 


Materials and supplies are carried at the lower of the average cost and replace- 
ment value. 

Film prints and other visual material held for resale are carried at the average 
direct cost of production. 


Fixed assets 

Fixed assets are carried at cost. Depreciation is calculated on the straight line 
method over the estimated useful life of the assets, generally five to ten years. No 
depreciation is provided for during the year of acquisition. 


Parliamentary appropriation 


The parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the statement of accumulated 
deficit in the year to which it applies. Any unspent balance lapses, if not used 
generally in the 30 days following the end of the fiscal year.

e) Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, employees of the Board are entitled to certain 
benefits provided for under their collective agreements and their conditions of 
employment. The cost of these benefits is expensed in the year in which they are 
earned. 


f) Pension plan 


Employees of the Board participate in the superannuation plan administered by 
the Government of Canada. The employees and the Board contribute equally to 
the cost of the plan. This contribution represents the total liability of the Board, 
Contributions in respect of current service are expensed during the year in which 
services are rendered. With respect to admissible past service, contributions are ex- 
pensed when paid; the terms of payment are set by the applicable purchase condi- 
tions, generally over the number of years of service remaining prior to retirement.

Government Film Commissioner’s Report 


I am particularly proud of the results of our activities 
in the National Film Board’s 44th year. 


In November, the Government of Quebec honored one 
of our greatest filmmakers, Norman McLaren, by award- 
ing him the Albert-Tessier prize, its highest distinction 
in the field of cinema. 


We were present at all major festivals and won 90 
awards. Two NFB films, After the Axe and If You Love 
This Planet, were nominated for Oscars by the Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences, and Jf You Love This 
Planet went on to win the Academy’s prestigious award. 
As well, The Devil at Your Heels won a Genie from the 
Academy of Canadian Cinema; Ted Baryluk’s Grocery 
was the only Canadian film in competition at the Cannes 
Film Festival; and the Association québécoise des cri- 
tiques de cinéma awarded the Léo-Ernest Ouimet prize 
to the documentary Le Confort et |’Indifférence. 


These works, very different in style and content, 
treating such subjects as executive firing and relocation, 
nuclear disarmament, a daredevil stunt driver, Winnipeg’s 
Ukrainian community, and the Quebec referendum, reveal 
the variety of public needs the Film Board must meet. 
Regarded as socially important, these films at times pro- 
voke controversy. 


Examples of such socially relevant and controversial 
films are the three films labelled political propaganda by 
the United States Department of Justice: /f You Love This 
Planet, produced by the Women’s Studio, Studio D; and 
Acid from Heaven and Acid Rain: Requiem or Recovery, 
both produced for Environment Canada. Under the 
Department of Justice decision, their distribution in the 
U.S. was subject to certain conditions. However, follow- 
ing pressure from the American public, which felt it had 
a right to the information these films provide, the Depart- 
ment of Justice suspended its decision pending a re- 
examination of the qyestion. 


It is ironic that during such a successful year the Federal 
Cultural Policy Review Committee recommended that the 
NFB should discontinue its activities of film production 
and distribution. 


What private company could produce and distribute 
films like those made by the NFB? Canadian citizens 
responded to the Applebaum/Hébert recommendation 
with strong support for the Film Board. They appreciate 
that the NFB is one of the few Canadian institutions to 
provide them with a national voice. 


Indeed, our filmmakers produce films reflecting the life 
and identity of their own communities. Regional produc- 
tions such as The Pacific Connection — Ties That Bound, 
on British Columbia’s entry into Confederation; The 
Pedlar, an adaptation of a short story by a Prairie author; 
L’Age des pigeons, about the life of the aged in 
Metropolitan Toronto; and J’avions 375 ans, focusing 
on the preoccupations of Acadians, all play a crucial role 
in revealing the importance of regional diversity to all 
of Canada. 


Many independent producers have also understood that 
the NFB has a cultural mission all its own and that it in 
no way competes with them in a commercial sense. On 
the contrary, we have made an effort to provide assistance 
in a variety of ways. For instance, FORMAT, our na- 
tional data bank of information on Canadian audiovisual 
products, is expanding rapidly and will help to promote 
their films. Abroad, they can obtain assistance and 
support from professionals in our offices in London, 
Paris, Sydney, Chicago and New York. In Los Angeles 
the NFB’s Film Canada Center acts as a liaison between 
Canadian and American producers. This year over 40 
contracts were signed making it possible for several films 
to be shot on location in Canada. This has meant a direct 
contribution of several million dollars to our industry. 


The past year has also seen the production of five films 
made specifically for children and adolescents. As well, 
a number of multi-media products were produced for use 
in the classroom. Films on education, on social issues, 
on women, as well as theatrical features are the program- 
ming priorities for the Film Board. Examples of our com- 
mitment to feature film production are found in The Wars, 
co-produced with Neilson-Ferns International, and The 
Tin Flute/Bonheur d’occasion, co-produced with Ciné 
St-Henri and a number of private and public sector 
partners. La Quarantaine, produced by the NFB’s French 
Production, premiered this year; and Empire Inc., a series 
for television produced by CBC in collaboration with the 
Film Board, obtained excellent ratings. 


In the international field, we continued to work very 
closely with institutions devoted to the cause of develop- 
ment in the Third World. We completed a co-production 
with the Cousteau Society as well as a co-production with 
l'Institut national de l’audiovisuel de France, and con- 
cluded an agreement with the U.S.S.R. for filming in that 
country. In the 19 Spanish-speaking countries where our 
films are distributed, we are now known under the name 
of l’Instituto Nacional de Cine Canadiense. 


In terms of research, we have directed a large amount 
of energy toward making the NFB a center for applied 
technical research and for the technical and artistic 
development of audiovisual communication. We have 
given our applied research program new impetus and are 
modernizing our facilities to meet the highest technical 
standards. As well we have planned the creation of a 
‘*centre d’animatique’’ where all research on computer- 
assisted animation will be collected. We have conducted 
trials in three-dimensional filming with Imax 65 mm 
cameras. Our laboratories, both in Ottawa and Montreal, 
have come up with interesting innovations. Some 50 
research projects of all kinds are presently underway, in 
response to current production needs. 


In support of the work of Canadian photographers, we 
have reaffirmed the role and function of our Stull 
Photography Division, which collects and makes available 
contemporary Canadian photography. Photographs are 
collected or commissioned for cultural and/or informa- 
tional purposes. All exhibitions created by the Suill 
Photography Division are the work of private sector 
photographers. 
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Thus, we are meeting our long-term objectives with 
notable success. We have programmed films in the public 
interest. We have made them accessible as much as possi- 
ble with our current resources; and we have remained 
at the forefront of technical innovation. 


We have also made great efforts to promote a national 
film policy. Although we agree with the general cultural 
principles of the Applebaum/ Hébert report, we reject its 
recommendations on film policy, which we do not con- 
sider to be in the best interest of the Canadian film in- 
dustry. We have also rejected Recommendation 64 since, 
in our opinion, the NFB should remain a center producing 
and distributing films of oustanding quality, and should 
continue to exercise its influence in the areas of applied 
research, development and training. We are convinced 
that the NFB’s mandate received from Parliament in 1939 
is as valid today as it was then. We believe the NFB is 
needed more than ever before to ensure a stronger Cana- 
dian presence on television and to help meet the need for 
genuine Canadian programming. 


To this end, we are investigating the possibility of ob- 
taining a regular prime time slot on national television 
and are continuing to explore the establishment of a 
regular cable service. This new experimental NFB cable 
service would complement existing services and provide 
Canadians with a national electronic library. As soon as 
interactive technology permits, this service will become 
more and more personalized and will ultimately be able 
to respond to the individual needs of diversified audiences, 
a communication objective that the NFB has continued 
to meet over the years. 


As I emphasized last December when I appeared before 
the CRTC, if this new Canadian cable service is accepted, 
it should be offered to all cable subscribers for a nominal 
fee to cover costs. This would give us the freedom to use 
cable television in a most original way by providing a 
daily service in both languages across the country for the 
benefit of all Canadians. This may be done either by the 
NEB alone, or with partners. 


The year has been one of great accomplishment for the 
NFB and we believe our planning will ensure that 
1983-1984 will be yet another turning point in its history. 
The testimonials we have received by the hundreds, from 
Canada and abroad, have reassured us of the pertinence 
and usefulness of our films. They encourage us to pur- 
sue the goals set forth in the National Film Act, ‘‘to in- 
terpret Canada to Canadians and to other nations.”’

A Year in Review

In the course of the year, the National Film Board, to meet the needs of the 
Canadian public, served up a rich menu of films on a wide variety of subjects. 
They included films on literature, the arts, health, sciences, the effects of social 
change, films for the young, on family relations, international assistance, the 
choice of a profession, and dramatic films either purely fictional or based on fact. 
Some 80 productions were translated into one or the other of the official 
languages. Other activities included audiovisual presentations, meetings with film- 
makers of world renown, and numerous conducted tours for the public of NFB 
facilities. Production personnel were frequent lecturers on the art of filmmaking, 
in colleges, universities and other institutions, and, through the Still Photography 
Division, thousands of Canadian photographs were distributed for publication. 


On the subject of religious art, Frangois Brault’s eight films in the series Les Arts 
sacrés au Québec examine a way of life. The series looks at the goldsmith’s 
craft, devotional painting, sculpture, and religious architecture in Canada over a 
span of 300 years. 


Two films portrayed major Canadian writers. The first, Hugh MacLennan: Por- 
trait of a Writer, a joint NFB/CBC production directed by Robert Duncan, 
focuses on a novelist oft-criticized but a three-time recipient of the Governor 
General’s award. The second, Donald Winkler’s F.R. Scott: Rhyme and Reason, 
reveals a poet, a fine legal mind, and an expert on constitutional matters. 


Based on an original concept of Gilles Gascon, the film Riopelle, co-directed by 
Pierre Letarte and Marianne Feaver, is an intimate study of the renowned painter 
in his everyday life. 


Paraskeva Clark, noted Canadian artist born in Leningrad in 1898, is the subject 
of Gail Singer’s documentary Portrait of the Artist — As an Old Lady. This 
documentary reveals the ever-spirited artist and her paintings which are found in 
major museums and galleries. During the course of the year the film was screened 
across Canada as part of a travelling exhibit of the artist’s work. 


In La Passion de danser Diane Létourneau explores the popular passion for danc- 
ing and looks at three different genres of dance in which discipline, effort and 
determination predominate. 


Director Claire Boyer introduces Léo Gervais, one of today’s greatest animal 
sculptors. The film Léo Gervais, sculpteur shows the artist’s sensitivity to the 
animal world and his ability to carve this world in wood. 


During the year, Malca Gillson made two films on location at the Palliative Care 
Unit of Montreal’s Royal Victoria Hospital. A Time for Caring is sure to interest 
all those who work as volunteers in similar centers, while Reflections on Suffering 
is the moving testimony of a terminal cancer patient who shares her insight and 
sense of inner peace. 


Among productions on a scientific theme, Gilles Thérien’s film, Le Génie 
génétique, is about the chemical synthesis of genes. Sidney Goldsmith has made 
an animated film, The Man Who Loved Machines, explaining in a humorous way 
the second law of thermodynamics — entropy.

Standing Alone, the title of Colin Low’s latest film, is also the name of a 
southern Alberta Blood Indian who is the focus of this one-hour documentary. 
The film is an autobiographical study of a man who laments the rapid change oc- 
curring in the life of native peoples and is tormented by the thought that it will 
obliterate his children’s Indian heritage and their ancestral traditions. 


Debout sur leur terre is another film on the survival of our native peoples. 
Maurice Bulbulian’s documentary describes the struggle of the northern Quebec 
‘*dissident’’ Inuits to conquer the rugged elements of nature and to overcome the 
pressures of the white man’s presence. 


In his part-fiction, part-documentary film, director Jacques Leduc looks at social 
change in quite another way. Albédo is a biographical drama about Montreal ar- 
chivist and photographer, David Marvin, whose life and death paralleled the 
deterioration of Montreal’s Griffintown. 


La Journée d’un curé de campagne looks at the life of a country parish priest, 
seemingly straight from the 19th century, when he would have been the sole 
religious authority and the only educated person in the community. Frang¢ois 
Brault, the director, presents a portrait of this multi-faceted man. 


In The Way It Is, a 12-year-old girl candidly reveals her feelings about her parents’ 
divorce, its effect on her, and how, even after two years, she finds it difficult to 
accept. This half-hour dramatic fiction was directed by Beverly Shaffer and is in- 
tended to help young people deal with the emotional stress of divorce and to 
realize that others experience similar problems. 


In It’s Just Better, Beverly Shaffer presents a young boy who lives with his ~ 
mother and nine brothers and sisters in a small house on Cape Breton Island in 
Nova Scotia. The film shows how, by working together, they manage to make 
ends meet. 


On a lighter note, Lynn Smith’s The Sound Collector is an invitation to the very 
young to discuss relationships with members of their family as well as notions of 
individuality and creativity. 


Yossi Abolafia has animated a short film to explain how UNICEF helps people 
around the world help themselves. Friends of the Family is an NFB/UNICEF co- 
production. 


Another film by Beverly Shaffer, / Want to Be an Engineer, encourages young 
people to look at unconventional careers and question the stereotypes that stifle so 
many professional aspirations. The film was made in collaboration with the Cana- 
dian Council of Engineers, Employment and Immigration Canada, the Public Ser- 
vice Commission of Canada, Atomic Energy Canada and Petro-Canada. 


In a purely fictional tale, Au pays de Zom, Gilles Groulx depicts a modern-day 
financier — in lieu of a prince — a dramatic character true in every way to con- 
temporary realities. This surrealistic musical fantasy, an authentic social lampoon, 
is sung and played by Joseph Rouleau from a score composed and directed by 
Jacques Hétu. 


La Plante/The Plant, a short film of fiction and animation by Thomas Vamos and 
Joyce Borenstein, features a young man who shares his best moments with a 
plant; alas, it soon becomes overpowering and provokes the ultimate catastrophe. 


Director Robert Fortier has made a film about a successful businessman who, 
unable to verbalize a long kept secret, records it on videotape for playback in his 
absence. Titled A Single Regret, it is based on a true story. 


During the past year some 20 sound filmstrips produced by the Multi-Media 
Studio for school audiences were adapted in French. As well, approximately 60 
16 mm or 35 mm films were translated into either French or English by the 
Versions Studio.

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Many films were translated from English to French: most significantly, Jf You 
Love This Planet (Si cette planéte vous tient a coeur) by Terri Nash; Next 
Generation (La Nouvelle Génération) by Stephen Low and Roger Hart; and 
Friends of the Family (Amis sans frontiéres) by Yossi Abolafia. 


Highlights of the dozen French-language films translated into English are Gilles 
Carle and Camille Coudari’s Jouer sa vie (The Great Chess Movie); Souvenirs de 
guerre (Memories of War) by Pierre Hébert; and Un monologue Nord-Sud (A 
North-South Monologue) by Jacques Godbout and Florian Sauvageau. 


The Canadian Government Photo Center participated actively in audiovisual slide 
presentations. One such presentation, about life in a penitentiary, Time for Deci- 
sion, was shown at three major annual exhibitions in Toronto, in Vancouver, and 
Quebec. Another was Battle on the Katy Ann, dealing with firefighting aboard 
ship. Protecting Our Heritage, also on fire prevention, won an Information Ser- 
vices Institute award for Best Show by a Federal Government Department in 
1982. 


Director Louis Malle, cinematographer Gordon Willis, and director/screenwriter 
Ivan Passer were the featured guests of ‘‘Conversations with Filmmakers,”’ a 
series of three retrospectives/ workshops held during February and March. The 
project was conceived by Primo Piano, a public relations firm, and organized 
jointly by the National Film Board and the Institut québécois du cinéma, in col- 
laboration with the Outremont Theater (Montreal), the Cartier Theater (Quebec 
City), and the Cinémathéque québécoise. Louis Malle and Gordon Willis 
presented their films at public screenings and also acted as moderators at 
workshops for film professionals. 


During the past year the NFB received Canadian film critics, journalists and 
television teams, and, from around the world, directors of international festivals 
and delegations from Saudi Arabia, China, U.S.S.R. and Brazil. Filmmakers Bertrand 
Tavernier, Klaus Wildenhahn, Bretislav Pojar and Mary Ellen Bute, and many 
others working in the Canadian private sector visited the Film Board. As well, 
tours of the NFB studios were arranged for numerous student groups. 


Lab and studio visits, including meetings with filmmakers and technicians, in- 
troduced the public to filmmaking procedures and permitted specialists to see first 
hand the production facilities at the Film Board. 


Now, after a year and a half, the Academic Outreach Program is in full swing. 
Through this program ‘NFB filmmakers, camerapersons, editors and others share 
their expertise with young filmmakers studying at universities and colleges in both 
Canada and in the United States. This year NFB staff gave lectures at universities 
in British Columbia, Ontario, Quebec, New York State and New England. 


Filmmakers Werner Nold and Bernard Gosselin, invited by Arcade, a group that 
organizes activities in detention centers, screened films for prison inmates. 


For the third consecutive year NAVA and the International Association of 
Business Communicators invited specialists from the Government Photo Center to 
present a series of seminars on the production of audiovisual presentations and the 
new techniques developed by the Center. 


Over time, the NFB Photo Library has acquired thousands of Canadian photographs 
which were made available to publishers, government departments and various 
other organizations. The number of photographs drawn from this photo bank has 
increased each year and rose to 7 404 in 1982-1983.

dividuals bought or borrowed thousands of copies of films from NFB libraries for 
educational purposes, for research, or simply for entertainment. 


CBC presented 12 NFB films during prime time and four of these drew audiences 
of more than a million viewers. Two installments of Cousteau’s voyage, Cries 
from the Deep and St. Lawrence: Stairway to the Sea, drew 1.8 million and 1.7 
million viewers respectively. The Road to Patriation, a history of the events and 
strategies leading up to the repatriation of Canada’s constitution, had an audience 
of 1.5 million. Robert Duncan directed this film produced by the NFB in 
cooperation with the Department of External Affairs. Arthritis: A Dialogue with 
Pain, directed by Susan Huycke, drew close to a million viewers. 


Radio-Canada telecast 24 NFB films during prime-time hours. Particularly 
popular were Les Piéges de la mer, the first part of Cousteau’s exploration of 
Canadian waterways. This Jacques-Yves Cousteau film was directed by Jacques 
Gagné and is an NFB/Cousteau Society co-production in cooporation with French 
CBC network. Les Piéges de la mer attracted 877 000 viewers. Another signifi- 
cant telecast was Jouer sa vie, a film about the world of international competitive 
chess, directed by Gilles Carle and Camille Coudari (763 000 viewers). 

Marie Uguay, a moving and intimate record of the late Quebec poet, directed by 
Jean-Claude Labrecque, drew an audience of 577 000. Yves Dion’s La Surditude, 
a view of the world of the deaf, made in collaboration with Health and Welfare 
Canada, was telecast twice, drawing an audience of 900 000. 


As well, this December, the CBC French network paid tribute to the pioneer 
work of the NFB in animation film production. Thirteen representative NFB films 
were screened on the evening program ‘‘Ciné-Club’’ and had ratings well above 
average. 


Of 14 NFB films telecast on Radio-Québec in the course of 1982-1983, two 
documentaries in particular appear to have had a far-reaching effect. These were 
Le Confort et l’Indifférence, a film directed by Denys Arcand about the 1980 
referendum on sovereignty-association, and “‘Madame, vous avez rien’’, a film on 
the subject of farm wives as co-owners of the family business, directed by 
Dagmar Gueissaz and produced with the participation of Women’s Programme, 
Secretary of State. 


By the end of the fiscal year several NFB titles were purchased by Superchannel, 
C Channel and First Choice. Titles sold include Not a Love Story: A Film about 
Pornography, The Kid Who Couldn’t Miss, The Devil at Your Heels, a subtitled 

version of J.A. Martin photographe and dozens of short films. 


La Société Télécable Vidéotron Limitée, whose 150 000 subscribers have personal 
access to 900 NFB films, this year received close to 15 000 requests. The films 
are televised on cable over four channels, 24 hours a day. 


The NFB signed an agreement with CANCOM to provide a greater choice of 
audiovisual materials for isolated areas not adequately served by private television 
service. During a six-month period 52 French films were transmitted. 


The greatest success this past year was Terri Nash’s controversial anti-nuclear 
film If You Love This Planet. A record of a lecture given by Dr. Helen Caldicott, 
National (American) President of Physicians for Social Responsibility, an interna- 
tional association of 10 000 anti-nuclear physicians, the film was distributed both 
commercially and through public screenings. 


This distribution approach, adopted frequently by both English and French 
marketing groups, allows a general audience to see the film in commercial 
theaters, followed by more specialized public screenings. Other films distributed 
in this way were Jouer sa vie; Les Piéges de la mer; La Béte lumineuse, Pierre 
Perrault’s penetrating look at a group of men on a hunting trip; and Gala, John N. 
Smith, Cynthia Scott and Michael McKennirey’s film recording eight of Canada’s 
professional dance companies performing in one evening, on one stage — a unique 
moment in the annals of Canadian dance history.

The Kid Who Couldn't Miss, an interpretative biography of Canada’s legendary 
war ace Billy Bishop directed by Paul Cowan, was shown at public screenings 
across Canada. 


Anne Claire Poirier’s feature film La Quarantaine was distributed in Quebec by 
La Corporation des Films Mutuels and had successful runs in a number of key 
cities. The film chronicles the reunion of a group who were school friends in the 
bourgeois Quebec of the fifties. 


NFB film representatives used every opportunity to screen NFB films for the 
public. In Ottawa last April the NFB joined in the 25th anniversary celebration of 
the Canada Council with the premiere of Gala at the National Arts Center. 
Canada’s National Book Festival opened its doors to the growing list of NFB 
films about Canadian authors. Examples are The Street, in which Mordecai 
Richler’s short story is animated; The Sweater, an animated rendering of Roch 
Carrier’s short story; and film biographies of such Canadian writers as Hubert 
Aquin, W.O. Mitchell, Margaret Laurence, and Farley Mowat and others. At 
Montreal’s Terre des Hommes last summer more than 66 000 attended screenings 
of NFB films and visited an exhibit celebrating the late film animator Raoul 
Barré. The exhibit was organized by the NFB and La Cinémathéque québécoise. 
In February and March, Calgary’s Glenbow Museum hosted a retrospective of 90 
NFB animation films. As well, some 42 000 Quebec campers screened NFB films 
as part of a summer project, ‘‘Ciné-camping.’’ Another special film tour was ar- 
ranged in summer camps for the handicapped, reaching over 20 000 people. 


Audiences had the opportunity of seeing NFB films at all the major film festivals 
in Canada. This year, 14 films garnered 18 awards at seven festivals.* 


NFB staff participated in the major film meetings in Canada, including the 
Grierson Seminar and seminars at the Canadian Images Film Festival, a showcase 
for Canadian films and an annual meeting place for film professionals. 


It is with special interest groups that the NFB finds its most enthusiastic au- 
diences. Beyond the millions of Canadians who see NFB films on television, in 
theaters, at festivals and public screenings, an estimated 50 000 groups and 
associations regularly use Film Board productions. 


Due to the general lack of Canadian educational films, NFB products fill an im- 
portant need in Canadian schools. Beyond the 16 mm films which may be bor- 
rowed or purchased, the NFB’s multi-media studio — Studio G — produces sound 
filmstrips, sound slide presentations, and slide sets. Highlights of recent multi- 
media productions include Canadian Cities from the Air, a slide series on Cana- 
dian cities produced in collaboration with the Department of External Affairs; a 
sound filmstrip series on firearms co-produced with the Solicitor General of 
Canada; a sound filmstrip series on the Micmac Indians produced in collaboration 
with the Nova Scotia Department of Education; and four supplementary volumes 
of Canada’s Visual History/Histoire du Canada en images, an NFB/National 
Museums of Canada co-production. 


During the year, schools, colleges, universities, different ethnic groups, women’s 
associations and many other groups, borrowed 526 000 prints of NFB films from 
film libraries and purchased more than 10 000 prints of 16 mm films or 
videocassettes. 


In 1982-1983 the NFB published its film catalogue in a new format. In order to 
make it easier for users to find a film on a given subject, the catalogue is now 
organized alphabetically by film title and includes a comprehensive subject index 
called PRECIS (Preserved Context Index System). Users have expressed great 
satisfaction with this innovation. 


The NFB has also published a number of specialized brochures in an effort to 
reach as many people as possible in a highly fragmented market. Examples in- 
clude Teaching English as a Second Language with the Aid of Selected Films, a

By producing films with a uniquely Canadian perspective of international issues, 
by collaborating on communications projects in developing countries, by 
distributing films which reveal the diversity and complexity of Canadian society, 
the National Film Board plays an important cultural role in international relations. 


To achieve this, the NFB participates in retrospectives, colloquiums, film weeks, 
festivals and exhibits, and sends representatives to the major audiovisual markets 
and international conferences on cinematography around the world. Abroad, NFB 
films are offered to institutions of learning, to museums, to governments, to 
television and theaters, and, in concert with the Department of External Affairs, 
are made available in embassies and diplomatic missions. 


NFB documentary filmmakers have always shown an interest in international af- 
fairs. In the last few years, Jacques Godbout and Florian Sauvageau have been 
studying the effect of the introduction of new communication technologies on in- 
ternational relations. This year, they delivered the film Un monologue Nord-Sud 
(A North-South Monologue), an investigation of the effects of the technical revolu- 
tion mastered by rich nations to the detriment of the poor nations. The premiere 
was held during La Semaine de sensibilisation au développement international. 
Nankorola, a film on functional literacy in a rural milieu, was completed by 
director Abdoulaye Seck, a filmmaker from Mali. The film was a co-production 
of the NFB, D.N.A.F.L.A. (Direction nationale de l’alphabétisation fonctionnelle 
et de linguistique appliquée), and the Canadian International Development Agency 
and required the sending of film crews to several African and Asian countries. 


During 1982-1983, French Production completed two film co-productions with 
other countries. They were: Du grand large aux Grands Lacs, the second part of 
Jacques-Yves Cousteau’s voyage in Canada from Newfoundland to Lake Superior, 
produced by the NFB and the Cousteau Society in collaboration with CBC French 
network and Les Voiles bas et en travers, a film by Pierre Perrault, jointly pro- 
duced by the NFB and 1’Institut national de |’audiovisuel (France). Filmed in 
Saint-Malo and 1’Ile-aux-Coudres, the film is a quest for Jacques Cartier and his 
voyage. 


On August 27, an agreement was reached between Sovenfilm and the National 

Film Board by the terms of which a National Film Board crew would visit the 

U.S.S.R. in October to film the footage to complete a seven-part series of one- 
hour films on the history of war. Entitled Goodbye War, the films were written 
and narrated by Gwynne Dyer, Canadian journalist and military analyst. Soven- 
film undertook to supply technicians, interpreters and archival material. 


This year, San Francisco and Honolulu hosted a segment of-the retrospective of 
300 NFB films that had been shown earlier at the Museum of Modern Art in 
New York City, and in Los Angeles, Chicago and St. Louis. 
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In London, the Tate Gallery presented 30 NFB films on art last April and May. 
78 NFB films were presented at the Berlin exhibition ‘‘O Kanada.’’ That program 
included retrospectives of the films of Jacques Leduc and Norman McLaren. 


In Paris the NFB showed more than 70 documentary and fiction films, in 
Panorama du cinéma canadien which took place under the auspices of the 
Cinémathéque frangaise. 


The Se Rencontres cinématographiques de Saint-Etienne, which took place in 
February, attracted thousands of viewers to screenings of French, Greek, German 
and Canadian films. Forty-nine NFB films were included and large audiences were 
able to see the complete works of Norman McLaren during a special tribute to this 
National Film Board artist and filmmaker. Filmmakers Denys Arcand, Claude 
Jutra, Colin Low, Jacques Leduc, Francis Mankiewicz, Yolaine Rouleau and Jean 
Chabot were among the Canadian filmmakers who participated in the various 
symposiums. 


At the Rencontres internationales du cinéma d’animation in Brussels, two sessions 
were devoted to Canadian productions: one to recent works by the NFB and the 
other to the films of animator Paul Driessen. 


And in La Rochelle, la Maison de la Culture de La Rochelle, la Revue du 
Cinéma Image et Son-Ecran, the NFB, and le ministére des Affaires in- 
tergouvernementales du Québec organized a colloquium on language in the films 
of Pierre Perrault and a retrospective of his work. 


Around the world numerous film weeks have been devoted to Canadian film and 
to the work of the NFB. Large audiences attended these film showcases in Europe 
(Belgrade, Lublijana) and in South America (in Caracas and other cities in 
Venezuela). 


The NFB won close to 70 awards in approximately 40 international festivals.* 


Last summer the comprehensive international animation exhibit, ‘‘The Art of 
Animation,’ was held at Montreal’s Museum of Fine Arts. Included in the NFB 
exhibits were a collection of original animation drawings, figures and props, a 
pinscreen, and a drawing machine invented by Norman McLaren permitting him 
to paint directly on film. Each week an animation filmmaker gave a public 
demonstration of his or her work and filmmaking techniques. The exhibit, encom- 
passing the work of major North American and European animators, travelled to 
the Musée du Saguenay-Lac Saint-Jean, in Chicoutimi, and then to the Centre 
d’Arts Plastiques Contemporains in Bordeaux for six weeks. 


To develop international markets, two special catalogues were published and 
distributed in 1982-1983: Reflets d'un pays, a comprehensive selection of 325 
films on French culture in Canada; and Catalogo de Peliculas, a catalogue of 
some 300 NFB films versioned into Spanish for markets in the Iberian Peninsula 
and in South America. 


To promote the use of video in libraries, the NFB produced a bilingual 
videocassette and brochure, Videoculture, on the occasion of the International 
Federation of Library Associations and Institutions Conference. This is just one 
example of the variety of publications available to purchasers and users of NFB 
films, both in Canada and abroad. 


The major film markets give NFB representatives a chance to meet with new and 
regular clients and provide an opportunity to present new NFB products. The 
NFB attended the markets in Los Angeles, Berlin, Monte Carlo and Cannes. 


This year Montreal was the host city for a mini-conference of the Society of Motion 
Picture and Television Engineers. The NFB contributed to the organization of this 
meeting of some 300 members from Canada, the United States and Great Britain, 
and supplied equipment and services for film, slide and video screenings. Leonard 
Green of Technical Services chaired the conference.

NFB filmmakers were also in attendance at the annual conference of INPUT, held 
in Liége, which brought together 300 producers, directors and programmers of 
public television. 


Abroad, the NFB sold hundreds of films to schools, universities, airlines and to 
various governments. Worth noting were the sales of 20 films on Canadian Indian 
and Inuit people to the National Ethnology Museum in Osaka, 180 films to 
France’s Department of Agriculture, and 250 to the Department of Education in 
Saudi Arabia. 


Not a Love Story: A Film about Pornography, directed by Bonnie Sherr Klein, 
had remarkably successful runs in a number of cities outside Canada: 10 weeks in 
New York and Boston, 8 weeks in Los Angeles, 11 in Sydney, 5 in Melbourne, 
8 in London, and it has just been released in Sweden. It has also been purchased 
by Greece, Austria, New Zealand, the Netherlands, and three other Scandinavian 
countries. 


Central America, South America and the Caribbean markets have expanded, and 
in Africa the sale of films for theatrical distribution has doubled; sales in general 
have increased by fifty percent. 


In Asia, Japanese television obtained the rights for Anne Claire Poirier’s feature 
film on rape, Mourir a tue-téte. The NFB office in Sydney reported a number of 
sales of short and other films to New Zealand, Malaysian and Singapore Televi- 
sion. Polish, Yugoslav, and Greek television have also acquired a number of NFB 
films and Channel 4 (England) has bought 27 NFB classics. 


The major American networks have broadcast a number of NFB films. CBS 
televised John N. Smith’s drama, First Winter, about early Irish settlers in 
Canada, and Bill Mason’s classic, Paddle to the Sea. PBS ran Cree Hunters of 
Mistassini, a film by Tony Ianzelo and Boyce Richardson. PBS also telecast a 
shortened version of After the Axe and Steady as She Goes, both produced by the 
Ontario Regional Production Studio. Several other U.S. stations televised NFB 
films. For instance, in Seattle, a new consortium of 13 PBS stations telecast a 
number of films produced by the NFB’s Pacific Production Studio. 


During this fiscal year, 13 films were translated into 19 foreign languages. 
Canada: Today, for example, produced by Atlantis Films Limited for the NFB 
and the Department of External Affairs, is available in 20 languages. 


These films are distributed by all NFB offices and through the Department of 
External Affairs which selects films for deposit in embassies, consulates and 
diplomatic missions. In 1982-1983, 144 119 NFB films were borrowed through 
this diplomatic network. 


through research 


There is constant innovation at the NFB in order to meet the needs of its film- 
makers who are always looking for new ways of using film. The resulting applied 
research has had positive results. This year, it has brought about the creation of 
an information center on new technologies, tests and experimentation in 3-D filming, 
interesting developments in innovative techniques and the birth of a Centre 
d’animatique. 


The NFB also continued to encourage the development of animation skills and the 
training of NFB personnel. To remain at the forefront of cinematography, the 
NFB acquired sophisticated technical equipment, upgraded existing equipment, 
and opened modern video libraries in Calgary, Montreal and Paris. 


In order to reinforce its position as a center of animation, experimentation, and 
audiovisual excellence in Canada and in the world, the NFB has attracted a number 
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of prominent research and development experts. For instance, Edward H.A.E. 
Zwaneveld left his post at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s laboratory in Los Angeles to 
join the NFB’s Technical Services Branch as Chief of Research and Development. 


During the year, the first phase in the organization of an information and 
documentation center on new technologies was launched with the purchase of a 
complete system for microfilming, including camera and screen. 


In the area of three-dimensional film Colin Low and Ernest McNabb shot tests in 
65 mm with Imax cameras and Eric Miller finished a first editing of the ex- 
perimental footage. The first screening will take place in Toronto in the near 
future. 


Technician Michael Drolet conceived and built a wireless slate, a device which 
permits synchronization of sound when several cameras are employed. This 
wireless slate was used for the first time in the production of Jf You Love This 
Planet. 


Another innovation, this time in the laboratory, is a new method of numbering 
film for editing purposes. With the new system, ‘‘edge numbers’’ are converted 
by ultraviolet from black to white making them much easier to read. 


In Ottawa, a special effects technique was perfected for adding, photographically, 
multi-colored texts, logos, boxes or other designs to transparencies to create com- 
posite images ready for the enlarger in the production of large Cibachrome 
murals. This has become an effective, cost-saving alternative to adding texts by 
silkscreening. 


For several years now, the French animation studio has experimented with com- 
puter animation. The positive results of the experiments have led to the develop- 
ment of the new project known as Centre d’animatique. The center will act as a 
catalyst to bring together the talent and expertise of people in Canadian univer- 
sities and research groups engaged in computer animation. 


The first phase in the development of the project is presently under way. All of 
the animated and graphic sequences of Guy Dufaux’s 30-minute film Au Pays des 
glaces, an NFB/Fisheries and Oceans Canada co-production, have been animated 
by computer. Daniel Langlois was responsible for this animation. 


As well, research in other kinds of animation continues at the Film Board as 
shown by Pierre Hébert’s work in Souvenirs de guerre (Memories of War). In this 
film Hébert has advanced the method initiated by Norman McLaren of working di- 
rectly on film. Hébert’s method of perforating the film retains the natural movement 
and the spontaneity of the drawings and allows greater stability of the images. 

To handle the problems of color separation Hébert employed the procedure of 
‘‘elimination,’’ a method used for engraving on linoleum and wood. This method 
allows the artist to work and rework colors to the best advantage. Hébert’s film 
Souvenirs de guerre plunges the viewer into the troubling questions of peace, 

war, societal organization and authority. 


During 1982-1983, NFB engineers and technicians attended the High Definition 
Television Colloquium ’82 in Ottawa and the Photokina trade fair, in Cologne, 
West Germany. A workshop on production of film titles was organized for NFB 
technicians (and the private sector) at the NFB’s Atlantic Production Studio. 


The equipment for all technical services (Laboratories, Sound and Video, Pre- 
production and Visual Effects) must constantly be modified to keep abreast of the 
demands of new technology. For example, new film requires fewer chemical 
products and different developing equipment. As a result, it was necessary this 
year to replace part of the plumbing and pipe system in the NFB Laboratory. 


Sound and Video Service has renovated three projection rooms with 16 mm 
Horston projectors. As well, a transfer room operating on EBU standards is now 
functional. Two quarter-inch tape recorders including auto-locator systems were 
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acquired to help with sound effects research and appraisal in the Sound 
Effects Library. 


Pre-production has purchased an Arriflex RS 16 mm camera, two Aaton 16 mm 
cameras, and an 8-track recorder for multi-camera shooting and for recording 
music on location. The Government Photo Center has modernized its laboratory 
with the installation of a Refrema Dip and Dunk processor for film and in- 
ternegatives. All color film stock is now handled on a rollerless processor, 
thereby eliminating the major cause of damage to originals during processing. 


NFB clients in Calgary, Montreal and Paris are now able to screen films on the 
spot at modern video libraries which opened during this past year.

The NFB, which maintains close relations with the private sector film community, 
commissioned many films in 1982-1983 to independent filmmakers in the regional 
productions centers across the country. In addition, many private film companies 
were contracted, under the Sponsored Film Program, to make films for govern- 
ment departments. Independent producers and laboratories were given full 
cooperation in technical matters as well as in the distribution of their products and 
the training of young filmmakers. The NFB continued its co-production activities, 
its assistance in cultural matters, as well as its activities in Los Angeles. 


In the course of the last ten years, the NFB’s regional production program has 
permitted a generation of filmmakers to develop and work in their own commu- 
nities. In six Canadian cities, English and French production centers have pro- 
vided the necessary stability for a core of independent filmmakers, editors, re- 
searchers, and technicians to grow. Today, over half of the NFB’s English pro- 
ductions are produced in these centers. 


Thus, in Halifax, Kent Nason and Shelagh Mackenzie produced Singlehanders, a 
film about a great transatlantic solo sailing race, which took the two Canadian 
participants from Plymouth, England, to Newport in the United States. 


In Moncton, Phil Comeau directed J’avions 375 ans, a film commemorating the 
presence of francophones in Acadia since the arrival of Champlain. Massabielle, 
also shot in New Brunswick and directed by Jacques Savoie, recalls the massive 
exodus caused by the closing down of a number of province’s villages. 


In Toronto, Peter Raymont and Robert Collison directed Prisoners of Debt: Inside 
the Global Banking Crisis. This documentary, co-produced by the NFB and the 
CBC, examines how the big banks are responding to the monetary crisis and to 
demands for credit from companies and countries already heavily in debt, such as 
Dome Petroleum and Mexico. On a different theme, Jean-Marc Felio’s L’Age des 
pigeons, shows us a group of retired men and women and their ingenious way of 
integrating into society. Jonny Silver, on the other hand, in Kubota, reveals the 
experimental music of this new wave composer. 


In Winnipeg, Allan Kroeker directed The Pedlar, a film adaptation of the story A 
Place of One’s Own, by W.D. Valgardson. And Michel Régnier directed Les 
Enfants du Gumbo, a documentary on young farmers in northern Alberta. 


The Pacific Connection — Ties That Bound, a film produced in Vancouver by 

Al Sands and Peter Jones, analyzes the events and attitudes which brought British 
Columbia into Confederation. Meanwhile Jack Long has produced a film on 
Arthur Erickson, one of Canada’s outstanding architects. Finally, in Jack Hodgins’ 
Island, filmmaker Robert Duncan profiles celebrated author Jack Hodgins and the 
world of logging camps and saloons he so vividly describes in his writing. 
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Even though severe budgetary constraints affected all government departments, the 
Sponsor Program Division of the NFB completed 200 projects in the course of the 
year, and contracts totalling $3 856 518 were awarded to private companies for 
the production of many of them. These amounts included the production of films, 
of videotapes and videodiscs, of sound/slide presentations, of public service an- 
nouncements, of language versions, as well as the supply of technical services, 
and of production and research services. 


In January, 1982, the Sponsor Program Division in conjunction with several 
government departments initiated the production of an experimental videodisc, a 
project completed in September of the same year. This videodisc production was 
assisted by a number of AV, film, and video production firms, including ‘‘high 
tech’’ firms, videodisc manufacturers, and the Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion. Since its production, seminars and workshops have been held to demonstrate 
this new technology to various government departments and private sector groups 
and producers across Canada. In addition, videodisc production for specific 
government departments has begun. 


Thirty videotapes on a variety of subjects were undertaken as well as 57 video 
productions in English and French. These will be used primarily by the Department 
of National Defence to permit recruits to use interactive half-inch video 
technology in the workplace. 


In addition to the ongoing production of films with the private sector, the NFB 
has participated in co-productions with TV Ontario and ACCESS Alberta. This 
has resulted in a variety of films including Taking the Leap, directed by M & M 
Productions Limited for the Department of External Affairs; The Difference Is 
You, produced by Intercom Films Ltd. for the Department of National Defence; 
and Van Pooling en route, a Lauron Productions Limited film made for Energy, 
Mines and Resources Canada and Transport Canada. 


Also in the area of co-production, the Sponsor Program Division served as the in- 
termediary between the Inuit Broadcasting Corporation, Channel 4 (England), and 
the Department of Indian and Northern Affairs for a program on ‘‘Inuit Hunting 
Versus a Wage Economy.”’ 


Private producers have often turned to the NFB to solve certain problems or to 
obtain services unavailable elsewhere. This past year the expertise of the 
laboratory staff was frequently sought. Private laboratories came to the NFB for 
advice on methods of recovering silver salts and about recovery of certain 
chemicals products. Equipment was loaned to the private sector under a special 
agreement and the shooting stage was .used by several independent filmmakers. 
French Production provided technical advice for the series Les Grands Ex- 
plorateurs, initiated by the private sector: Torngat, a film shot in the 
Ungava/Labrador Peninsula; and Canada arctique, a film about life in an Inuit 
village in northern Quebec. 


The NFB continued to supply technical and support services to the Nunatsiakmiut 
Society in Frobisher Bay which has begun production of its first 16 mm films on 
education in the Arctic. As well, films were provided to the Tagramiut Niplingat 
Society, of Salluit, which will translate them into Inuktitut. Video services were 
provided to the Inuit Broadcasting Corporation, enabling them to prepare programs 
from existing super 8 mm films. 


The NFB published Southern Exposure: A Guide to U.S. Distribution and Exhibition 
for Canadian Independent Filmmakers. Designed to assist Canadian independent 
filmmakers, this guide has been in great demand with requests exceeding the 


supply. 


In Chicago, in addition to its own productions, the NFB distributes government 
sponsored films and travel films. These travel films, produced by independent film- 
makers, promote tourism in Canada. They reached an audience of five million in 
1982-1983: in the U.S. alone, there were approximately 350 to 400 requests for 
travel films every week. 
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FORMAT, the NFB’s computerized bilingual information system for Canadian 
audiovisual material, will soon include all the listings of Film Canadiana, (a 
catalogue formerly published by the Canadian Film Institute) under terms of two 
agreements, one between the NFB and the National Library and Public Archives, 
the other between the NFB and the Canadian Film Institute. The listings, ready to 
be computer-generated for the printing of the catalogue, will remain an integral part 
of FORMAT which can be consulted on-line in several NFB offices. Other con- 
tracts and agreements have also been concluded to incorporate into FORMAT films, 
videos, and other multi-media material produced by the private sector. As its con- 
tribution, the Canadian Film Development Corporation supplied information on 
almost 400 feature films. 


Since 1948, the National Film Board has administered the Certification Program of 
Canadian audiovisual products attesting to their educational content, which permits 
free exchange between participating countries according to the Beirut agreement 
(UNESCO). This year some 399 requests, a number roughly equivalent to that of 
the preceding year, were received by the Board. 


In 1977 the NFB created a program to promote the distribution of films produced 
by independent filmmakers. Each year a number of films are purchased and 
deposited in NFB libraries. All requests for purchase of these films are referred to 
the private sector distributor. In 1982-1983 the NFB bought 154 copies of 21 films 
through this Private Sector Acquisition Program. 


During the past year the NFB assisted 49 productions under the PAFFPS (Program 
to Assist Films and Filmmakers in the Private Sector). This assistance program, 
costing this year a total of $314 000, is designed to help young filmmakers and 
non-profit organizations. 


A film by Denis Poulin, Le Bouffe-pétrole, was the first film completed under the 
apprenticeship program offered by French Production’s Animation Studio. The pro- 
gram was established to provide an opportunity for young filmmakers, with at least 
one production to their credit, to make a film in a professional milieu. 


The series, Empire Inc., started in 1981-1982, provided a unique opportunity for 
CBC and the NFB to pool their resources and talent to produce a quality product. 
NFB staff director Douglas Jackson and independent filmmaker Denys Arcand each 
directed three of the six episodes. The NFB shooting stage was used for most of 
the interior scenes and all post-production was done at the NFB. A fictional story 
of a Montreal business tycoon and his industrial ‘‘empire,’’ this series drew the 
largest audience CBC ever recorded for this type of program. Produced in English 
and French, the series was also telecast on the French network. 


Shooting for The Tin Flute/Bonheur d’occasion, based on the novel by Gabrielle 
Roy, is now completed. Filmed in both English and French, the films were funded 
by the NFB, CBC, l'Institut québécois du cinéma, the Canadian Film Development 
Corporation, Famous Players and Ciné St-Henri. They will soon be distributed 
theatrically, and the series made for television will be telecast. 


The Wars, a film directed by Robin Phillips and inspired by Timothy Findlay’s 
novel, was also completed last year. This film is the first fiction feature co- 
produced by NFB English Production and private industry. 


In 1982-1983 the NFB provided assistance to a number of Canadian festivals in the 
form of direct funding, assistance with customs clearance of films, and loan of per- 
sonnel, vehicles and technical equipment. 


The NFB contributed to the OTTAWA 82 International Animation Film Festival by 
producing five different logofilms for the opening of each screening. The films 
were directed by John Weldon and Yossi Abolafia, and were greeted with en- 
thusiasm by the audience. 


For the opening of La Maison du cinéma de la Cinémathéque québécoise, the NFB 
deposited a number of pieces of equipment and devices to be added to the Film 
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Board’s collection already on exhibit. Every piece, all made or modified by NFB 
technicians, represents an important element in the history of cinema. 


As always, the NFB has cooperated with writers and researchers, providing them 
with filmographies, biographies, photographs, and other research material. Last 
year two books on the NFB were published: Valliere T. Richard’s (University of 
California) Norman McLaren, Manipulator of Movement and David B. Jones’ 
(Drexel University, Philadelphia) Movies and Memoranda, An Interpretative 
History of the National Film Board of Canada. 


To promote the work of Canadian photographers, the Still Photography Division 
produced in 1982-1983 six major exhibitions. The Musicians was inaugurated at 
the National Arts Centre to celebrate Canada Music Week. A Voiceless Song was 
launched at the Winnipeg Art Gallery in conjunction with the publication of a 
book of the same title. These two exhibitions proved so popular that they are 
booked for the next two years. 


The other four exhibits were first featured at the NFB’s Photo Gallery in Ottawa 
and have been added to the NFB’s Travelling Exhibition Program which now offers 
105 exhibitions. During the year 147 centers mounted exhibits, reaching an au- 
dience of nearly half a million people. 


During the summer months, the outdoor display Sights of History moved from 
Regina to Toronto where it was seen by more than 66 000 people. The style of 
the presentation generated much interest. 


The NFB’s Film Canada Center in Los Angeles has continued to assist Canadian 
producers. During the last year the Center has been involved in developing some 
40 projects with budgets in the 1-5 million dollar range. Through the Center’s 
network of contacts, advice and guidance have been given on interim financing, 
co-production, package development and pre-sales. 


In the area of marketing, the Center has provided substantial assistance to Canadian 
producers by setting up sales development meetings, promotional screenings, 
direct access to various buyers and program directors. Some 50 productions for 
theaters and TV, features and mini-series, have been handled by the Center during 
the past fiscal year. 


As well, the Film Canada Center received over 55 inquiries regarding possibilities 
for location shooting in Canada. Of those, 10 percent resulted in filming in 
Canada, constituting a contribution of some 20 million dollars to the Canadian 
film industry. 


The Center also acted as a liaison between the Canadian film community and 
U.S. festivals and professional associations, as well as ensuring a Canadian presence 
at the major markets, conferences and symposiums of the American industry.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1983 


Authority and activities 


The National Film Board was established in 1950 under the 
National Film Act to initiate and promote the production and 
distribution of films in the national interest and in particular to: 


produce and distribute, and to promote the production and 
distribution of, films designed to interpret Canada _ to 
Canadians and to other nations; 


represent the Government of Canada in its relations with 
persons engaged in commercial motion picture film activity 
in connection with motion picture films for the Government 
or any department thereof; 


engage in research in film activity and to make available 
the results thereof to persons engaged in the production of 
Lveins. 


advise the Governor in Council in connection with film 
activities; and 


discharge such other duties relating to film activity as the 
Governor in Council may direct it to undertake. 


The Board, through the operation of a revolving fund having a 
permanent continuing authority from Parliament, can make payments out 
of the Consolidated Revenue Fund for working capital, capital 
acquisitions and interim financing of accumulated operating deficits, 
the total of which is not to exceed $20 millions at any one time. 


Significant accounting policies 


Production of films and other visual material 


All production costs are charged to operations in the year in which 
they are incurred and shown in the statement of operations as follows: 


Board's program 


All costs incurred for unsponsored productions and the excess 
of costs over the sponsor's contribution for  partially- 
sponsored productions. 
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Government of Canada and outside parties 


All costs incurred for fully sponsored productions and the 
sponsored costs of partially-sponsored productions. 


Revenues from production of films and other visual material are 
accounted for at an amount equal to the sponsored production costs 
during the year in which these costs are incurred. Any profit is 
recognized in the year the production is completed. 


Film prints 


The cost of prints made for sale purposes is recorded as inventories. 
The cost of other prints is expensed on a current basis. 


Inventories 


Productions in process are carried at the cumulative amount of costs 
incurred for each production exceeding advances invoiced, up to the 
amount of the sponsored unbilled balance. On the other hand, any 
cumulative excess of advances invoiced over costs incurred is recorded 
as advances on productions. 


Materials and supplies are carried at the lower of the average cost 
and replacement value. 


Film prints and other visual material held for resale are carried at 
the lower of the average direct cost of production and net realizable 
value. 


Fixed assets 


Equipment, office equipment and furniture, motor vehicules and garage 
equipment are carried at cost. Depreciation is calculated on the 
straight line method over the estimated useful life of the assets, 
generally 5'to 10 years. No depreciation is provided during the year 
of acquisition. 


Leasehold improvements are charged to operations as incurred. 


The Board enters into agreements with the Department of Supply and 
Services to acquire the exclusive use of certain fixed assets through 
leasing arrangements. Rentals are charged to operations in the year 
to which they apply. 


Parliamentary appropriation 
The parliamentary appropriation is recorded in the statement of 
accumulated deficit in the year to which it applies. Any unspent 


balance lapses, if not used generally in the 30 days following the end 
of the fiscal year. 
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Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, employees of the Board are entitled to 
certain benefits provided for under their collective agreements and 
their conditions of employment. The cost of these benefits is 
expensed in the year in which they are earned. 


Pension plan 


Employees of the Board participate in the superannuation plan 
administered by the Government of Canada. The employees and the Board 
contribute equally to the cost of the plan. This contribution 
represents the total liability of the Board. Contributions in respect 
of current service are expensed during the year in which services are 
rendered. With respect to admissible past service, contributions are 
expensed when paid; the terms of payment are set by the applicable 
purchase conditions, generally over the number of years of service 
remaining prior to retirement.

Government Film Commissioner’s 


Report 


During the past year, under the 
direction of James de B. Domville, the 
National Film Board began an exami- 
nation of its operation, its program- 
ming, and its means of reaching its 
audiences. We recognized that the 
NFB must be in a strong position to 
respond to the needs of a society 
which is saturated each day with 
foreign cultural product and which has 
evolved considerably in recent years. 


In January when | was named Acting 
Government Film Commissioner, | ex- 
panded this investigation with the view 
of reinforcing the NFB’s social and cul- 
tural mandate and its role as a public 
film producer and distributor. We have 
concluded that: 


- if we are to produce a truly national 
cinema, our films must reflect the 
diversity and vitality which define 
Canadian reality; 


- if we are to contribute to Canada’s 
evolution as a nation, we must pro- 
duce films that analyze situations and 
events and dare to provoke and dis- 
turb our viewers; 


- and finally, if we are to play a leading 
role in the development of our culture, 
we must make outstanding films, con- 
fident that Canadians will choose the 
best. 


March 31, 1984 


To reach these objectives we are 
taking steps to improve our filmmak- 
ers’ and marketing agents’ ties with 
the public. As well, we have ear- 
marked funds for production programs 
that will be systematically evaluated 
and continued, modified or super- 
ceded according to the expressed 
needs of the public. 


More than ever the National Film 
Board will be open to Canada’s film- 
making talent both in Montreal and in 
our offices across the country, and we 
will welcome Canadian and foreign 
partners who share our objectives. We 
will increase our activities in training, 
research, and development, both to 
nurture a new generation of skilled 
filmmakers and technicians and to 
maintain the NFB’s role as a center of 
excellence. 


As distributor of film and video pro- 
ducts, we will update our community 
and educational network to reaffirm 
our presence throughout Canada. To 
this end we will add an electronic com- 
ponent to our existing distribution 
system, and make better use of both 
private and public television in order 
to assure that both general audiences 
and special interest groups have 
access to our productions. 


During the past year, we have taken 
steps to improve the management of 
our human, financial and physical 
resources. Through an early retire- 
ment incentive plan, we have begun 
to reduce salary costs by 10%; forty- 
five employees have taken advantage 
of this offer. In Halifax, we successfully 
integrated our distribution and produc- 
tion activities, an experiment which 
both reduced our operational over- 
head costs and has proven to be more 
flexible. This model will eventually be 
used in our offices across Canada. 


Inevitably this period of transition 
has created a climate of anticipation 
at the Film Board, but as you will see 
in the following pages it has in no way 
diminished our production and over- 
all achievements, which are in fact 
greater than ever. 


This next year will be a decisive one 
for the NFB. We are committed to a 
plan of global renewal and to opening 
up our services to meet the needs of 
the Canadian public. | am confident 
that the Board of Trustees and all NFB 
staff will give their full support and 
energies to meet these new chal- 
lenges.

A Year in Review 


This year’s production once again 
re-affirms the National Film Board’s 
commitment to making films that 
reflect the Canadian reality. Scenes 
were shot in all corners of the country 
depicting events, slices of life, that 
reflect the health and vitality of the 
nation. NFB filmmakers have also trav- 
elled abroad ensuring that Canadians 
are well informed about the world in 
which they live. 


: Films about Life’s Stages 


Birth, childhood, adolescence and 
old age were inspiring subjects for 
many NFB filmmakers. 


In Acadia, Claudette Lajoie- 
Chiasson directed Une sagesse ordi- 
naire, a portrait of a gentle woman who 
has delivered over three-thousand 
babies without losing one! Another 
film, inspired by the friendship be- 
tween the Belgian poet Serge Meurant 
and animator Pierre Hébert, describes 
a triple birth; Sara is born, Etienne 
takes possession of his identity, and 
both awaken to the reality of the world. 
The film is entitled Etienne et Sara. 
Also, in collaboration with Health and 
Welfare Canada, Sylvie Van Brabant 
and Serge Giguére completed Le 
Doux Partage, an informative and at 
the same time touching film on the 
subject of breast feeding. 


NFB filmmakers maintained their in- 
terest in the concerns of adolescents. 
Georges Dufaux, in particular, was 
curious to know what had become of 
the young people he had filmed for Les 
Enfants des normes five years earlier. 
He returned to the school where some 
of the students, now adults, agreed to 
participate in Les Enfants des normes 
— Post-scriptum, a nostalgic update 
revealing some successes and failures 


Production 


During the 1983-84 fiscal year, the National Film Board of Canada 
produced 280 films, videos, versions and audiovisual productions, 
made by Film Board staff, by freelancers, or by the private sector 
through the Sponsored Program. In Ottawa, the Still Photography 
Division produced two major exhibitions, and the Canadian Govern- 
ment Photo Centre increased its sales by 13%. The Board also con- 
tinued to provide assistance and training to independent filmmakers, 
and several exchanges took place with Canadian and foreign film- 
makers. Prestigious awards were presented to Maurice Blackburn, 
Norman McLaren and Alanis Obomsawin in recognition of their out- 


standing achievements. 


of the Quebec school system. Thanks 
for the Ride, produced by the Ontario 
Studio and directed by John Kent 
Harrison, examines the relationship 
between two adolescents from dif- 
ferent socio-economic backgrounds. 
Their fleeting encounter causes the 
boy to re-evaluate his perception of

himself and the world. 


Old age was the subject of three 
films: On Our Own and La Cage 
dorée, directed by Laurette 
Deschamps and produced by Ciné- 
Contact in association with NFB and, 
for the French version, with the parti- 
cipation of Radio-Canada, and Some- 
thing to Celebrate, an NFB/CBC co- 
production directed by Donald Brittain. 
The first two deal with the social con- 
dition of women who find themselves 
alone after many years of marriage 
and must learn to depend on them- 
selves; the third film is about people 
over 75 years of age, happy to be inde- 
pendent and determined to get the 
most out of life. 


: Films for Children 


As in the past, many of this year’s 
productions were made specifically for 
children. 


For the Vancouver Studio, Don 
White directed a series of three films: 
A Sense of Touch, Body Talking, and 
Sequence and Story, conceived for 
students from kindergarten to grade 
three. The films visually illustrate the 
sense of touch, the basic elements.of 
non-verbal communication, and the 
importance of the sequence of events 
in storytelling. 


Among the 51 productions com- 
pleted by the Multi-Media Studio in 
1983-1984, the highlights include: the 
multi-media kit Jacques Cartier — Les 
Deux Premiers Voyages aux Terres 
Neufves (Jacques Cartier), consisting 
of three filmstrips, two maps and a 
poster; a series of filmstrips entitled 
Non-Traditional Careers for Women in 
the Federal Public Service (also avail- 
able in slide sets) produced for the 
Public Service Commission of 
Canada, Office of Equal Opportunities 
for Women; The Fur Trade in Canada, 
a series of six filmstrips produced for 
National Museums of Canada, the 
National Museum of Man; and Styles 
in Canadian Architecture/Les Styles 
d’architecture au Canada, a series of 
five bilingual slide sets, produced for 
Environment Canada, Parks Canada. 
Multi-media products are important 
teaching tools. Two examples, La 
Corriveau and L’Hote a Valiquet, have 
been revised for use in teaching 
English as a second language. 


Multi-media productions won many 
awards at North American festivals. 
The Micmac series, directed by Joe 
MacDonald and produced jointly by 
the NFB and the Department of Edu- 


cation of Nova Scotia, won the Gold 
Medal in the history category at New 
York’s 26th International Film and TV 
Festival; Jocelyn Rehder’s filmstrip, 
Margaret Laurence — The Olden Days 
Coat, won the Silver Screen Award at 
the U.S. Industrial Film Festival in 
Elmhurst, Illinois; and Wop May: Bush 
Pilot, 1896-1952, a filmstrip directed by 
Joe MacDonald, earned the Award of 
Excellence at AMTEC — ADATE — 
CONFLUENCE ’83, in Montreal. 


Films on Physical and Spiritual 
Health 


Captive Minds — Hypnosis and 
Beyond, directed by Pierre Lasry, 
deals with the techniques used by 
various groups and individuals to bring 
about short and long-term changes in 
the way people act and think. On an- 
other subject, Michael Rubbo’s Daisy 
— The Story of a Facelift examines the 
importance women and men place on 
their appearance, and what motivates 
people to undergo the costly and 
somewhat risky and painful facelift. 
And finally, the Vancouver Studio 
examined various government health 
programs: Bitter Medicine: Part | — 
The Birth of Medicare details the 
creation of Canada’s first compre- 
hensive medicare program created in 
Saskatchewan in 1962, and Part I/ — 
Medicare in Crisis looks at many of the 
problems of medicare in Canada 
today. These films were directed by 
Tom Shandel. 


i Films on Arts and Sciences 


Last year Francois Brault and Yvon 
Provost began a series of eight films 
on Quebec's religious art heritage. 
This year four new films on religious 
artists, produced in collaboration with 
Radio-Canada, were completed for 
this series: Francois Baillairgé, pein- 
tre, sculpteur et architecte, 1759-1830; 
Ozias Leduc, peintre-décorateur 


d’églises, 1864-1955; La Broderie 
d'art chez les Ursulines, c. 1640 —c. 
1880 and Victor Bourgeau, architecte, 
1809-1888. 


In the Atlantic Studio, William D. 
MacGillivray directed The Author of 
These Words, a film biography por- 
traying the spirit and eloquence of 
Harold Horwood, one of Newfound- 
land's best known writers. Gerald 
Potterton animated Stephen Leacock’s

story, ‘The Awful Fate of Melpomenus 
Jones.”’ French theater in Canada is 
studied in Diane Létourneau’s En 
sceéne.... Produced in collaboration with 
External Affairs Canada, it focuses on 
dramatic writers, their work, and the 
performances. 


Dance was treated in films such as 
Narcissus/Narcisse, Norman McLaren's 
interpretation of the Greek myth; Un 
jour j’ai révé, a documentary by 
Claude Grenier on a Manitoba dance 
school; and Flamenco at 5:15, starring 
Susana and Antonio Robledo, guest 
teachers of the National Ballet School 
of Canada. Produced by Cynthia Scott 
and Adam Symansky, Flamenco at 
5:15 was nominated for an Academy 
Award in February. 


Great Days in the Rockies profiles 
Byron Harmon, an early Rocky Moun- 
tain photographer, who succeeded in 
making a living by selling photographs 
of the characters and events of Banff. 
Directed by Arvi Liimatainen, Great 
Days in the Rockies was produced by 
the NFB’s North West Production Stu- 
dio. L’Esprit des neiges/Snow Dream, 
a Winnipeg production directed by 
Claude Grenier, follows sculptor Réal 
Bérard as he shapes a huge snow 
cube into a work of art. 


The animation film Starlife traces 
the evolution of a star from its birth in 
the depths of a black nebula to its 
final extinction. Directed by Sidney 
Goldsmith, the film uses drawings 
based on photographs taken with 
high-precision instruments. 


: Films about Society and Culture 


The identity of and cultural rapport 
between nations are subjects of great 
interest to NFB filmmakers. 


Serge Morin and Guy Dufaux chose 
a hockey match as the metaphor to 
describe Acadian social ideology in De 
l'autre coté de la glace. A totally dif- 
ferent approach is found in Tréve, 
Suzanne Gervais’ introspective anima- 
tion film. It draws on the dynamics of 
dreams and carries the viewer into the 
world of a young woman searching for 
her identity. And finally, Des faiseurs 
d'images draws a sociological portrait 
of Western Canada’s francophone 
communities. The film combines ar- 
chival footage, 16 mm material filmed 
by local filmmakers between 1933 and 
1955, and new footage shot by director 
Carolle Alain. 


Cultural ties between nations was 
the theme of the two films: Singing: A 
Joy in Any Language, directed by 
Malca Gillson and Tony lanzelo and 
produced in collaboration with CBC 
and External Affairs Canada; and 
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Jacques Godbout’s and Florian 
Sauvageau’s Comme en Californie, on 
the ‘‘New Age”’ in Quebec. The first 
chronicles the visit of three Canadian 
performers to China where they gave 
lessons and concerts; the second 
looks at the influence of California and 
tries to predict future trends that will 
affect society in the next twenty years, 
and what Quebec and Canada’s role 
will be. 


NFB filmmakers also produced films 
on immigration and social problems. 
Made in collaboration with Multicul- 
turalism Canada, Halya Kuchmij’s 
Laughter in My Soul portrays Ukrain- 
ian immigration at the beginning of the 
20th century, using the drawings of 
Jacob Maydanyk. Pies, by animator 
Sheldon Cohen, explores prejudice 
and ethnic stereotypes. 


In Une installation a disposer... 
Saint-Yvon, Gaspésie 1983, filmmaker 
Francois Brault looks at the problems 
facing a fishing community when, by 
an administrative decision, the wharfs 
essential to the community’s liveli- 
hood are not maintained. Meanwhile, 
1000 km south in North York, Toronto, 
Jennifer Hodge completed Home 
Feeling: Struggle for a Community, 
co-produced with Multiculturalism 
Canada. This powerful portrait of a six- 
block district, populated largely by new 
immigrants, reveals a community that, 
contrary to its popular image, is 
dynamic and confident about its 
future. 


d Films about War 


In Beyrouth! «A défaut d’étre mort», 
filmmaker Tahani Rached captures 
the events, the voices, the gestures 
and the silences of war-torn West 
Beirut, still home to men and women 
and children. 


Martin Duckworth directed Plus 
jamais d’Hibakusha! (No More Hibak- 


usha!), a portrait of three survivors of 
the atomic bomb dropped on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. This film, produced 
in collaboration with Les Productions 
du Regard, won the Silver Dove award 
for best documentary over 30 minutes 
at the 26th International Leipziger 
Documentary and Short Film Festival 
for Cinema and Television, in Leipzig, 
and the Special Jury Award at the 
27th Competition for films on Japan, 


Community 


held in Tokyo. 


The seven-part series War studies 
the nature, evolution and effects of 
war. The series, developed by journal- 
ist and historian Gwynne Dyer and 
researcher and producer Michael 
Bryans, won two awards from the 15th 
International Film Festival of Nyon — 
a Silver Sesterce and the Public Jury 
Grand Prize. The third film of the 
series, The Profession of Arms, 
earned an Oscar nomination in 
February. It was produced by Tina 
Viljoen and Michael Bryans. 


Dramatic and Experimental 
Films 


The National Film Board of Canada 
collaborated on the production of 


many feature films, four of which were 
completed during the fiscal year. The 
Tin Flute/Bonheur d’occasion, based 
on Gabrielle Roy’s novel, was pro- 
duced by Ciné St-Henri Inc., CBC and 
the NFB, with the financial assistance 
of I’Institut québécois du cinéma, the 
Canadian Film Development Corpora- 
tion (CFDC), and Famous Players; Au 
clair de la lune was produced by les 
Productions Albinie and the NFB, with 
the financial assistance of |’Institut 
québécois du cinéma and CFDC; The 
Wars, based on Timothy Findlay’s 
novel, was produced by the NFB and 
Neilsen-Ferns International (Torstar 
Corporation) and Polyphon Film-Und 
Fernsch GmbH in collaboration with 
Stdwestfunk Baden-Baden. 


Among the NFB’s short dramatic 
films, Valmont Jobin’s Un gars d’la 
place is particularly notable. Produced 
by the Ontario Studio, the film is based 
on the tragic events related to a strike 
in asmall Ontario community. Another 
dramatic work is Louis Riel: dernier 
songe, about Louis Riel on the eve of 
his execution. This short drama was 
directed by Claude Grenier in the 
NFB’s Winnipeg Studio. 


Gaston Sarault completed Ecoutez 
voir/Listen, You'll See..., an exper- 
imental film that proves a theory; with 
sound, the meaning of images can be 
controlled. 


Films about and for the 
Third World 


In 1983-84, the NFB produced nine 
documentaries about and for Third 
World countries, two of which were 
made in collaboration with the United 
Nations Center for Human Settle- 
ments, one in collaboration with the 
Canadian International Development 
Agency (CIDA), another sponsored by 
CIDA and D.N.A.F.L.A. (la Direction 
nationale de |’alphabétisation fonction- 


nelle et de linguistique appliquée — 
France). They are: Cissin... 5 ans plus 
tard, Maurice Bulbulian’s and Kola M. 
Djim’s film on the development and 
evolution of squatters in the suburb 
of Ouagadougou, in Upper Volta; 
De mains et d’espoir, directed by 
Jacques Bensimon and filmed in 
Hann-Dalifort, a peaceful area on the 
outskirts of Dakar, Senegal, shows the 
respect people there have for ancient 
traditions and family values; A New 
Look for Naledi — Upgrading a 
Squatter Settlement, directed by Tina 
Viljoen, describes the aid provided by 
CIDA to Naledi, a squatter settle- 
ment near Gaborone, the capital of 
Botswana. And finally Pour du pain, 
directed by Jacques Vallée, is about 
attitudes of cooperation in African 
countries. 


Le Coeur et le Riz series is another 
example of NFB films produced for 
Third World countries. Directed by 
Michel Régnier, these five films are 
primarily intended to assist the para- 
medical workers of Bangladesh in their 
tasks as educators, social workers and 
health workers. 


Sponsored Program, Still 
Photography Division and the 
Canadian Government Photo 
Centre 


The NFB’s Sponsored Program 
Division in Ottawa provides audio- 
visual products for federal government 
departments and agencies, while the 
Still Photography Division promotes 
the photography of contemporary 
artists. The Canadian Government 
Photo Centre is also a division of 
Ottawa services. 


The orders received from depart- 
ments and agencies for the pro- 
duction of films, videos, video- 
discs and other audiovisual materials, 
as well as research and develop- 
ment and post-production services, 


amounted to $9 360 000. A sum of 
$6 508 000 was paid to the private 
sector for the production of a large part 
of this work. 


The following three projects are 
examples of films produced by the 
Sponsored Program Division: River 
Journey, an Imax® production directed 
by John N. Smith and produced by the 
NFB for External Affairs Canada, for 
exhibition at the New Orleans World’s 
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Scene from the series Le Coeur et le Riz 


Fair (May to November 1984); Le Défi 
mondial, a six-part series based on a 
book by Jean-Jacques Servan- 
Schreiber, produced by Via le Monde 
Canada Inc., hosted by Peter Ustinov 
and Patrick Watson, and financed by 
CIDA, Energy, Mines and Resources 
Canada, CBC, CFDC, Antenne I 
(France), Via le Monde Canada Inc., 
l’Institut national de |’audiovisuel 
(France), Amnibus Video, and Colm 
O'Shea; and Francomer, a series of 
six videotapes dealing with second 
language training for Coast Guard of- 
ficers, produced by S.D.A. Ltd. of 
Montreal for Transport Canada and 
the Public Service Commission of 
Canada 


Another sponsored film, Under the 
Sun, directed by Infield Productions 
Limited for the NFB and Public Works 
Canada, won two awards at the 10th 
Annual Film & Television Awards in 
Edmonton (Alberta): Best Promotional 
Film and Best Music to Bob Derkach. 


The NFB continued the Video Inter- 
active Learning System experiment 
undertaken last year on behalf of the 
Department of National Defence. De- 
signed to train recruits, the project 
comprises 12 learning stations where- 
by the trainee can select videos from 
a series produced by NFB. From the 
main computer, a training instructor 
can monitor trainee input. 


The Still Photography Division pro- 
duced two major exhibitions in 1983- 
1984. ‘‘Everest ’82: Photographs by 
Pat Morrow” was inaugurated at 
Centre 64 in Kimberley, British 
Columbia. This exhibition has been 
very successful and has generated 
bookings for two years. The second 
exhibition, ‘‘Document: Aspects of 
Canadian Life,’’ was first featured at 
the NFB Photo Gallery in Ottawa and 
has been added to NFB’s Travelling 
Exhibition Program. During the year, 
145 centers selected and obtained 
exhibitions reaching an audience of 
400 000. 


The Canadian Government Photo 
Centre’s revenue in 1964, its first year 
in operation, was $36 000; in 1983-84 
the Photo Centre, which includes a 
Photothéque and a Laboratory, re- 
ported sales of 3.4 million dollars, a 
13% increase over 1982-1983. 


Versions and Assistance to 
Young Filmmaker Programs 


In order to make its productions 
available to as many people as pos- 
sible, the National Film Board 
translates many of its films into 
French, English and other languages 
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This year, the Version Studio’s pro- 
duction of English versions included 
The Shimmering Beast (La Béte 
lumineuse), directed by Pierre 
Perrault; Plenty of Nothing («Madame, 
vous avez rien»), directed by Dagmar 
Gueissaz; Beirut! Not Enough Death 
to Go Round (Beyrouth! «A défaut 
d’étre mort»), directed by Tahani 
Rached, and No More Hibakusha! 
(Plus jamais d’Hibakusha!) directed by 
Martin Duckworth. 


Of the French versions completed, 
the following are noted: Daisy — Le 
Dilemme d’une chirurgie esthétique 
(Daisy — The Story of a Facelift), 
directed by Michael Rubbo; Faut se 
grouiller (Getting Started), by Richard 
Condie; Le Pharaon oublié — A la 
recherche d’Akhenaton (The Lost 
Pharaoh: The Search for Akhenaten), 
by Nicholas Kendall; and Miller 
Brittain (Miller Brittain), by Kent 
Martin. Gulfstream, directed by Bruce 
Mackay and William Hansen, was pro- 
duced in Portuguese; /f You Love This 
Planet, directed by Terri Nash, and 
Gilles Carles’s and Camille Coudari’s 
Jouer sa vie (The Great Chess Movie) 
were versioned into Spanish and Por- 
tuguese; and Un monologue Nora- 
Sud (A North-South Monologue), 
by Jacques Godbout et Florian 
Sauvageau, was translated into 
Spanish. 


The NFB also continued to provide 
assistance to the Cree communities in 
the James Bay Region and particularly 
to the Communication Society of Lake 
Mistassini which is presently trans- 
lating certain NFB titles into Cree. 
They are also researching the possi- 
bility of establishing a network of pro- 
duction centers throughout the region. 


Apart from films produced within the 
NFB’s regular program, seventy-four 
projects received PAFFPS support 
(Program to Assist Films and Film- 
makers in the Private Sector). This 


program exists primarily to train young 
filmmakers. This year’s assistance 
amounted to $540 800, a 42% in- 
crease over last year’s budget. 


For the fourth year, French Pro- 
duction’s Animation Studio held a 
contest for young filmmakers — the 
winner was given an opportunity to 
animate his first professional film; and 
English Production organized 17 
training workshops in Montreal and in

the regions. 


National and International 
Exchanges 


As part of a six-week Canadian 
documentary film event at the Library 
of Congress in Washington D.C., 
Donald Brittain, Tom Daly, Roman 
Kroitor and Colin Low participated in 
a symposium organized in cooperation 
with the Canadian Embassy; Co 
Hoedeman was part of the South 
Carolina Arts Commission’s Southern 
Circuit tour of four U.S. cities where 
he showed NFB animation films; 
Pierre Hébert was a guest animator in 
Holland and Belgium where he con- 
ducted workshops on engraving on 
film. As well, through the NFB’s 


Academic Outreach Program de- 
signed to promote the NFB in univer- 
sities, NFB producers, directors and 
editors were guests at several Cana- 
dian and American universities, most 
notably the University of Quebec in 
Montreal, Boston’s M.I.T., and Cornell 
University in Ithaca, New York. The 
latter devoted an entire course to the 
work of the National Film Board. 


The English and French Production 
branches welcomed visitors Peter 
Frederick Rosing, Director of 
Greenland Television, and filmmakers 
Henri Alekan, Thomas Mauch and 
Emile De Antonio. Other visitors in- 
cluded a Soviet delegation, people 
from the communications milieu, 
members of the Diplomatic and Con- 
sulate Corp, plus many university 
students. 


; Tributes to Filmmakers 


In October, Maurice Blackburn, a 
noted Quebec composer, received the 
Albert-Tessier Award from the Quebec 
government. This prestigious award is 
reserved for filmmakers of exceptional 
talent. The Cinématheque Québécoise 
presented a Maurice Blackburn ret- 
rospective in recognition of his out- 
standing career. In March, the Acad- 
emy of Canadian Cinema paid tribute 
to Norman McLaren, awarding hima 
special Genie, for his fifty-year con- 
tribution to the art of animation. And 
finally, in recognition of the work she 
has done for the Abenaki people, 
producer-director Alanis Obomsawin 
was named a member of the Order of 
Canada. 


A Year in Review 


: Research and Development 


The Research and Development 
Service created a databank on film 
and video technology. More than 100 
subject categories and 500 headings 
are now accessible on microfiche. This 
service is open to the public and the 
NFB has received numerous requests 
for information. 


Technical Services’ new Video Post- 
Production Center is now under con- 
struction. Complete with a telecine 
chain based on the flying spot scan- 
ner principle, and videotape machines 
with 25.5 mm videotape recorders 
(type C), this equipment meets the 
latest broadcast quality standards and 
will eliminate the need for intermediate 
duplicating steps when NFB films are 
televised. Video masters will be broad- 
cast directly. The Center will be link- 
ed to the NFB’s laboratory. 


With the help of summer students, 
the Research and Development 
Phototheque was completed. Con- 
sisting of 10 000 slides, it provides an 
organized record of over 40 years of 
technical activities at the NFB. This in- 
formation was indexed in French and 
English and compiled on a word pro- 
cessing disc. 


The Technical and Artistic Ser- 
vices Branch participated in studies as 
diversified as the recovery of the Labo- 
ratory’s waste water and distribution 
by satellite. Conferences were held on 
the subjects of videodisc and laser 
technology. 


In addition, a prototype robot de- 
signed to control certain camera 
functions is undergoing testing. Con- 
ceived by John Pley, it will be as- 
sembled by an Ontario firm. In Engi- 
neering, a computer program has 
been drawn up by Michael Drolet to 


Technical and Artistic Services 


In 1983-1984, the Technical and Artistic Services Branch pur- 
sued its research activities, continued to renovate its technical 
facilities, and participated in conferences and other fruitful ex- 
changes within the cinematic milieu. The Branch also provided ad- 
vice and assistance to others working in the film industry. 


The NFB’s Technical and Artistic Services include: Sound Re- 
cording and Video; Visual Effects; Preproduction; Engineering; 
Research and Development; and a Laboratory. It employs a total per- 
manent staff of 193 augmented by a number of temporary employees 


during peak production periods.

‘ Renovations 


Among the numerous renovations 
accomplished this year, the NFB 
adapted its sound transfer equipment 
and facilities to the standards of the 


One of the new sound transfer rooms 


European Broadcast Union (EBU), 
rendering NFB material compatible 
with European and other American 
systems; one of the mixing theaters 
was completely updated; a black and 
white developing machine was over- 
hauled; and a new control system and 
a second Horston 16 mm projector 
were added to the projection booth of 
NFB Montreal's most prestigious 
theater — frequently open to the 
public. 


Exchange of Technical 

Knowledge 

Exchanges between NFB tech- 
nicians and those of the private sec- 
tor, including international experts, are 


vital to staying abreast of technical 
developments. 


National Film Board technicians 
attended courses in Canada and 
abroad on a variety of subjects. Thir- 
teen technicians attended a two-day 
seminar on optical effects and compo- 
sition, while another two-day course 
was offered to print inspectors in 
the field, in cooperation with RIT in 
Chicago, the firm that manufactures 
the equipment in use. Kodak orga- 
nized a seminar on Optical Sound for 
technicians from the NFB’s sound and 
engineering departments, and, to- 
gether with the NFB’s Laboratory, a 
workshop on analytical problem sol- 
ving. Several representatives from pri- 
vate laboratories attended this latter 
event. 


Two specialists from NFB’s Visual 
Effects Service, Gilles Tremblay and 
Louise Overy, conducted two seminars 
on the production of film credits, one 
at Concordia University in Montreal 
and the other at the NFB’s Toronto 
Production Studio; Serge Bouthillier, 
also of Visual Effects, prepared a 
videotape entitled The ABC's of Film 
Titles. At the request of the local 
chapter of the Society of Motion 
Picture and Television Engineers 
(SMPTE), Leonard Green, Assistant 
Director of Technical and Artistic 
Services, held a seminar in Toronto on 
the NFB and its Technical and Artistic 
Services Branch. 


Perforations, a publication about the 
NFB’s technical operations, was pro- 
duced regularly in 1983-1984. It is 
widely circulated to members of the 
film and video industry. 

In the spring of 1983, Marcel 


Carriére, Director of the Technical and 
Artistic Services Branch, was _ in- 
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vited to Stirling University in Scotland. 
The resulting cultural and technical 
exchange will enable the NFB to co- 
operate more closely with Grierson 
Archives at Stirling University. Also, 
every two years the British Kinemato- 
graph, Sound and Television Society 
(BKSTS) organizes a technical confe- 
rence in London, England. Leonard 
Green was honoured by a Fellowship; 
he is the third Canadian ever to 
receive the award. 


Mr. Green was also the co-chairman 
of the 18th SMPTE World Conference 
held in Montreal in February. Hun- 
dreds of participants from Canada, the 
United States, and Europe attended, 
and several technicians from the NFB 
contributed to the organization of this 
successful meeting. 


Co-operation with the Film 
Industry 


The Technical and Artistic Ser- 
vices continued to provide advice and 
assistance to Toronto, Montreal and 
Vancouver producers, government de- 
partments, private laboratories, tele- 
vision networks, and various non-profit 
organizations. 


Their contribution to feature films 


Set created by Technical and Artistic Services for the 
films The Tin Flute and Bonheur d'occasion 


undertaken by both the NFB and inde- 
pendent production houses was con- 
siderable: shooting stage, mixing 
theaters, carpentry shop, laboratory, 
titles — in short, all resources were 
mobilized. 


Finally, due to the growing demand 
for video prints, large duplication 
orders are now contracted out to 
Montreal and Toronto firms. 


A Year in Review 


— Across Canada, distribution repre- 
sentatives used every opportunity to 
show NFB films to as many people as 
possible, and more importantly to 
those in need of specific resource 
material. And, while the traditional 
distribution outlets of television, com- 
mercial theaters, group and special 
screenings, and festivals were indeed 
satisfactory, this year’s highlight was 
the introduction of NFB’s video rental 
programs to provide greater access to 
films. Other activities such as the 
development of FORMAT, various au- 
dience research studies, publications 
and exhibits also generated better and 
wider utilization of National Film Board 
films. 


: Television 


On the French network of CBC, 
prime-time telecasts included: Comme 
en Californie (679 000 viewers); La 
Quarantaine (Beyond Forty), a feature 
by Anne Claire Poirier about childhood 
friends who get together thirty years 
later (663 000 viewers); the French 
version of If You Love This Planet (Si 
cette planéte vous tient a coeur), the 
anti-nuclear film that won Terri Nash 
an Oscar in 1983 (418 000 viewers); 
Massabielle, a short drama by 
Jacques Savoie, inspired by a true 
Acadian event and winner of five pri- 
zes at the 3rd Atlantic Film and Video 
Festival (318 000 viewers). 


Distribution 


This year 254 new productions were marketed in Canada. The War 
series achieved remarkable success on television, and, theatrically, 
NFB films Les Enfants des normes — Post-scriptum and Comme en 
Californie were extremely popular with the Quebec public. NFB’s par- 
ticipation in various festivals and special events including cross- 
country premieres of films such as Plus jamais d’Hibakusha! in 
Montreal, Home Feeling: Struggle for a Community in Toronto, 
Attention: Women at Work! and Femmes au travail! in Ottawa, as well 
as the proliferation of public screenings all across the country 
created an exceptionally good demand for its products, resulting in 
increased print bookings and a 12% hike in sales. In addition, the 
new method of distributing films on videocassettes has produced 
good results. And an impressive new Canada Map was produced for 
schools. Educational institutions have traditionally been important 
users of NFB products, and this year filmstrip sales are up by 8%. 


Abroad, the NFB participated in many cultural events including film 
festivals, conferences and retrospectives. French Production pro- 
duced an exhibition on the work of its Animation Studio for display. 
The Canadian Travel Film Program has continued to be successful, 
and the National Film Board’s liaison office in Los Angeles remains 


dynamic. 


On English CBC, the War series 
attracted 1 022 000 viewers, and it is 
estimated that 2 300 000 people saw 
at least one of the seven episodes, 
excellent ratings according to CBC. 
Other telecasts included /f You Love 
This Planet (1 563 000 viewers); The 
Children’s Crusade, an NFB/CBC pro- 
duction by Donald Brittain about 
the Company of Young Canadians 
(477 000 viewers); See You in the 
Funny Papers, a film on Lynn 
Johnston, the internationally syndi- 
cated cartoonist, directed by Grant 
Munro (398 000 viewers). 


On Radio-Québec, NFB telecasts 
included La Béte lumineuse (The 
Shimmering Beast), Pierre Perrault’s 
film about nine men and their Indian 
guides who withdraw to the wilderness 
for one week to hunt moose and es- 
cape their daily routines; Au pays de 
Zom, a neo-surrealistic fantasy by 
Gilles Groulx; Les Enfants des normes 
— Post-scriptum; and Les Enfants de 
Soljenitsyne... y a pas a dire, font du 
bruit a Paris (Solzhenitsyn's Children... 
Are Making a Lot of Noise in Paris), 
Michael Rubbo’s film on the New Left 
in France. 


In addition to the weekly telecasts 
of NFB films on TV Ontario’s educa- 
tional channel, four films on well- 
known Canadian authors, Farley 
Mowat, W.O. Mitchell, Earle Birney 


and Margaret Laurence, were pre- 
sented. Also shown was a series of 11 
half-hour videos entitled Tourism /s 
Your Business, directed by JPL Pro- 
ductions through NFB’s Sponsored 
Program. British Columbia's educa- 
tional channel, serving the entire pro- 
vince plus a large part of the Yukon, 
recorded 1 300 telecasts of NFB films. 


On pay-TV, Superchannel pur- 
chased 20 titles to be telecast over the 
next two years, including Why Rock 
the Boat?, directed by John Howe and 
based on a novel by William Weintraub, 
and subtitled versions of Cordé/ia, 
Jean Beaudin’s feature film based on 
an historical event which took place at 
the turn of the century, and La 
Quarantaine (Beyond Forty). In June, 
C Channel devoted a whole evening 
to NFB films, including The Sand 
Castle by Co Hoedeman, which won 
an Oscar in 1978, and For the Love of 
Dance, a documentary directed by 
John N. Smith, Michael McKennirey, 
Cynthia Scott and David Wilson, fea- 
turing seven Canadian dance troupes, 
and produced jointly by the NFB and 
the Canada Council. Star Channel 
telecasts included The Kid Who 
Couldn't Miss, a portrayal of Billy 
Bishop, the legendary World War | ace 
pilot, directed by Paul Cowan, and The 
Devil at Your Heels, a feature-length 
documentary by Robert Fortier about 
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the late Ken Carter’s long-time ob- 
session to be the greatest daredevil of 
all time. 


TVEC purchased the unlimited tele- 
vision rights of 12 films for a period of 
one year and 15 films for a period of 
two years, notably: Derriére I’image, 
Jacques Godbout’s analysis of the 
media world and particularly television 
news programs; Les Adeptes (The 
Followers), Gilles Blais’ close look at 
one of the controversial new religious 
organizations; Partis pour la gloire, an 
historical drama by Clément Perron 
filmed in the Beauce region, about 
those who resisted conscription during 
WWII, and La Fleur aux dents based 
on Gilles Archambault’s novel and 
directed by Thomas Vamos. 


On cable television, the Société 
Télécable Vidéotron Limitée once 
again renewed its contract with the 
NFB, originally signed in 1978. Over 
800 NFB films are now available on 
request to subscribers through the 
cable company’s four reserved chan- 
nels. Of the entire collection offered to 
members, NFB films remain the most 
popular. Other cable companies also 
programmed NFB films, particularly in 
the Ottawa Valley where several sta- 
tions ran a program of 13 half-hours 
up to five times. 


Public and Special Screenings 


While theatrical screenings de- 
creased by 24% this year, Les Enfants 
des normes — Post-scriptum, Bey- 
routh! «A défaut d’étre mort» (Beirut! 
Not Enough Death to Go Round), Plus 
jamais d'Hibakusha! (No More Hibak- 
usha!) and Comme en Californie are 
examples of NFB films that played in 
Francophone repertory theaters. 


Feature films completed this year 
were marketed by independent dis- 
tributors. In the fall, The Wars was 
launched simultaneously in Toronto, 
Ottawa and Vancouver; The Tin Flute 


had its debut at the Montreal World 
Film Festival and the Toronto Festi- 
val of Festivals, and it enjoyed a great 
success in Quebec theaters. In co- 
operation with the Franco-Manitoban 
Cultural Centre, the French version, 
Bonheur d’occasion, was also pre- 
sented in many Western cities 


(Winnipeg, Edmonton, Saskatoon and 
Regina, among others), in conjunction 
with the Salon du livre de I’Ouest tri-

bute to Gabrielle Roy. 


Film premieres are considered 
highly important events. The following 
are examples of this activity: Les 
Enfants des normes — Post-scriptum 
premiered on a giant video screen at 
Montreal's Congrés de |’Alliance des 
professeurs, in October; and Donald 
Winkler’s F.R. Scott: Rhyme and 
Reason at McGill University in 
Montreal. This is a portrait of Canada’s 
prolific poet, noted legal scholar, and 
active civil libertarian. Lynn Johnston’s 
hometown, Lynn Lake, Manitoba, was 
chosen for the premiere of See You in 
the Funny Papers. At Toronto’s Har- 
bourfront, the premieres of Un gars 
d'la place and Le Cerf-volantiste, di- 
rected by Guy Bénard about Claude 


Thibodeau, offbeat and colorful artist, 
drew a full house. 


In Montreal, a Symposium on Media 
and Disarmament at the University of 
Quebec was the setting for the pre- 
miere of Plus jamais d’Hibakusha! (No 
More Hibakusha!) and in Saskatoon 
the former minister of Justice, the 
Honorable Emmett Hall, attended the 
launching of Bitter Medicine. Other 
premieres included From Bears to 
Bartok, a film by Reevan Dolgoy pro- 
duced jointly by the NFB and the Banff 
Centre for Continuing Education, cele- 
brating the Banff School of Fine Arts 
where, for over fifty years, performing 
artists in all disciplines have met to 
perfect their techniques; Laughter in 
My Soul, at Ontario Place in Toronto; 
and Home Feeling: Struggle for a 
Community which premiered in the 
‘““Jane-Finch Corridor,’ the area of 
North York, Toronto, where the film 
was shot. This last film became the 
object of a barrage of publicity at its 
premiere, and the public subsequently 
flocked to screenings across the 
country. 


Other special events include: At 
Harbourfront in Toronto, a screening 
of films to promote peace, including 
the War series and /f You Love This 
Planet; a prestige screening of From 
Bears to Bartok at the Calgary 
Glenbow Museum; and a presentation 
of Beyond the Frontier (an NFB and 
Energy, Mines and Resources Canada 
co-production), Dale Phillips’ study of 
three methods of extracting petroleum 
in the Arctic, at the Edmonton Inter- 
national Oil Conference (Inter-Can 83). 
In addition, Left Brain — Right Brain, 
about neurological research, directed 
by John Bassett, and Captive Minds 
— Hypnosis and Beyond were pre- 
sented at the Symposium on Edu- 
cational Implications of the Brain, in 
Edmonton. 


At the Calgary Stampede, the NFB 
organized screenings that drew an 
audience of 8 000. Also in Calgary, 
5 000 scouts from all over the world 
watched a program of NFB films. At 
Toronto’s Showcase ’84 — a vast fair 
which attracts many educators, libra- 
rians and audiovisual specialists, 765 
screenings of NFB films took place. 
Also in Toronto, a 70-film retrospective 
attracted over 1 000: people to the 
Art Gallery of Ontario. At Ottawa’s 
Carleton University, a program was 
organized with the Continuing Educa- 
tion Department whereby 35 hours of 
NFB material were presented for the 
first time as part of the University’s 
community outreach program. In addi- 
tion, a film program organized jointly 
by the Winnipeg office and the Franco- 
Manitoban Cultural Centre toured 
Western francophone regions, and in 
sixteen evenings attracted 4000 
people. 


NFB films were also screened in 
regional film festivals, including the 
Inuvik Nordic Film Festival, the Univer- 
sity of Alberta’s Festival of Films on 
the Third World, Dauphin Manitoba’s 
Ukrainian Film Festival, and the Rouyn 
(Québec) Festival. 


Certain productions were the ob- 
ject of very special distribution; a 
series of films sponsored by Health 
and Welfare Canada under the aus- 
pices of the National Clearinghouse on 
Family Violence was shown from 
Halifax to Vancouver to hundreds of 
police officers, social workers, school 
principals and health professionals. 


Another film, Four Centuries: The 
Firearm in Canada, co-produced by 
NFB and the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General of Canada, was viewed by 
over 1000 firearm experts in four 
Ontario cities. 

In addition, two NFB films had an 
enormous success in distribution. 
These are: / Want to Be an Engineer, 


directed by Beverly Shaffer and pro- 
duced with the collaboration of the 
Canadian Council of Engineers, Em- 
ployment and Immigration Canada, 
the Public Service Commission of 
Canada, Atomic Energy of Canada 
Ltd., and Petro-Canada; and Atten- 
tion: Women at Work! and Femmes 
au travail!, directed by Anne 


Henderson, produced by the NFB in 
collaboration with the Canadian Unity

Information Office; Employment and 
Immigration Canada; Health and 
Welfare Canada; Labour Canada, 
Women’s Bureau; Secretary of State, 
Women’s Program; Status of Women 
Canada; Canadian Advisory Council 
on the Status of Women; and other 
participants in the Federal Women’s 
Film Program. 


| Want to Be an Engineer was bor- 
rowed 2.46 times more often than the 
recorded average for NFB films. 
Released simultaneously in English 
and French versions at the Second 
Conference of Women Engineers in 
Montreal in the spring of 1983, it was 
well received by women’s organiza- 
tions, by young people who are the 
film's target audience, and by educa- 


tors who use it to encourage women 
to consider a career in engineering. 
Moreover, the film was selected by 
CBC to be shown during the summer 
in prime-time. 

Attention: Women at Work! and 
Femmes au travail!, films that encour- 
age women to opt for non-traditional 
careers, mark the debut of a series 
planned by the Federal Women’s Film 
Program. This Program, made up of 
a coalition of federal agencies and 
ministries, has as its goal the pro- 
duction and distribution of films about 
the situation of women in Canada. 
These two films have received, as has 
| Want to Be an Engineer, uncondi- 
tional support from the Honorable 
Judy Erola, minister responsible for 
the Status of Women Canada, who 
presided over the premieres of 
Henderson’s films in Ottawa last 
November. Public response has been 
more than favorable, since the two 
films have been requested 3.45 times 
more often than the average for other 
NFB films. 


i Schools 


NFB presence in schools was greater 
than ever. Filmstrips sales were up 
by 8% and film bookings also in- 
creased. Two experimental programs 
were successfully completed: in 
British Columbia, a unique and more 
efficient preview system for teachers 
was initiated by the NFB, in an effort 
to remedy the chronic shortage of film 
prints; in collaboration with educa- 
tional television and provincial au- 
thorities, selected NFB titles were 
telecast at a specified time. Educa- 
tional media resource centers through- 
out the province and the Yukon were 
given permission to tape the programs 
and to circulate tapes to teachers in 
their respective regions. The other ex- 
periment, conducted with the Indians 
of Nouveau-Québec, involved the 
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screening and subsequent discussion 
of films, in an effort to facilitate parent- 
teacher relations. 


| Festivals 


NFB films were presented at all 
major Canadian international festivals: 
Montreal, Toronto, Halifax, Banff, 
Edmonton, Vancouver and Yorkton, 
and at important film events such as 
the Grierson Seminar and Canadian 
Film Images, and won 18 awards in- 
cluding a Genie for Ted Baryluk’s 
Grocery, a short documentary about 
a Ukrainian corner-store grocer in 
Manitoba, directed by Michael Mirus 
and John Paskievich. The NFB sup- 
ports most of the. above events 
through grants or by providing goods 
and services. 


; The Video Era 


For many years NFB clients have 
had the choice of borrowing 16 mm 
films or purchasing videocassettes. 
Videos were not available for loan. 
However, as the demand increased, 
the NFB decided to move into the area 
of video rental. On the French side, an 
agreement was signed with Les Pro- 
ductions Vidéo MPA Inc. of Montreal 
to include forty NFB titles in its video 
clubs. Selected for their entertainment 
value, these were the first videos with 
Canadian content offered to the fran- 
cophone public. On the English side, 
fifty films were listed with video 
clubs, through Crawford Video One 
(Moncton), Video One Canada Ltd. 
(Vancouver), MPA Video Distributors 
(Montreal), and International Home 
Entertainment Canada Ltd. (Whitby). 
If You Love This Planet and Bill 
Mason’s classic Cry of the Wild en- 
joyed a success beyond expectations. 


Responding to the needs of those 
who use video in their work, the NFB 
established a second video distribu- 
tion network, making a selected 


number of titles available on video- 
cassette, for both private and institu- 
tional use, through the following NFB 
offices: Montreal, Quebec and Ottawa 
for French-language videos; also in 
Toronto, Halifax, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver for English. 


The introduction of Videostat, a free 
duplicating service and a major pilot 
project in the Ottawa region, offered 
a new service enabling home video

users to select NFB films on VHS and 
Betamax format. The user must fur- 
nish the blank cassette. 


Research — FORMAT — 
Publications — Exhibitions 


Several audience research studies 
relating to the interests and expecta- 
tions of the general public, of special- 
ized audiences, and on the various 
aspects of programming were carried 
out. Studies were also conducted on 
pay-TV, while others dealt with the 
impact of a proposed NFB cable 
channel, as well as reactions to cer- 
tain films or film concepts. Surveys of 
new home video consumers were also 
completed, and, in relation to specific 
films, studies were initiated in an ef- 


fort to determine target audiences. 


As part of a strategy to modernize 
its distribution technologies, the NFB 
has continued to enhance its com- 
puterized information retrieval system 
known as FORMAT. More film titles 
were added to the database, and con- 
tacts with other institutions were inten- 
sified. For example, the Cinéma- 
théque québécoise, Quebec’s film ar- 
chives, is now feeding information on 
shorts and features into the FORMAT 
database. There are many other ex- 
amples of collaboration, and FORMAT 
is rapidly becoming the first national 
database for information on Canadian 
audiovisual materials. 


To promote wider use of its pro- 
ducts, NFB published numerous bro- 
chures and flyers, and other support 
material to accompany its films. Edu- 
cation Update is a newsletter 
distributed to 30 000 educators. Other 
publications include specialized cata- 
logues by subject matter: for example, 
Beyond the Image: A Guide to Films 
about Women and Change and Images 
de femmes — Un répertoire de films 
traitant de la condition feminine, two 
catalogues of films dealing with 
women’s concerns, were produced 
in collaboration with the Federal 
Women’s Film Program. 


As well, a new map of Canada was 
produced by the National Film Board. 
The large, rectangular-shaped map, 
measuring 480 cm by 80 cm, is acom- 
puter-generated outline of Canada, 
hand-painted to provide a bird’s-eye 
view of the country in late summer. It 
was unveiled by Governor General 
Edward Schreyer in Ottawa last 
February in the presence of a hundred 
guests. The map is an ideal com- 
plement to NFB films and multi-media 
productions already widely used in 
schools. Comprehensive resource 
manuals, one in English, one in 


French, were also prepared, in co-op- 
eration with educators from across 
Canada, for use in primary and secon- 
dary schools. 


During the Christmas season, 
animation artists created a mural on 
the theme of peace, for exhibition in 
a Montreal metro station. Two other 
exhibits were organized: an exhibition 
of the artwork from Co Hoedeman’s 
films, organized in collaboration with 
Neerland Art Québec for display at 
Montreal’s Place Ville-Marie; and an 
exhibition of still photographs from 
Norman McLaren’s film Narcissus, for 
the Montreal World Film Festival pre- 
miere and subsequent premieres 
across the country. 


Various promotional efforts have 
yielded conclusive results. In sum- 
mary, although 16 mm prints sales 
decreased by 30%, videocassette 
sales increased by 74% for a total 
sales increase of 12%. Loans of spon- 
sored films distributed by the NFB or 
by the sponsoring government depart- 
ment increased by 17%. Two hundred 
and fifty-four new titles were marketed, 
and film bookings made through our 
30 distribution offices were recorded 
at 529 881. 


3 Internationally, the Film Board plays 
two roles: firstly, it acts as a cultural 
agent, representing Canada at various 
film-related events and lending films 
through Canadian embassies, and 
secondly, it functions as a marketing 
agent, selling films to broadcasters, 
distributors and non-profit organiza- 
tions, distributing the films of the 
Canadian Travel Film Program, and 
maintaining its Los Angeles office 
liaison services. 
' NFB, the Cultural Agent 

In March, the Austrian Film Museum 
of Vienna screened the seven films of 
the War series on seven consecutive 
days. The National Film Theatre of 


London organized a three-night film 
event on Canadian animation: the first 
screening was devoted to NFB clas- 
sics, the second to its recent releases, 
and the third consisted of private sec- 
tor films plus a premiere of Narcissus. 


In French-language European coun- 
tries, the National Film Board’s devel- 
oping collaboration with Canadian 
cultural centers led to the creation of 
an impressive videothéque in Paris,

and to the production of Portrait d’un 
studio d’animation, an exhibit of the 
work of the NFB’s French animators. 
Consisting of 36 elements from 25 ani- 
mation films, the exhibit was accom- 
panied by an illustrated information 
booklet. Following its three month run 
in Paris, some of the artwork was 
loaned to Arnhem and Anvers for an 
international exhibition; the exhibit 
was then reconstituted and displayed 
at the Brussels Convention Center and 
the Fine Arts Academy in Gand, 
Belgium. NFB's participation in the 
Holland exhibition included the loan of 
artwork, films and photographs, plus 
the production of Holland Animation, 
an eight-minute film directed by Grant 
Munro in which Norman McLaren pays 


tribute to colleagues and thanks the 
Dutch people for honoring his work 
during the festival. 


Canada was well represented at 
other European festivals. Jacques 
Godbout was a jury member at the 
Moscow Festival, Diane Létourneau, 
at the International Film Festival of 
Nyon, and Grant Munro, at the Orieto 
Festival, in Spain. Au pays de Zom 
was presented at the Berlin Forum 
of Cinema for Youth and La Béte 
lumineuse at the Cannes Film Festival. 


In the United States, retrospectives 
of NFB films took place in Denver, 
Colorado, and in Honolulu, Hawaii. 
These were organized by the Cana- 
dian Consulate in San Francisco in 
collaboration with the NFB. Gala, a 
film on dance produced jointly by NFB 
and the Canada Council, enjoyed a 
prestigious premiere at the New York 
Museum of Modern Art, followed by 
premieres in Los Angeles and San 
Diego. The Museum of Modern Art in 
New York also paid tribute to Norman 
McLaren by organizing a Narcissus 
premiere in December. The film was 
again shown at New York's Lincoln 
Center and in Boston where the 
Governor of Massachusetts attended 
to present Norman McLaren with the 
Silver Bowl Award in recognition of his 
half-century contribution to the art of 
cinema. The event was organized by 
the Canadian Consulate General and 
the Boston Film/Video Foundation. 


Lyle Cruickshank, as head of Inter- 
national Distribution, attended the 
Association for Educational Commu- 
nications Technology annual confer- 
ence in New Orleans where he show- 
ed film excerpts and presented a 
paper entitled ‘Feeding the Satellites: 
Film Magic for the '80s."’ In Denton, 
Texas, American speakers partici- 
pated in a debate inspired by /f You 
Love This Planet, Terri Nash's anti- 
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nuclear film labelled propaganda by 
the U.S. Department of Justice. 


NFB films won many prizes at 
American festivals, including the Silver 
Hugo for The Kid Who Couldn't Miss, 
voted best documentary at Chicago’s 
19th International Film Festival. 


In 1983-1984, the NFB continued to 
administer, through its Ottawa offices, 
a Certification Program under the 
UNESCO Beirut Agreement designed 
to facilitate the free flow of audiovisual 
materials between countries. 


In an effort to reach foreign au- 
diences interested in knowing more 
about Canada, External Affairs dis- 
tributes numerous NFB titles through 
its embassies, consulates and diplo- 
matic posts. To this end, Canada 
Today, directed by Atlantis Films 
Limited and produced by the NFB and 
External Affairs Canada, was trans- 
lated into Thai and Turkish. This year, 
NFB print bookings made through the 
External Affairs network amounted to 
105 942. 


| NFB, the Marketing Agent 


The War series, among others, was 
bought by the Philippines, the Repu- 
blic of Korea, Japan, Brunei, and 
Ireland television; Yugoslavian televi- 
sion purchased 21 documentaries; 
and Bahrain television acquired 39 
half-hour films, grouped under three 
series, and subtitled in Arabic. Subse- 
quently, these films were purchased 
by Iraq and Syria as well. Television 
Stations in Japan, Malaysia, and New 
Zealand purchased a number of titles, 
while francophone European televi- 
sion broadcasters were particularly 
interested in Si cette planéte vous tient 
a coeur (If You Love This Planet), Plus 
jamais d’Hibakusha! (No More Hiba- 
kusha!), and Comme en Californie. 


In Africa, major sales to television in 
Nigeria and Angola were recorded. In 
the United States, A War Story, Anne 


Wheeler's documentary portraying her 
father, a Canadian physician captured 
in Singapore and interned in a 
Japanese prison camp, Daisy — The 
Story of a Facelift, and The Kid Who 
Couldn't Miss were telecast on the 
PBS network. Breakthroughs in tele- 
vision sales in Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Argentina, Peru and Surinam were 
achieved and, for the first time, TV 
sales were made in the Bahamas,

Barbados and Curacao. 


The Paris office reports particularly 
good commercial sales in Spain. The 
London office sold One Man, Robin 
Spry’s feature film sensitively por- 
traying one man’s confrontation with 
himself, his ideals and the realities 
around him, to Sovexportfilm in the 
Soviet Union, and, to Israel, eight short 
films and the NFB classic Mon oncle 
Antoine, directed by Claude Jutra. 


In brief, in Europe, markets flour- 
ished: In Germany, for example, 
10 000 copies of thirty films were 
distributed in 1983-1984. 


In Asia and Oceania, discounting 
the sale of Sydney Australia’s NFB col- 
lection of 1 150 films to Melbourne’s 


Victoria State Film Center, print sales 
to governments, schools, universities 
and non-profit organizations main- 
tained its previous level, with the ex- 
ception of multi-media products — 
videocassette sales increased by 74% 
and 8 mm loops by 148%. Moreover, 
reports from Sydney and Montreal 
confirm numerous sales, to Australian 
and New Zealand distributors, of films 
to be shown in theaters. 


In the United States, the controver- 
sial films Acid Rain: Requiem or 
Recovery, directed by Crawley Films 
Limited for NFB and Environment 
Canada, and /f You Love This Planet 
received unprecedented distribution 
as did Bonnie Sherr Klein’s Not a Love 
Story: A Film about Pornography. 


Moreover, the NFB developed new 
markets: in Panama, an initial sale of 
educational cassettes was achieved; 
in France, a limited video distribution 
experiment proved successful, while 
in the United States the industrial and 
business world discovered Jean- 
Jacques Leduc’s and André Leduc’s 
Zea and Co Hoedeman’s The Sand 
Castle, both experimental films useful 
in training programs to develop staff 
creativity. 


Undoubtedly, the presence of NFB 
distribution representatives at major 
international markets and at various 
national fairs (such as at Santiago, 
Chili, and Guayaquil, Equador) con- 
tributed to NFB’s success. At the 
Berlin marketplace, the NFB put the 
accent on animation films and, at the 
same time, presented the War series 
and a dozen other documentaries. 
Buyers at MIP-TV, in Cannes, always 
interested in animation, purchased 
several documentaries as well. 


The Canadian Travel Film Program 
is testimony to the willingness of fed- 
eral and provincial governments to 
collaborate on the promotion of tour- 


ism in Canada. The Board acts as the 
official distributor of tourist films for 
Tourism Canada and the ten prov- 
inces, the Yukon and the North West 
Territories. Films are housed in NFB 
offices in Canada, in Chicago, London, 
and Paris. Additional titles are placed 
in External Affairs libraries in various 
countries and territories deemed a 
priority by Tourism Canada. In Europe, 
these include the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Sweden, 
Austria, Denmark and Spain. Else- 
where, selected titles may be found in 
Israel, Japan, Australia, Hong Kong, 
Mexico, Venezuela, Colombia and 
Argentina. 


Most films made within the Cana- 
dian Travel Film Program are pro- 
duced by the sponsoring provinces 
who share the costs of prints. The 
cost of the Program administered by 


the Chicago, London and Paris offices 
is covered entirely by Tourism Canada 
which represents the largest single 
contribution to the Board’s distribution 
system from a federal department. 
This year, telecasts of tourism films 
rose to 15 759, a 65% increase over 
last year. 


In Los Angeles, the Film Canada 
Center provides a contact point for 
Canadian and American producers. 


Drawing conceived for the launch of If You Love This

The Center has set up over 200 
meetings between Canadian pro- 
ducers and Hollywood executives to 
help with the production development 
phase. 


The Center continued its ‘‘Filming 
in Canada Program’”’ which generated 
over 100 inquiries about location 
shooting in Canada, and approximate- 
ly 50 meetings to discuss specific 
projects in more detail. Productions 
actually shot or in pre-production in 
Canada to which the Center provided 
direct assistance amounted to 54 
million dollars. With a usual economic 
multiplier effect of three for cultural in- 
dustries, this should represent a global 
impact of 162 million dollars.

1. Authority and purposes 


The National Film Board was 
established in 1950 under the National 
Film Act to initiate and promote the 
production and distribution of films in 
the national interest and in particular 
to: 


produce and distribute, and to pro- 
mote the production and distribution 
of, films designed to interpret 
Canada to Canadians and to other 
nations; 


represent the Government of 
Canada in its relations with persons 
engaged in commercial motion pic- 
ture film activity in connection with 
motion picture films for the Govern- 
ment or any department thereof; 


engage in research in film activity 
and to make available the results 
thereof to persons engaged in the 
production of films; 


advise the Governor in Council in 
connection with film activities; and 


discharge such other duties relating 
to film activity as the Governor in 
Council may direct it to undertake. 


The Board, through the operation of 
a revolving fund having a permanent 
continuing authority from Parliament, 
can make payments out of the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund for working 
capital and the interim financing of 
operating costs and the acquisition of 
fixed assets and can record the in- 
crease in the net book value of fixed 
assets against this authority, which 
provides that the aggregate of ad- 
missible working capital and net book 
value of fixed assets is not to exceed 
$20 million at any one time. A 
parliamentary authority, to replenish 
the revolving fund for net acquisitions 
of fixed assets and the admissible cost 
of operations, is voted annually and 
recorded in the year to which it ap- 
plies. Any unused balance lapses.

2. Significant accounting policies 


Production of films and other 
visual material 


All production costs are charged to 
operations in the year in which they 
are incurred and shown in the state- 
ment of operations as follows: 


Board’s program 

All costs incurred for unsponsored 
productions and the excess of costs 
over the sponsor’s contribution for 
partially-sponsored productions. 


Government of Canada and outside 
parties 

All costs incurred for fully-sponsored 
productions and the sponsored 
costs of partially-sponsored pro- 
ductions. 


Revenues from production of film 
and other visual material are ac- 
counted for at an amount equal to the 
sponsored production costs during the 
year in which these costs are incurred. 
Any profit is recognized in the year the 
production is completed. 


Film prints 


The cost of prints made for sale pur- 
poses is recorded as inventories. The 
cost of other prints is expensed on a 
current basis. 


Inventories 


Productions in process are carried 
at the cumulative amount of costs in- 
curred for each production exceeding 
advances invoiced, up to the amount 
of the sponsored unbilled balance. On 
the other hand, any cumulative excess 
of advances invoiced over costs in- 
curred is recorded as advances on 
productions. 


Materials and supplies are carried 
at the lower of the average cost and 
replacement value. 


Film prints and other visual material 
held for resale are carried at the lower 
of the average direct cost of produc- 
tion and net realizable value. 


Fixed assets 


Equipment, office equipment and 
furniture, motor vehicles and garage 
equipment are carried at cost. Depre- 
ciation is calculated on the straight-line 
method over the estimated useful life 
of the assets, generally 5 to 10 years. 
No depreciation is provided during the 
year of acquisition. 


Leasehold improvements are 
charged to operations as incurred. 


The Board enters into agreements 
with the Department of Supply and 
Services to acquire the exclusive use 
of certain fixed assets through leasing 
arrangements. Rentals are charged to 
operations in the year to which they 
apply. 

Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, 
employees of the Board are entitled to 
certain benefits provided for under 
their collective agreements and their 
conditions of employment. The cost of 
these benefits is expensed in the year 
in which they are earned. 


Pension plan 


All employees participate in the 
superannuation plan administered by 
the Government of Canada. The em- 
ployees and the Board contribute 
equally to the cost of the plan. This 
contribution represents the total lia- 
bility of the Board. Contributions in 
respect of current service and admissi- 
ble past service are expensed during 
the year in which payments are made. 
The terms of payment for past service 
are set by the applicable purchase 
conditions in effect, generally over the 
number of years of service remaining 
prior to retirement.

for advanced research, development 
and training in the art and technology 
of film and video. The implementation 
of this new role will involve a sweep- 
ing reorganization, restructuring, re- 
allocation and reconstitution of its 
activities.
